Newman Collection, and our second full-scale presentation of Eric’s paper currency collection. The auction is scheduled for 
October 21st through 24th in Dallas, and features Colonial notes, Continental Currency, Confederate currency, Obsolete 
notes by state, and a small but important group of World notes. 

The scope of the vast Newman Collection makes little distinction whether “money” is made of metal or paper. The meticulous 
attention to rarity, quality, and historical context encompasses the entirety of Eric’s holdings, and showcases every area of 
his numismatic scholarship. 

More than 2,200 currency lots are included in the sale. Here are a few highlights from the extraordinary Newman notes: 

• Colonial issues range from the earliest Bills of Credit through the late notes of the Confederation period. Selections include 
a fascinating Colony of New York 20 Lyon Dollars issue, dated November 1,1709 - the rarest of 1709 notes - graded PCGS 
Choice About New 55 Apparent. 

• Continental Currency is well represented in the auction. There are several important 1778 Yorktown issues, such as the 
Superb Gem New 67PPQ $5 note, which leads off a quintet of denominations in exceptional grade. 

• More than 100 Confederate States of America notes are featured in the auction, led by an illustrious 1861 $1000 Montgomery 
Issue, T1, Ex: “Col.” E.H.R. Green, graded PCGS Very Fine 35. Also offered is the “Indian Princess” T35 1861 $5 note 
graded PCGS Very Fine 25, clearly one of the finest known of the legendary design. 

• Obsolete notes by state include several rare territorials and many one-of-a-kind rarities. A stunning Union Bank of Missouri 
$100 Branch Payable color proof note, hole punch cancelled, displaying the PCGS Choice About New 58 Apparent 
certification, deserves special attention as a direct acquisition from D.C. Wismer. Many unpublished notes are also offered 
in this sale, such as the $3 and $5 denominations from the previously unknown Pemigewasset Bank of Plymouth, NH. 

• World note collectors will recognize the exceedingly rare and important Bank of England £200 “White Note,” a denomination 
discontinued on June 20, 1918 - the date engraved on the note. Eric acquired this rare final-issue note in 1990 from a 
Russian banking family, who feared it would be confiscated during the chaos of the modern Russian Revolution. The 
appearance of the note is much finer than the assigned PCGS Fine 15PPQ grade. 

All items in the sale are from the collection of Eric P. Newman Numismatic Education Society (a Missouri not-for-profit 
corporation) and have been assembled over a period of 90 years. Proceeds from the sale of all items will be used exclusively 
for supplementing the Society’s museum operations and scholarly numismatic research efforts, and for the benefit of other 
not-for-profit institutions selected by Eric P. Newman Numismatic Education Society for public purposes.

The New St. Louis Gateway 

The famous arch of St. Louis has long been the symbol of the city's status as the 
Gateway to the West. Now, a new gateway to American numismatics has been 
created by two St. Louis institutions. In 2014, the Eric P. Newman Numismatic 
Education Society (EPNNES) partnered with Washington University to establish 
the Newman Numismatic Portal. The goal is to become the source of all 
American numismatic information for every level of interest. 

Eric P. Newman said, "I have long wanted to make the literature and images 
of numismatics, particularly American numismatics, available to everyone on a 
free and forever basis. Today's digital technologies, combined with the funds recently 
assembled from auctions of some of our foundation's holdings, now make this possible." 

The Newman Numismatic Portal is a non-commercial, non-profit website dedicated to the sharing of 
accurate information. 

Although the Portal website will not launch until 2016, 50,000 pages have been scanned since June of this 
year. The website https://archive.org/details/newmannumismatic has hundreds of documents available for 
viewing by the public, and new content is constantly being added. Clubs wishing to become involved 
in this project, and those who would like to contribute cohesive groups of material, are requested to 
contact Project Manager Len Augsburger at leonard.augsburger@wustl.edu. We encourage all serious 
numismatists to participate. 

In 1981, Eric opened his first money museum in the Mercantile Bank in downtown St. Louis. In 2004, Eric 
and his late wife Evelyn founded the Newman Money Museum, located on the campus of Washington 
University in St. Louis. This new electronic endeavor—the Newman Numismatic Portal— continues their 
tradition of generously supporting educational programs and institutions, and is a wonderful contribution 
to American numismatics.

Evelyn E. Newman (1920-2015), Eric P. Newman's wife of 75 years, was an inspiration to all. Eric always 
encouraged her big ideas - and they were very big. Many of her fundraising ventures were enlivened by 
the intriguing names she dreamed up: the Gypsy Caravan fair, for the St. Louis Symphony Orchestra; the 
Wishing Well, for Barnes-Jewish Hospital; the ScholarShop, for the Scholarship Foundation of St. Louis, 
and the Little Shop Around the Corner, for the Missouri Botanical Garden. 

Evelyn also supported Eric in his numismatic 
research and writing, jazzing up many of his 
titles in Hardy Boys style, such as "The Secret 
of the Good Samaritan Shilling" and "The 
Continental Dollar Meets Its Maker". 

One of the projects Evelyn undertook with 
enthusiasm was the design of the Newman 
Money Museum, especially its elegant research 
library and the animatronic Benjamin Franklin 
that greeted visitors.

Never one to think small, Evelyn conceived the idea for a butterfly house in St. Louis after a visit to 
Thailand.

The Ever-Expanding Currency Frontier 

The Eric P. Newman paper currency collection possesses immense diversity and provides opportunities 
for ever-expanding research on many levels. It is befitting that Eric's numismatic studies have centered 
in St. Louis, where much of the evolving early American commercial and economic history was tied to 
the grand Mississippi River. French-related "John Law" bills from 1719-1720, New Orleans and vicinity 
Civil War era scrip, Missouri Territory period Bank of Missouri notes signed by St. Louis founder Auguste 
Chouteau, and steamboat-vignetted St. Paul, Minnesota Obsolete proofs in the sale guide us up and 
down this historic thoroughfare. Every note from the collection offered here in this bountiful sale has its 
own fascinating tale regardless of value. 

American history and art travel side by side on these currency notes, revealing a panoramic view of our 
nation's numismatic evolution. Early 18th century Colonial Bills of Credit issued from New England 
contrast greatly with late 19th century small format privately issued notes from the western American 
territories. Elegantly crafted intaglio engraved proofs and issued Obsolete banknotes are offered here in 
tandem with many historic private scrip notes, mostly printed under rustic emergency conditions, but 
often containing interesting accounts of their purpose and the people behind their issuance. 

Turbulent wartime periods on the North American Continent resulted in much of the historic paper 
money we collect today. The Revolutionary War era Continental Congress currency and notes issued by 
the Thirteen Colonies reflect the spirited group resolve to achieve independence. The greatest amount 
of American paper currency was produced during the Civil War. Two independent nations, the United 
States of America and the Confederate States of America, issued their own government-backed paper 
money. Simultaneously, countless private scrip and bank notes were needed to facilitate commerce in the 
North and South due to the lack of hard money in circulation. 

Examples of paper currency issued by islands originally part of European Colonial empires, and relevant 
to the American series, are cataloged in this sale. We endeavor as researchers to investigate each item on 
its own merits, and to place it within the numismatic narrative that Eric continues to explore. 

There are over 2,200 individual notes to consider in this magnificent offering and they all share a com¬ 
mon thread: They were chosen to be part of the Newman Collection due to their numismatic, artistic and 
economic history. Within a finite amount of words and images are infinite avenues of future exploration 
and study in the ever-expanding currency frontier.

Early and Rare 1813 Puerto Rico 8 Reales 

18001 Puerto Rico - Tesoreria Nacional de Puerto Rico 8 Reales 
1813 Pick 2a. PCGS Very Fine 30 Apparent. Appropriately, Eric 
P. Newman collected Puerto Rico and Danish West Indies notes 
alongside his other Territorial and Western notes, due to their 
geo-political relationship with the United States. Puerto Rico was 
established as a Spanish Colony on Columbus' second voyage to 
the New World. (According to Smithsonian.com, the island was 
initially called San Juan Bautista by the Spanish.) A limited amount 
of paper currency was issued under Spanish auspices beginning 
in the early 19th century. Few of these earliest notes are known to 
collectors today. Spanish and Colonial branch-minted eight reales 
coins, and their fractional "bits," were integral to their global trade. 
The familiarity and sound silver content of the 8 reales coin made 
it accepted worldwide. Those coins were legal tender in the United 
States until 1857. Because of that, these paper substitutes were not a 
popular answer to local coin shortages. Printed on laid paper from a 
crudely styled plate. A Paschal Lamb (or Lamb of God, symbolizing 
John the Baptist and Christ) is the central vignette on the face. A 
portion of the back text is seen across the top corner. A well printed 
example, and the face printed portion is nearly entirely on the paper. 
The noted "Edge Damage; Minor Stains" are confined to the margins. 
This has an appealing, vibrant appearance and is a historical, early 
note from the Spanish possession that evolved into our present day 
Commonwealth of Puerto Rico.

Issued Intaglio Engraved Real Tesoreria 
Nacional de Puerto Rico 3 Pesos 

18002 Puerto Rico - Real Tesoreria Nacional de Puerto Rico 3 
Pesos 1815 Pick 5. PCGS Very Fine 30 Apparent. Currency was 
issued in Puerto Rico under Spanish authority beginning in 1812. 
This issue was intaglio engraved and printed by Murray, Draper, 
Fairman & Co. in Philadelphia. The overall style is similar to American 
Obsolete banknotes from the period and imprint. The crowned Royal 
Spanish Coat of Arms with a pillar on each side is at top center. 
Intricate end panels are composed of dies and lathe work. The left 
cartouche has serial number 2572. The right end shows TRES PESOS. 
Titles, obligations and location are across. Hand dated and with two 
signatures. This is from the top of the sheet and has three full sheet 
selvages remaining. The paper on which these notes were printed is 
very thin and not practical for a humid, tropical climate. Survivors 
are rarely seen without some wormholes or ink corrosion damage. 
This piece is well above average for known examples, despite grading 
noting "Ink Erosion; Small Piece Missing at LL; Small Holes." Superior 
to the PMG Fine 15 3 Pesos we sold in the 2014 FUN sale, which 
despite severe tape stains and aging realized $3,290, thus confirming 
its rarity. Overall, this Newman collection note is very attractive and 
rare.

Gem Puerto Rico Railroad Company Note 


18003 Puerto Rico - Bank of Porto-Rico/Banco de Puerto Rico 
$5 July 1, 1909 Pick 47b, Durand TPR-8. PCGS Fine 12. Following 
the Spanish-American War, Puerto Rico in 1898 became a U.S. 
territory. From annexation to the present day, Puerto Rico has used 
United States paper currency. One bank, the First National Bank of 
Porto Rico at San Juan Charter # 6484, issued 1902 Third Charter 
National Bank Notes. This is an interesting American Bank Note 
Company engraved and printed series with a style similar to some 
Central American notes from the period. This nice mid-grade Puerto 
Rico $5 note features at left a more contemporary style Columbus 
vignette than used during the Obsolete banknote era. Columbus 
solidified Puerto Rico under Spanish rule on his 1493 second voyage. 
The island, a critical base for the colonization of the New World, was 
heavily fortified and had ample natural resources. The red seal at the 
right has the Paschal Lamb emblem. The ornate green back has a 
beautiful vignette of a reclining woman most likely based on Ingres' 
Odalisque at the Louvre. Most surviving examples of this early 20th 
century issue have been cancelled like the currently offered example. 
This outstanding piece is relatively free of distractions, showing only a 
few punch and stamp cancellations.

18004 Puerto Rico - Compania De Los Ferro-Carriles De Puerto 
Rico ND (1880) 5 Pesos Pick SlOla. PCGS Gem New 65PPQ. This 
is a distinctive and attractive private railroad issuer banknote. Rail 
transport was introduced to Puerto Rico in the 1870s. By the 1880s, 
the Puerto Rico Railway Company began operating a narrow-gauge 
steam rail system between various cities and towns on the Island. The 
vignette at left shows a locomotive with a cowcatcher. Counters are 
in three corners with the initial "C" in the title occupying the fourth. 
A red protector CINCO is over the obligation. Five Peso notes were 
issued by the company and were payable in Mexican silver in any 
of their ticket offices. The notes were issued in limited quantities and 
are more often encountered as perforated Specimens. The Standard 
Catalog of World Paper Money lists issued (non-specimen) examples, 
but they are unpriced above Very Fine at $2,250. There are some 
high-grade notes known of the type, but most have handling or small 
flaws. Collectors are presented with an opportunity to acquire a very 
scarce issued note in exceptional grade.

$1 Remainder 



18005 Danish West Indies - Bank of St. Thomas 1 Dollar 188x 
(1889) Pick 15r, Sieg 28. Remainder. PCGS Choice About New 
55 Apparent. The Bank of St. Thomas $1 and $2 remainder notes 
from the Newman Collection are very rare. This prize pair was 
part of his American collection with the Puerto Rico notes. The 
Danish government sold the islands to the United States in 1917 
for $25,000,000, and it is appropriate to collect these with the 
American currency series. Notes from the Bank of St. Thomas were 
first authorized in 1837, with that series engraved by the New England 
Bank Note Company, Boston. Subsequent issues were printed in 1860 
and 1889. The Danish printing used on this series is interesting with 
the imprint difficult to see at the lower right margin, Huffensberg & 
Trap Etabl. The green color subtly contrasts with the color of the paper 
on this denomination. The design is relatively simple with the bank 
arms at left opposite a large "1" in scrollwork at right. The bank arms 
feature small scenes from island life and commerce. The back is plain 
except for a large green "$1" in the center. This series rarely appears 
at auction, with none in the last decade according to our records. 
Unpriced in the Standard Catalog of World Paper Money. Very petty 
back upper left "Minor Stains" from some moisture are cited. An 
important opportunity to obtain a note from this very rare series.

(1889) Pick 16r, Sieg 29. Remainder. PCGS About New 50. The 

Bank of St. Thomas $2 note from this series appears to be a greater 
rarity than its $1 companion. Printed on a slightly larger size paper by 
Huffensberg & Trap Etabl, and the striking golden-yellow color is very 
vibrant. This is a pleasing, problem free note with bold color, face and 
back. The style is the same as the $1 face with bank emblem and title 
at left and "$2" counter framed by scrollwork at right. A large "$2" is 
at the center of the back. Both notes from this series are listed without 
prices in the Standard Catalog of World Paper Money % and we would 
not be surprised if our estimates proved conservative. This is another 
fascinating and significant American territories note.

Pick 4, Sieg 17. PCGS Very Fine 30. The 1849 issue included six 
different denominations: 2, 3, 5, 10, 50 and 100 Dalere. This is a fully 
issued note from the Law of 1849 series dated June 1, 1901 with the 
correct number of signatures. With black and white printing on blue 
tinted paper. The design remained unchanged from one issue to the 
next, with the coat of arms, Danish shield between two wildmen, at 
the bottom center of the note. Intricate end panels with interesting 
details, cameo heads (Mercury at left) in the center at each end are also 
common to the issue. The gray printed back has "10" in a circle and 
the textual denomination in both Danish and English (with the added 
VESTINDISKE [West Indian] in the Danish seen on the 1849 notes in 
this offering). A few folds account for the grade but do not affect the 
overall eye appeal. A very bright and appealing issued note.

1900) Pick 5r, Sieg 18. Remainder. PCGS Choice About New 58PPQ. 

This serial numbered remainder is a pleasing high-grade example of a 
very rare high denomination. Most survivors from this issue and type 
are remainders, because a limited number of notes were released 
into circulation. The design on this blue-tinted face is identical for all 
denominations of the issue. At left and right are Greek mythological 
portraits with the Danish Coat of Arms at bottom center. The gray 
printed back has "50" in center and the Danish textual denomination 
above and English below (with the added VESTINDISKE [West Indian] 
in the Danish). The left sheet edge is very wide. A superb example with 
the faintest trace of handling.

18009 Danish West Indies - State Treasury 2 Dalere L. 1898 (ND 
1900) Pick 8r, Sieg 14. Remainder. PCGS Choice New 63. Only 2 
Dalere notes were printed for the 1860 and 1898 series. The paper is 
a subtle pink color with black printed design details on the face. The 
design is the same as on the 1949 series, with the coat of arms and 
intricate end panels with cameo heads. A large "2" is at the back center 
without the textual denomination in either language. Collectors are 
limited to encountering mainly unsigned remainders, though most are 
high grade. A bold example that appears to be PPQ in our opinion.

18010 Canada - Quebec, PQ George King 6 Coppers June 1, 1773. 
Graham QC-200-10-04. PCGS Extremely Fine 40PPQ. This is an 
interesting private note issued in Quebec, the earliest Canadian private 
scrip, shortly before the American Revolution. George King was a 
prominent shipbuilder in Quebec. At the time this note was issued, he 
was residing on Poor Street with his business partner Thomas McCord. 
Eventually they would use their ships to supply fur traders with alcohol 
and to facilitate the rum trade in the West Indies. Kings's notes are 
unlisted in the main Charlton reference and The Standard Catalog 
of World Paper Money. The notes were printed on sheets of six, in 
denominations of 3, 6, 12, 15, 20, and 24 coppers. Issue dates in 1772 
and 1773 are observed. A small square note printed on laid paper. The 
texts are within intertwined vine bordering. The denomination block is 
across with outlined 6 COPPERS. A strong signature and wholly original 
paper are highlights. Presumably rare.

18011 Great Britain - Bank of England £50 February 17, 1914 Pick 307a, B208e. PCGS Very Fine 20 Apparent. A scarcer high denomination 
Bank of England note printed on denominated watermarked paper. A vignette of seated Britannia, a version of the Bank of England's official 
seal, is at upper left. The stylized "Fifty" at lower left is outlined by the beaded black background that hugs its contours. According to West and 
Duggleby's work, English Paper Money , pre-war notes were often used only once. Notes were withdrawn from the bank, used in the intended 
transaction, and immediately deposited back into the bank. This resulted in far fewer surviving examples than expected. This note features the 
signature of Gordon Maire as chief cashier. The notch in the right margin is purposefully placed at a unique position to identify the denomination 
seen in the watermark. Thus it prevented a face design from being printed on the wrong stock of watermarked paper. Noted with "Rust Stains at 
Right; Minor Ink Stains near Top Left."

Bank of England January 21,1924 £100 

18012 Great Britain - Bank of England £100 January 21, 1924 Pick 316, B209e. PCGS Fine 15. Bank of England notes issued under Chief 
Cashier Ernest Musgrave Harvey followed a long tradition of British "White Notes." They were printed on paper manufactured by Henry Portal 
with unique watermarks for each denomination. Printed two to a sheet, side-by-side, each note featured one straight edge and three deckled 
edges. The deckled edge at right on this note should have had a notch (not present here) purposely cut out by the paper maker to prevent the face 
design from being printed on the wrong stock of watermarked paper. The denomination guilloche at left has One Hundred in Gothic type among 
intertwining designs. This issue is rare above the £100 denomination. The note offered here is a pleasing problem-free type note, boldly printed 
on bright paper.

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Exceedingly Rare Final £200 London "White Note" 

18013 Great Britain - Bank of England £200 June 20,1918 Pick 317, B209f. PCGS Fine 15PPQ. This is an exceedingly rare and important Bank 
of England note. London 1918 high-denomination "White Notes" are particularly rare. The £200 denomination was discontinued on June 20th of 
1918, the same date as engraved on this note. Pam West lists it simply as "Rare" and without prices in English Paper Money. Newman acquired 
this note in the early 1990s from the grandchildren of a Russian banker who felt it would be confiscated if redeemed amidst the instability of the 
Russian Revolution. At the time, Newman's research pointed to it being the only example of the denomination known, but another example is 
pictured in West's book. It remains one of the most elusive "White Notes" for collectors and in comparison, the £1,000 denomination, which 
is also listed as "Rare," has not been offered at auction since 1996. It has the standard Bank of England design with Britannia at upper left. The 
denomination guilloche is at left, outlined TWO HUNDRED in script. At bottom is the engraved signature of Ernest Harvey, Chief Cashier. The 
overall appearance is much higher than graded, and the paper originality and lack of splits or holes most commonly seen on these notes garnered 
it a Premium Paper Quality designation from PCGS. This is an extremely important offering from the Newman Collection.

Historic "Operation Bernhard" Counterfeit 

18014 Great Britain - Bank of England £10 19.6.1936 "Operation Bernhard" Counterfeit Pick 336ax, B242. PCGS Very Fine 35. All historic 
paper currency issues interest Eric P. Newman, and the "Operation Bernhard" notes are no exception. In 1942, S.S. Major Walter Bernhard 
Kruger assembled a group of Jewish artists, engravers, printers, and technicians in the Sachsenhausen Concentration Camp in order to counterfeit 
British paper money. The operation was massive in its scope. Nearly nine million notes were printed, totaling more than £130 million. While the 
Germans could not effectively introduce the notes into circulation en masse, they were nonetheless effective in stoking fears about the British 
money supply due to their impressive quality. Britannia is at upper left, and the denomination guilloche at lower left is similar in style to the £50 
previous. Most of the counterfeits seen today are in mid-grade, and this example is a bright and pleasing representative from this historic narrative.

Pick 6c. PCGS Very Fine 30 Apparent. The 500 Mils notes, or half of 
one Palestine Pound, were the smallest denominations that circulated 
in Palestine. The currency needed to be pegged to the British Pound 
Sterling for its stability and acceptance. Adjusted to today's money, 
500 Mils represented a considerable amount. Circulating side by side 
were Turkish Lira and Egyptian Pounds. Egypt's currency was European 
backed, the puppet monarchy there (necessary for protection of the 
Suez Canal) ruled by the recently elevated King Farouk. The Palestine 
Currency Board series is attractively engraved by Thomas de la Rue. 
This is a classic and colorful purple framed note by De La Rue ,with 
Rachel's tomb near Bethlehem at the left and on the back, the Citadel 
of Jerusalem, also printed in purple. Noted are some "Minor Ink Stains 
on Back." They are in the back center and do not affect the face.

15, 1945 Pick 6d. PCGS Very Fine 25. The later issues of Palestine 
Currency Board notes are generally considered the most available. That 
is not the case with the August 15, 1945-dated 500 Mils notes, which 
appear far less frequently than the 1939-dated examples. Though The 
Standard Catalog of World Paper Money assigns an added premium 
compared to 1939 dates, that premium does not reflect its true rarity. 
This also uses the classic and colorful style by De La Rue, with Rachel's 
tomb near Bethlehem at the left and on the back, the Citadel of 
Jerusalem in purple. A problem-free note displaying vivid colors for the 
grade, with bright and attractive paper.

September 30, 1929 Pick 7b. PCGS Very Fine 25. This is a very 
attractive 1929 Palestine Pound note. Palestine Currency Board notes 
were originally backed by gold. The 1929 issue was still under the gold 
standard until 1931, and the notes were heavily favored over other 
currency circulating in the area. As a result, attrition and redemption 
diminished the number of survivors we see today. Of the survivors, few 
are seen without flaws, as it was commonplace to write on the notes 
in pen during transactions. Even more were damaged, and a significant 
number are repaired. This example is pleasing and problem-free. The 
Dome of the Rock is seen at left and the Citadel is on the back. The 
colors are quite vibrant for the grade and it is free of distractions.

September 30.1929 Pick 8b. PCGS Very Fine 25. The 1929 Palestine 
Currency Board issue was the longest-issued series in the country, 
though financial unrest resulted in few survivors. Italy's invasion of 
Ethiopia in 1935 created regional tensions resulting in a rise in demand 
for currency. Despite this increase in demand, and additional notes 
being printed, only 394,871 5 Pounds notes were issued in the ten-year 
period the 1929 issue was released. The pieces also saw favored status 
over the later 1939 issue, as the original 1929 issue was tied to the gold 
standard that was suspended in 1931. Engraved and printed by Thomas 
De La Rue & Company in London. Deep red-orange face and back. 
The vignette at left features the Crusader's Tower at Ramleh; the Tower 
of David (also known as the Citadel) is on the back. Survivors are few, 
with uncirculated examples virtually impossible to locate. Bold white 
paper enhances the vibrant colors on this bright example. The note has 
the eye appeal of higher grade.

18020 Palestine - Palestine Currency Board 5 Palestine Pounds April 20, 1939 Pick 8c. PCGS About New 53. An exceptional Palestine 5 
Pounds note. Palestinian Currency Board notes were designed and printed by Thomas De La Rue & Company in London. Each note was engraved 
with English, Hebrew, and Arabic texts, reflecting the cultural and financial intersections in Palestine. The vignette at left features the Crusader's 
Tower at Ramleh and on the back is the Tower of David. Notes from the series were heavily used, and high-grade examples are rare. The 5 
Pounds example offered here is exemplary of other currency in the Newman Collection. Four broad margins frame the perfectly centered deep 
red inked printing. The lathe work on the frame and dies is particularly mesmerizing on this example. The back is especially vivid and projects 
boldly. All four corners are sharp and the paper is bright. There is a minor center bend, but it appears this was saved shortly after being placed 
into circulation. Fully original paper higher denomination Palestine notes are not often encountered.

18021 Palestine -Palestine Currency Board 10 Palestine Pounds September 7, 1939 Pick 9c. PCGS Extremely Fine 45. This 1939 10 Palestine 
Pounds is a superb example in excellent condition. Palestine 1929 series notes were workhorses and were printed and issued for a decade. While 
an updated issue was proposed as early as 1937, it was not until early 1939 when action was taken to replace the dwindling supply of 500 Mils 
notes already printed. The timing of the 1939 issue coincided with the outbreak of war in Europe and demand for currency would reach an all- 
time high. From 1939 to 1944, the number of Palestine Currency Board notes in circulation increased more than fourfold. Ten Pounds represented 
a considerable sum and were not used by most of the public. Printed by De la Rue in blue-violet inks. On the face at left, like the on the 5 
Pounds, is the Crusader's Tower at Ramleh and on back at center, the Citadel of Jerusalem, or Tower of David, common to the other backs for this 
series. These design features were used on the denominations 5 Pounds through 100 Pounds, with each printed in a different, often variegated 
color. The circulation of these notes accounted for less than 8% of the notes in use. Attrition and redemption left very few survivors, mostly low 
grade. This example is the exception; it is high grade with problem-free surfaces, original paper and inspiring color.

Private Bank Note 

18022 Sweden - Sveriges Rikes Standers Bank 10 Riksdaler January 
3, 1859 Pick A133. PCGS Very Fine 35PPQ. In 1855 Sweden adopted 
a decimal system for coins and currency, ushering in numerous 
new bank note denominations commencing with the 1858 and 
1859 issues. The 10 Riksdaler denomination was one of the few 
that carried over from previous currency system (Riksdaler/Skilling), 
and this design was printed with various dates through the 1870s. 
The large square size format was used by several Swedish banks 
and would facilitate counting. At top center is the Swedish Coat 
of Arms, with intricate green lathe work framing the text. In each 
corner are ornate arms showing banners that indicate the note's 
multinational nature. This denomination is rarely encountered fully 
issued. Usually the larger denominations are encountered as Proofs 
only. A desirable and handsome series and type.

18023 Bahamas - Bahamas Monetary Authority 1969 (Act of 
1968) Presentation Set of Specimen Notes in Blue Case. The entire 
denomination range, 50 Cents to $100 (8 notes) of 1968 Monetary 
Authority Act notes is presented in this leather album. On the cover 
is the gilt title, "CURRENCY NOTES PRINTED FOR THE BAHAMAS 
MONETARY AUTHORITY FROM 1969." Pick number 26s, 27s, 28s, 
29s, 30s, 31s, 32s, and 33s are included, diagonally overstamped in 
red with the word SPECIMEN on each side. The notes are individually 
sealed into plastic sleeves and then hole-punch cancelled in the upper 
right and lower left corners. The original plastic pages inside show 
some degrading which may have resulted in some PVC damage to 
the notes. There is exterior scuffing on the blue album. Inspection is 
recommended. There will be no returns for any reason.

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Exceedingly Rare and Important Early 1709 Connecticut Bill 

18024 Colony of Connecticut July 12, 1709 3 Shillings Raised to 10 Shillings Fr. CT-3a. PCGS Very Fine 30 Apparent.This is an exceedingly 
rare, perhaps unique, and important early American currency note. The great Colonial note collectors from the 19th and early 20th centuries 
coveted the early "Tall" Bills of Credit. Legends such as Haseltine, Chapman, and F.C.C. Boyd held them in similar esteem to the rare Colonial 
coins they collected concurrently. Connecticut early bills are among the rarest New England issues. This is a genuine bill, with the denomination 
raised from 3 shillings to 10 shillings. The Boyd note (Ford III, May 2004, Lot 542) was also a raised note (partially), and he paid $125 for it many 
decades ago, based upon his penciled code on the back. This example has had the "THREE" in the top line changed to "TEN" and the numeral 
"3" to the right of the serial number altered to a "10." Genuine in all regards with a trio of strong inked signatures including Caleb Stanly, who also 
countersigns on the back. The ornate scrollwork at the top of the back is obscured by the first of two endorsements. Despite being raised, the bill 
was paid out at "Tenn Shillings," as attested by Stanly's June 26, 1710 endorsement. A beautiful note, broad and overall rather bright. Noted by 
PCGS with "Small Stains; Minor Mounting Remnants on Back." This is tremendously undervalued in the grand view of American numismatics, 
particularly when compared to its Colonial coin brethren of similar rarity.

Boldly 
printed with a well-penned signature trio. The solitary note in the 
Ford-Boyd collection realized $604 in May 2004 and it was patched 
together, with a grade of Fair. Noted with "Small Edge Tears; Minor 
Edge Notch at Right." A dream note for the Colonial specialist.

Boyd collection did not contain this type among the amazing array of 
Georgia Seal notes auctioned in Ford sales X, XV and XVII from 2005- 
2007. It is interesting to note that the 1777 No Resolution $4 Fiberty 
Cap note (Fr. GA-86) has appeared in sales from two collections in the 
past decade. The first was the Boyd note, likely the finest, that realized 
a tremendous $23,000 in May 2005. We sold the Midnight Ride 
Collection example in September 2009 for $9,775 (PMG VF30PPQ). 
This note is rarer, without auction records to our knowledge. It is 
the upper left sheet position, border (a) variety and has full selvage 
remaining at the left and right. With the exception of oxidation within 
the corrosive inks of the seal as made, the paper is natural and fresh. 
Noted are "Damage in Seal; Small Edge Tears, Hole, and Minor 
Damage in Selvage" by PCGS, and we reiterate the seal detriments are 
due to a natural reaction to corrosive inks. It is the first of a trio of $4 
Georgia Colonial rarities. Though hardly perfect, this example is the 
first we have encountered or catalogued for sale and presents a unique 
opportunity for the informed Georgia Colonial note specialist.

Noted 
are "Splits and Damage; Hinge Repairs on Back" that unfortunately 
show to the face. Nonetheless, it is an important Georgia seal rarity, 
and perhaps the only collectible specimen available.

The present note is 
very acceptable, complete with wide selvage at the left and bottom.

This significant note completes a trio of $4 Georgia 
rarities that have never been offered in a single sale to our knowledge.

The territory was 
expansive and surrounded the Mississippi River as it flowed south from 
present-day Wisconsin and drained into the Gulf through New Orleans. 
These French notes (and listed in the Standard Catalogue of World 
Paper Money ) were Royal issues and were created by Scottish born 
John Law in order to stimulate investments in these new territories. The 
earliest Banque Generale notes (1716-1718), signed by Law himself, 
are virtually unobtainable. They were replaced by these rarely seen 
1719 Banque Royale notes. The Boyd-Raymond holdings contained no 
1719-dated notes (only 1720 examples), and Ford waited many years to 
obtain two denominations from separate French auctions. This note is 
printed on watermarked paper with an embossed seal and hand signed 
at the right. The Extremely Fine example in the Stack's January 2005 
Ford VIII Sale realized $6,325. Though noted are "Missing L.L. Corner;

Plainly penned in the period is "Counterfeit New Bill" at 
the top center. Noted by PCGS as "Pen Cancelled" and with "Splits, 
Tears, and Damage; Repairs." The note has a full appearance. A key 
note for specialists, and perhaps irreplaceable.

Impressive Gem New 65PPQ 1767 Maryland $2 Note 

18065 Maryland January 1,1767 $2 Fr. MD-45. PCGS Gem New 65PPQ. An impressive note in Gem New 65PPQ condition from a Maryland 
series where the normally encountered grade is Very Good, split, pinned and/or backed. Long ago, this note was part of very small group of now 
well-dispersed examples with serial numbers in the vicinity of the No. 11351 observed here. The face type is interesting; the two diminutive 
"quasi" Spanish Colonial coin vignette denomination protectors readily identify this as a $2 note. This example is beautifully printed, with the 
back showing a horizontal nature print and the imprint of Jonas Green. The face has most of the left indent design intact, a wavy and natural 
cut, and extra wide margins at the top and right. The Boyd-Ford note sold in the Part XV Sale, serial number 11370, likely came from the 
Wayte Raymond holdings, many of which were merged into the combined Ford Colonial note collection. This is nearly perfect in face-to-back 
registration and the surfaces are immaculate. However, high end notes such as this have been undervalued in the past, especially in relation to 
some Gem Continental Currency notes, several of which have recently crossed the $10,000 level in Gem New 66PPQ or finer. The Gem New 
66PPQ $2/9 from this series that achieved $8,812.50 in the Newman VI sale in April, and the $1 Gem New 65PPQ that reached $14,100 have 
changed that discrepancy. Very few 1767 Maryland notes reach, let alone exceed, the level of this Gem.

This is well margined on all sides, with broad sheet selvage at the right, and nearly a full left indent design. The face-to-back registration is perfect 
for the type. This is a lovely note and worth a significant premium above the higher dollar-denominated notes from the issue.

Its unique 
character is tied to the politically charged vignette on the face. Eight denominations were issued from the series, and few collectors have achieved 
a complete set. The common face design for the issue, adapted from a woodcut by Thomas Sparrow, shows standing Britannia receiving the 
petition (CONG PETI) of the Continental Congress from America, who tramples the named scroll of SLAVERY. George III is shown stomping on 
M.JAGNA] CHARTA as he holds the torch to burn an American port being attacked by the British fleet. At each end (in the border cuts, here 
trimmed away) are mottoes AN APPEAL TO HEAVEN and PRO ARIS ET FOCIS (For altars and the hearth). The back allegory represents a future 
peace between America and Britannia; the motto on the scroll below is PAX TRIUMPHIS POTIOR (Peace is preferable to victory). In the corners, 
deftly placed in the borders are, clockwise from the upper left, the signature of T.SPARROW, LIBERTY, 1775 and F.G. (for printer Frederick Green). 
No other Colonial note compares to this special series emitted shortly after the Battle of Lexington and official war declarations. There are no 
notes known from the series in their natural, "Uncirculated" state to our knowledge. The series circulated readily, and the majority of these rare 
notes known today are damaged in some manner and usually repaired. This note is well above the average grade for the series. Face clarity is 
excellent, but the back is a bit soiled. PCGS noted only "Minor Rust Stains on Back," and they are confined to the vicinity of the bottom edge. 
This example's original paper and face printing clarity give it a premium appearance: It is a superior type note.

This is an extremely 
rare and distinctive series of fractional notes printed by Frederick Green, similar in style to the "Black Money" notes, but in a smaller format. It 
is the lowest denomination, very rare, and an attractive note. PCGS cites only "Mounting Remnants on Back." There were 45,000 authorized, 
but few exist today in any condition. Most are generally low grade when encountered. Boyd had two damaged notes and two that should be 
classified as Fine or in that vicinity. His "Fine" $1/10, Lot 8168 in Ford Part XV realized $5,175. This note is superior to the $1/10 note we sold in 
Newman VI for $2,585 (lot 19478). An important Maryland series and type.

The Apparent 
designation is for only: "Small Edge Nick at Left; Edge Tear at Top 
Right" Trivial considerations since, with strong colors and excellent 
printing, this is an excellent candidate for any top-flight collection.

The false 
plate is based on the original 1702 "middle plate" (5s, 10s, 20s, and 
40s) designed by John Coney. While we do not have a genuine, 
unaltered note from 1702 or 1708 for comparison of sharpness and 
detail, we note that the inking is irregular. The indent squiggle pattern 
design at the top is cut in a "tombstone" style. Text obligations are 
across the note with an ornate red "AR" monogram (Anna Regina). 
The back shows a red squiggle pattern at the top. Among the three 
false signatures of Elisha Hutchinson, Penn Townshend, and Samuel 
Chockley the word "Counterfeit" is scrawled. This is one of the 
earliest North American currency notes known, and significant even 
as a contemporary counterfeit. It was emitted less than a century after 
the province was established, and affairs in England and Europe were 
turbulent. We have seen a few of these in major collections over the 
years. The Boyd collection contained three examples of this type. 
Most of the known pieces are in the vicinity of the serial number of 
this note, 1966; the Newman plate note is serial number 2000. An old 
pencil code on the back notes an acquisition date of 1906 (perhaps a 
Chapman pedigree?). The PCGS notations of "Small Edge and Internal 
Splits; Tape Repair on Back" are relatively minor. An attractive "Tall" 
Colonial bill and significant early American currency type.

The rampant counterfeiting of several note types led to further note 
series and new plates. This is a complex series of notes with several 
denomination plates (Low, Middle and High) and multiple face 
redatings lasting for over 20 years. This note is fully genuine and 
shows the new dates vertically at the right end of the lower half. 
The later dates, starting with 1777, are just below the obligation text, 
which is in a "tombstone" cartouche at the top half of the note. The 
Royal Arms appears at left in the lower half; the signature block is 
in the center. Most of the back is printed with intricate, but lightly 
printed, flourishes. Noted are "Splits, Tears, Minor Damage, and 
Repairs; Stains," which accurately describe the imperfections. The 
note is mostly full bodied and is a great rarity.

Rare 1740 Silver Bank 5 Shillings Counterfeit 

18082 Massachusetts Isaac Winslow Merchant or Order, Boston 
Silver Bank August 1, 1740 5 Shillings (5 dwt.) Contemporary 
Counterfeit Fr. MA-87.2. PCGS Very Fine 30 Apparent. The Silver 
Bank bills were one of three different "schemes" to take advantage of 
a void in commerce caused by a lack of new Massachusetts Bills of 
Credit. The investors saw potential for profit and were not necessarily 
civic minded. The Silver Bank had 107 members, with Isaac Winslow 
leading the group. His name is engraved in the obligation and he 
countersigned the verso of genuine emitted notes. Bills of Credit 
issued by the colonies were a fact of Colonial life by 1740, as was 
the financial uncertainty that went along with all paper money. Notes 
were counterfeited, raised and altered, all in a manner to defraud 
the public. The Crown looked upon this independent activity of 
emitting paper money as treasonous and saw Colonial independent 
aspirations in a different light than had been the case earlier in the 
century. There were also rival schemes, especially the (Land) Bank 
Bills that vied for official recognition. The Silver Bank, due to its specie 
nature, paid off most of its obligations when the Crown enforced the 
"Bubble Act" on this private Colonial activity. This was in contrast to 
the Land Bank, whose liberal activities lingered on for many years 
past their dissolution, and impacted their investors negatively. The 
schemes helped usher in the 25-year hiatus from note issuing (1750 to 
1775). The counterfeit plate is rather crude, and a knowledgeable eye 
would pick it out. The detailed obligation is in the center cartouche. 
At the lower left is the charming folk image of a small skiff, with 
the motto FIAT JUSTITIA (Let there be Justice) below. The top has 
engraved sculptural details. This type was not in the Boyd collection. 
Noted by PCGS are "Splits, Tears and Damage; Repairs." We know 
of only a few examples of this rare and desirable early Massachusetts 
counterfeit.

MA-87.13. PCGS Very Fine 30 Apparent. This is a very rare private 
Massachusetts Bank Bill series, and we believe none have been offered 
for sale since the May 2004 Ford III sale with the primary offering of 
the Boyd Colonial currency and its exceptional array of early notes. 
Within the top cartouche is the legal text for the scheme. The notes 
were to be returned for redemption to "James Eveleth, or order," and 
Eveleth's countersignature is seen on the back. At the lower left is a 
tree emblem and the motto JUSTITIA REDIUTIA (Justice Restored). 
Three signatures are on the face. A very boldly printed, genuine and 
fully issued example. The Boyd collection contained a plate proof 
on laid paper of this type, and it is plated in the 5th edition Newman 
book. This rare representative faces up well and is bright. Noted are 
"Repaired Splits; Minor Rust Stains and Foreign Substances on Back." 
This is an important rarity from the Newman collection and a great 
opportunity for currency and fiscal paper collectors.

The 
plate details are a bit weak and the note is clearly a contemporary 
counterfeit. Noted as: "Center Split Repaired; Small Edge Tears; Paper 
Toned; Pinholes." The note has considerable eye appeal from the face.

Massachusetts 
currency had an independent, nationalist look to it when Revere cut 
the copper plates for this issue. This example is broad and shows a 
significant part of the "American Paper" indent design at the far left. 
The bottom is especially wide, making this note very attractive. Noted 
as "Pen Cancelled" and with "Small Edge Splits." This example is well 
printed and has excellent paper body. It is an excellent type note from 
the Revere copperplate types with superior eye appeal.

Benjamin Edes (1732-1803) was a member of the Sons of Liberty and 
publisher of the Boston Gazette , along with his partner, printer John 
Gill. His ability to evade capture while transporting the Gazette's 
printing press and type to Watertown, Massachusetts was important for 
keeping his patriotic newspaper operating. John Gill left the partnership 
when his political opinions began to diverge from those of Edes. He 
died in obscurity and poverty despite his influence in the Revolution. 
This genuine bill is pleasant, but is noted with "Small Edge Splits; Minor 
Mounting Remnants on Back."

These notes were issued by the group of merchants led by Hunking 
Wentworth, in Portsmouth, during the period the Crown prohibited 
the Colony from emitting further bills of credit. Due to scarcity of 
other bills of credit and specie in circulation, they issued these "Tall" 
bills to facilitate commerce (hence the motto BENEFICIO COMMERCI 
on the face). They produced a negative reaction and, early in 1735, a 
large group of Boston merchants agreed not to redeem these notes. 
These bills were 1% interest bearing, payable in 1746. They were 
printed on laid paper from well-engraved copper plates. In the center 
are the detailed obligations. Scrollwork and sculptural corners are 
at the top. At lower left is the Pine Tree emblem with the motto 
BENEFICIO COMMERCI. The note was also printed on the back with 
a distinctively designed ship at sail, heading westward, and ornate 
scrollwork above. The face has three signatures and is countersigned 
by Hunking Wentworth on the back, just under the vignette. This is the 
rarest denomination in the series and merits a premium evaluation. We 
wish to note that the authorized five shillings note is unreported and is 
considered to have not been printed. This is a very handsome example, 
essentially as made, with minimal handling. This choice note has been 
ensconced in the Newman cabinet for multiple decades and is worthy 
of the finest collection due to rarity, condition and pedigree.

The motto in the small cartouche is PAX BELLO POTIOR (Peace is 
preferable to war). This unnumbered and unsigned note faces up well 
considering the splits with back tape repairs noted as "Splits, Tears and 
Minor Damage; Tape Repairs." This debut offering at public auction 
presents a unique opportunity for serious New Hampshire specialists.

The notes were payable by December 25, 1765 in 2.5% interest bearing 
Bills of Exchange. From the face, this has the appearance of a nearly "as 
made" note. Beautifully printed and mostly well margined. The note 
split horizontally and an antique paper strip on the back secures the 
halves together. The paper maintains embossed originality and is bright. 
Noted with "Center Split Repaired with Backing; Small Edge Tears" 
for accuracy. After many decades in the renowned Newman Colonial 
currency collection, this note is being offered at auction for the first 
time. This is a marvelous opportunity to bid on another likely unique 
note.

Prior to the current offering, notes from this date have been seen mainly 
in advanced New Jersey Colonial note collections, such as Spiro, 
DuPont, and Boyd. Boyd's incredible six different denominations were 
sold in the Ford XV sale by Stack's in October 2006. This note is more 
attractive than the Boyd note (Lot 8297) from the face, and is pinned 
to a backing as noted. The Boyd note realized $1,840 at the 2006 
Ford sale. That same example, also graded Fine 15 Apparent by PCGS, 
recently realized $3,290 in our April 2015 CSNS Signature Sale (Lot 
18225). Noted with "Splits; Pinned to Backing." Another opportunity to 
obtain at auction this rarity with an excellent pedigree.

The style and 
layout are the same as on the 5 shillings. As previously, uniface and 
printed in black by William Bradford, without imprint, on horizontal 
four-subject sheets. Typeset, with the top block having the indented 
design. Three very bold, "Dutch" style vanity signatures are seen at 
the bottom, with Johannes DePeyster's the first and the boldest. There 
are also two plate positions with different typesetting arrangements. 
This is the "b" position type with "Shil-lings" split on the first and 
second lines and the "Governour" spelling near the end of the 
obligation. Only 500 notes of each 10 shillings plate position were 
authorized. Like the five shillings, it has the look of a PPQ example, 
but "Ink Erosion in Signature" is noted by PCGS.

Lyon Dollars (13 Oz., 15 Dws.) Fr. NY-12. PCGS Choice About New 
55 Apparent. This is the rarest issue of 1709 notes, and it is fascinating. 
There are very few Lyon Dollar notes known, and we believe there are 
less than ten of all denominations in private hands (five impressions 
were in Boyd). Until our April 2015 Newman VI auction, our research 
had not found any instance of this denomination offered for public 
sale. Thus, this is one of the key New York Colonial Currency rarities. 
The issue was backed with 10,000 ounces of silver. Lyon dollars 
themselves were Dutch "Silver Dollars" which circulated worldwide 
as trade coins, just as the Spanish Milled Dollars. The rate of 5 shillings 
6 pence was pegged to each (Lyon) dollar. There is also an interesting 
use of multiple denomination equivalents based on weight. There were 
only 300 notes authorized, and this highest denomination was not in 
Boyd. The style is similar to the other 1709 notes printed by Bradford, 
with typeset texts on the face and indent design at the top. There are 
four signatures, as required, like those appearing on the November 1, 
1709 Shilling Issue note. This is a beautiful and well-balanced example. 
Though Apparent, it has a PPQ note appeal, with minimal handling 
only. Noted by PCGS as having only a "Small Edge Split at Top Center." 
In this case, being less than perfect is purely academic. This is an 
exceedingly rare note and only the second we are aware of: both from 
the Newman collection. The Boyd collection contained five Lyon dollar 
notes, a bonanza that is deceptive now, since up to that time there was 
only one auction record in the modern era for a Lyon dollar note. In 
our January 2002 FUN auction we sold a four Lyon dollars note, Lot 
356 (Serial No. 50, "Very Choice New"), for $37,375. At the time, that 
was one of the highest prices achieved for a Colonial note (with prices 
surpassing that number for the two 1690 notes auctioned by Smythe 
at CPMX at just above $50,000). The Boyd collection had a three-note 
strip of four Lyon dollars, interestingly serial numbers from left to right 
52, 51, and 49; note that the serial number 50 cited above was once 
part of the uncut horizontal sheet. Boyd also had the only observed 
16 Lyon dollars denomination, which had seen some considerable 
circulation. The first Newman collection 20 Lyon Dollars sold in April 
2015 realized $25,850 graded slightly finer at Choice About New 55. 
This is a fabulous combination of historical significance, highest rarity, 
and elite Colonial currency pedigree. Another significant offering awaits 
our bidding audience in this auspicious Newman VII auction sale.

Zenger was an 
important figure who helped shape the concept of freedom of the 
press and speech in the Colonies. These notes were printed on thin 
laid paper with elaborate border cuts left and top (by Charles La Roux) 
and arms at the right. Until the few Boyd collection notes reemerged in 
2004-2005 (two extremely worn) at the Ford sales, these were virtually 
unknown. The last Zenger-printed 1737 note was sold in Stack's 52 
Collection Part I sale for $8,050 (5 Pounds, PMG Very Fine 20, Ex: 
Boyd-Ford III Sale, Lot 615) in June 2010. Although there are some 
flaws, the note is attractive. Noted as having "Splits, Tears and Minor 
Damage; Tape Repair on Back." A fascinating Colonial rarity.

Antique hinge 
repairs on the back hold the note together, and "Splits, Tears, and 
Minor Damage; Hinge Repairs on Back" are detailed by PCGS. Only 
400 notes were printed, and the only other example we have seen is 
the Boyd collection Newman plate note.

Standard Guaranteed note designs with obligations are 
on the face, within border cuts, and the back has the color emblem 
and imprint. This note was fully signed on the face by Evert Bancker 
and Henry Rutgers, and properly countersigned on back by Abraham 
Yates, Jr. The Henry Rutgers signature is of historical interest. Rutgers 
signed this note at age 35, having returned to New York City for public 
service at the behest of patron George Clinton. As compensation for 
signing notes, he was paid two shillings per 100 notes signed (excerpted 
from "An Act for the Payment of certain contingent Expences [sic] of 
this State," April 14, 1782). The paper body is mostly solid, and the 
back shows attractive red color. Noted is a "Repaired Edge Split at 
Top Center" that is more noticed from the back. The $7 New York 
Guaranteed note in the April 2015 Newman VI sale realized $3,760 in 
PCGS Very Fine 30 Apparent. This very appealing representative faces 
up well and is a rare offering.

There are several notes known from the ten authorized 
denominations, but these include counterfeits and at least one raised 
bill. The size and face style are similar to early small format notes 
commencing in 1737 notes with Excelsior Arms within fancy border 
cuts. The imprint is at bottom center. Signed and issued, it is one of 
24,000 authorized; but few exist. This is the Newman Plate note, serial 
number 3766, and illustrated on page 292 of the 5th edition. A solid 
note, it is well margined all around and has some natural tone. Noted 
as having "Hinge Repaired Edge Splits; Minor Stains; Small Rust Stains." 
An impressive rarity and an important plate note.

One 
of the higher-grade notes from the entire series we have encountered. 
Noted with "Repaired Splits; Minor Ink Erosion." An ideal and early 
type note from this fascinating series.

There are 56 distinct vignette 
types (seen at the lower left of each note), ranging from $1/16 to $20 
denominations, and all of them merit consideration and further study. 
Certain types appear on different varieties of paper, depending upon 
what was available at the time of printing. Completion of all 56 types 
is an impressive task, but the Eric P. Newman collection is one of the 
few to have achieved this meritorious set. High grade notes on many 
vignette types are unknown to us; the fragile paper often used and 
tight margining subjected many to the small nicks and flaws we see 
today. The six different $1/16 notes are all among the most difficult of 
the denominations to find in choice grade. This lovely Cornucopia has 
splendid surfaces and boardwalk margins for the issue. The Boyd note 
had ample selvedge at left and bottom, therefore possibly from the 
lower left sheet position. The Newman note is much superior to the 
Boyd and Midnight Ride Collection examples. Conservatively estimated 
in this problem-free condition. Locating an upgrade anytime in the near 
future is most unlikely.

He was heavily involved 
with fiscal matters. Not only did he sign the Declaration, but also the 
Constitution. Clymer is a much rarer signer than Hart, Hopkinson or 
Morton on Colonial notes. He is the third most difficult Declaration 
signatory to acquire (William Ellery from Rhode Island is the second 
rarest, and James Wilson is the rarest). PCGS notes a "Repaired Edge 
Split at Right; Small Edge Split at Left" by PCGS. The Clymer-signed 5 
Shillings PCGS Very Fine 30 Apparent realized $2,115 in Newman VI. 
Overall, this is a pleasing example.

A nearly perfect example with immaculate 
surfaces and spot-on face-to-back registration. A condition rarity and 
worthy of liberal bidding.

This is the only 
Uncirculated note graded by PCGS for the type, and the top population 
example at that service. A superb example and underrated in such a 
flawless state of preservation.

Most were redeemed, and the 
issue was not repudiated after the Revolution, as were all the other 
early states' obligations. The Boyd Collection contained five different 
denominations, which were acquired over decades: a remarkable 
achievement. This is a superior example, and we believe it to be finer 
than Boyd's. Noted with "Small Edge Splits; Stains," with those stains 
more visible on the back. This is a rarely seen type in any grade, and 
only comprehensive collections have held any examples.

This visibly crisp note has a 
wide sheet edge at the bottom. PCGS does note some "Stains; Minor 
Mounting Remnants on Back." The stains are confined to one corner, 
obscured by the face printing. A perfect type note from this rarely 
offered series.

The back 
color is strong and it is noted with a "Small Internal Split at Center" 
only. The eye appeal is considerable on this example. A rarely offered 
type and series.

The blank verso has 
period official notations with "Superintending the/[unknown word(s)] to 
Strike" and signed at the bottom by "William Harris" in a bold flourish. 
In a different pen at the top center is a notation "Wm. Harris one of the 
committee." Noted with "Small Edge Splits and Tears; Minor Stains" 
by PCGS, but with deep embossing seen to the back, fascinating and 
unique printer's piece from the Dunlap studio.

It was printed from a beautifully 
engraved set of plates. The face has the detailed obligation at the center 
within an ornate cartouche. Handsome filigree details are at the top, 
and the indent design is cut with the "tombstone" effect seen on many 
early "Tall" Bills of Credit. At the lower left is the Rhode Island Hope 
motif shield with deftly placed "20S" for preventing denomination 
raising. To the right of three signatures are consecutive redates of 
1728, 1731, and 1733. The back is without text and shows leafy vines 
intertwined with an eagle and the head of an eagle. A beautiful and 
full size note with minor faults. Noted with "Repaired Splits and Tears," 
which are moot points compared to the possibility of uniqueness of 
this historical early note. A prize Newman plate note from this famous 
Colonial currency collection.

At lower left, the 
Hope motto and anchor emblem. At the lower right is a denomination cartouche with the redate "1738" within. The ornate back has vine details, 
scroll lines at the left and the denomination in the center. This is a genuine note. The "tell" is the space between the top leaf tip and the outline 
of the (viewer's) left 40S on the back. On the counterfeit, the leaf is firmly attached. Although split from quarter-folding, it has a bright face. These 
"Repaired Splits" are noted and glue on the back is visible. This sharply printed example has considerable face attractiveness.

This and the following 
40 Shillings notes are fascinating, and perhaps unique, face plate 
impressions printed contemporarily on laid paper. They both boast 
impressive details, and most importantly, they complement and 
diagnostically compare to the two other denominations from the 
'large denomination plate" used to print those present in the Boyd 
collection. This is a beautifully detailed face design with intricate 
details on three sides, texts within the top two-thirds, and Rhode 
Island arms at lower left. The other "large plate" denominations (5 
Shillings and 10 Shillings) from the sheet from which this and the 
following came may have been the Boyd notes sold in Ford III as lots 
565 and 567. However, they would have separated from the Newman 
notes long ago, as they were paper rim mounted, like many Boyd 
colonial notes. Noted are "Small Edge Nicks." Visually exciting, and 
possibly a unique, contemporary proof impression.

This second face plate 
impression from the "large denomination plate" of the issue is also 
printed on laid paper, and apparently contemporarily like the 20 
Shillings offered here and the two Boyd collection notes we cited in 
the previous description. The overall style and layout are similar to 
the 20 shillings with intricate details on three sides, texts within the 
top two-thirds, and Rhode Island arms at lower left. Cherub and eagle 
details and some other subtle differences are seen. Noted only with 
"Small Edge Nicks," which consist of minor faults along the top right 
edge. This is a fascinating impression and historic Colonial Proof.

18201 Rhode Island February 14, 1743 6 Pence Redated 1746 Fr. 
Rl-52d. PCGS Very Fine 35 Apparent. This is a magnificent Newman 
collection "Tall" Bill of Credit from Rhode Island authorized by the 
General Assembly from South Kingstown. The initial authorization 
and issue is known as the Eighth Bank. Several times, for various 
additional authorization purposes, it was renewed. The engraved face 
plate, which was subsequently redated like this 1746 bill, is one of the 
most handsomely designed plates in the 1690-1750 New England Bill 
of Credit issuing period. The obligations are in the cartouche taking 
up the top two thirds of the note. The sides show column details; the 
bottom has fancy scrollwork on each side of the Rhode Island anchor 
motif symbolizing Hope; the top displays fancy engraved details in the 
corners with Six Pence in the center; and at the bottom left, the Royal 
Arms are used on Rhode Island notes for the first time on this plate. 
Very subtly engraved "T.l." for Thomas Johnston concealed below the 
anchor in the center. The back is simpler with an ornamental square 
cartouche composed of mixed types such as crowns, urns, plumes 
and roses. At center is "Six Pence/ equal to/ Two Shillings/ Old Tenor." 
Interestingly, we note that there is a back date "1747" at the back lower 
right. A very boldly printed note, from a strong plate state, with three 
clear signatures and serial No. 3241 at upper right. Broad margins, 
although the left side margin does dip just slightly in heading towards 
the bottom. Cited with "Repaired Edge and Internal Splits," but showing 
considerable paper body, extraordinary for this type of large format Bill 
of Credit. An extremely rare note. Only one note from the series in the 
Boyd collection "Tall" notes was sold in Ford Part III in May 2004: the 
shilling note, lot 573, realized $10,925. This is a stellar early American 
paper currency rarity with considerable engraved beauty.

Apparent. This is a rare and historical note series. The act authorized 
50,000 pounds of New Tenor bills (200,000 pounds Old Tenor) and 
denominated the notes on the face in "Coin Silver of Sterling Alloy" 
amounts. This enactment for notes spurred the English Parliament to 
pass the Currency Act of March 12, 1750/1751 to restrict New England 
Bill of Credit issues. A beautifully designed "Tall" Bill of Credit note 
from this historic series of "Coin Silver of Sterling Alloy" denominated 
types. Though a contemporary counterfeit, it is important and rare. We 
are unaware of any genuine notes. The face plate is fairly convincing 
at first glance and would have been quite deceptive in the period. It 
is endorsed on the back "I believe this to be a Counterfeit Bill" and is 
signed by two committee members: B. (Benjamin) Nichols and James 
Sheffield. Sheffield is also a "signer" on the face and the signatures 
do not match. Though the Boyd collection had a few denominations 
from the series, it was missing this highest one. Noted with "Edge and 
Internal Splits, Tears, and Repairs." Both sides are quite attractive and, 
even as a false bill, this is very rare.

PCGS Very Fine 25 Apparent. The Revolutionary War spurred 
numerous series of Rhode Island notes, mostly interest bearing, that 
were consistent in size format and style with Connecticut notes from 
the same period. All notes from this series are rare and this highest 
denomination is extremely rare. We have never encountered another. A 
solid note, virtually complete around the perimeter and with only some 
minor faults. Noted with "Edge and Internal Splits and Tears; Stains."

Signature Fr. RI-234. PCGS Very Good 08 Apparent. This rare series 
of Rhode Island notes is usually encountered in damaged, lower 
grades unfortunately. The issue is noteworthy, though, for having 
some notes signed by William Ellery, Signer of the Declaration of 
Independence. Ellery "Signer" notes are quite rare and they were 
in very few collections until the four Boyd Rhode Island notes were 
sold in Ford Part XV. Those were among the finest known. This note 
is backed and a bit disheveled in the center, but the "Wm. Ellery" 
signature is accomplished boldly. Noted specifically with "Splits, Tears, 
and Damaged; Repairs; Pieces Replaced; Design Redrawn; Backed." 
However, this is very collectible with its strong signature and is many 
times rarer than the better known Hart, Hopkinson, and Morton 
"Signer" notes.

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18205 Rhode Island General-Treasurer 1777 Written Dates 
"January 11, 1777"$200 " 6%...within Two Years" Note Fr. RI-UNL

rare large format note printed on sturdy, card-like paper. It was a 6% 
interest-bearing note, payable within two years, per the obligation. Not 
listed in Newman or Friedberg, but not unlike the next series of notes. 
It appears the intent of the note was to circulate with endorsements if 
necessary. At the top center is the Rhode Island emblem. Obligation 
and texts are within ornamental pattern borders. The note was issued 
to Stephen Mumford and endorsed by him on the back. This is the 
Anderson-Smythe type listed as RI-1 (another $200 denomination 
is plated, courtesy of NASCA auctions) and rated High Rarity-7 (4-6 
known), but it might be rarer than that rating. We had never cataloged 
a note of this series until the Newman Part VI sale in April. That $100 
written denomination realized $11,750. This sharp-looking example 
presents a golden opportunity to obtain one the rarest late Rhode Island 
issues.

19, 1777" $80 "at 4%...within Five Years" Fr. RI-263 Anderson-

rare Rhode Island note type and was clearly meant to circulate with 
endorsements. Printed on laid paper on a size similar to Continental 
Currency notes, this 4% interest bearing note was payable within 
five years. Arms are at left and a fancy border is all around. It was 
issued to Stephen Mumford and endorsed by him on the back. Not 
often encountered, the type appeared by chance in a Coin Galleries 
auction consigned by the Museums at Springfield, Massachusetts. The 
Boyd Collection had only one example (the present Newman plate 
note), which sold in Ford XV. Despite staining, it realized $3,450. This 
example has two inkblots on the back that show to the face. Noted 
with "Edge Splits and Tears; Ink Stains." The more attractive $40 written 
denomination of this type sold in the Newman Part VI sale for $3,055. 
This might be unique as a written $80 denomination.

This is a third 
series of interest bearing notes that was meant to circulate as currency 
with endorsement. Printed on laid paper and large format with wide 
margins and wavy cutting on its left indented design. The obligation 
enacted was for calling in the "outstanding Bills of Credit" and paid 
6% interest within "Three Years." Fully issued to James Adams and 
endorsed on the back. Signed by Joseph Clarke at the bottom right. 
Extremely rare. This is the Anderson-Smythe plate note, provided 
courtesy of Eric P. Newman. It was the Newman plate note until the 
color image of the Boyd note replaced it in the 5th edition. That is the 
only other example of this type we have seen, and it realized $3,220 
in October 2006 at Ford XV. It is listed as Rarity-8 (1-3 known) in 
Anderson. Noted with "Edge Splits; Stains" by PCGS. A great rarity and 
key type.

Apparent. The State of Vermont, February 1781 notes are essential 
members of any well-rounded and significant Colonial currency 
cabinet. The frail paper, brief period of issue and the fact that only 
eight denominations were emitted contribute to their rarity. Because 
many collectors desire one for a general typeset, or to add in with 
their "Thirteen Colonies" sets, the existing 150 or so known of 
all denominations tends to be rather spread out. Only the major 
collections have a few or more denominations. Even F.C.C. Boyd did 
not have a complete eight denomination set. The series was printed by 
Judah Spooner and Timothy Green III on very thin, fragile paper that 
cracked quickly and disintegrated over time. The notes were used for 
a year and then their legal tender status was revoked; but they were 
still used for paying taxes and destroyed at the time of payment.

Iconic Marbled Border $20 Type Inspired by Benjamin Franklin 

18232 Continental Currency May 10, 1775 $20 Fr. CC-9. PCGS Extremely Fine 45 Apparent. The May 10, 1775 Session $20 Marbled Border 
note is one of the most stirring and iconic American paper money notes. The Continental Congress series notes commenced with this uniquely 
styled type. Its overall rarity and direct relationship to Benjamin Franklin's printing innovations make it highly sought after. Franklin furnished the 
well-crafted marbled polychrome paper used for the notes; the unique paper type was designed to deter counterfeiting. Franklin used a similar 
marbled paper for the United States loan certificates made near Paris to finance the late stages of the American Revolution. Most importantly, 
he sketched the inspired face and back emblems and mottos. They were later paired together on the May 10, 1775 Session $30 notes as well as 
on the backs of the $30 notes from three subsequent resolutions. On the face, within a pattern border, are the emblem at left and obligation at 
right. Across the top are the words, CONTINENTAL CURRENCY. The circular medallic emblem shows wind personified as a large face ruffling 
the water with his strength. The motto VI CONCITATE (Driven by force) is above, within the outer circle. The back, printed coin turn, has a wider 
pattern border and different emblem than the face. "Continental Currency" is at top right, the denomination right center, and the imprint of Hall 
and Sellers at the bottom right. The back emblem at the left features ships on calm sea, with radiant sun shining above, encircled with the motto 
CESSANTE VENTO CONQUIESCEMUS (When the storm dies down we will rest). The notes were printed on sturdy, moderately thick paper 
with the marbled color border edge at left face. This paper type became fragile when creased and was subject to edge splits. There are not any 
fully Uncirculated notes known to us. The finest known is the PCGS Very Choice New 58 PPQ sold from the Poor Richard Collection in the 
Stack's Bowers 2011 ANA sale for $69,000 (serial No. 1652). This is an above average example. It is not split down the middle as often seen. The 
marbling is bold, but there is a small paper scrape upon it. Some central foxing is away from the Franklin-inspired emblems on each side. Noted 
with "Paper Pulls and Small Edge Tears at Left; Minor Stains; Missing UR Corner Tip." There are very few Marbled Border $20 notes that are fully 
intact such as this example, and it boasts a key pedigree.

Like the Newman Part VI sale in April 2015, 
the present selection of Colonial and Continental currency includes all 
six Signers of the Declaration of Independence on notes: John Hart in 
New Jersey; George Clymer, Francis Hopkinson and John Morton in 
Pennsylvania; William Ellery in Rhode Island; and finally, this rare James 
Wilson signature note.

The Federal Indents issued from 1782 to 1787 represent an unusual 
series of Confederation period notes that were created due to the 
inability of the Continental Congress to redeem its paper money after 
the war. The new Federal government was still responsible for debt 
repayments on domestic and foreign bonds, which could only be 
met using anticipated states' taxations. The notes were created to be 
payable to the bearer for those taxes in convenient denominations and, 
in some cases, written in "ninetieths of a Dollar." The indents were 
issued in September 27, 1785 and October 11, 1787. These are rarely 
offered. The left side indent design pattern is shaved away on this 
example, and also noted are "Restorations; Design Redrawn" by PCGS. 
This is still pleasing to the eye despite the restoration work.

This is an exceedingly rare, early and historic Alabama currency note. Issued from Cahaba, the first capital (now uninhabited, but a historic 
site); the merchant or authority that authorized and printed the note is unknown. It is the first paper money from Alabama and, as such, of the 
highest importance to state collectors. It was payable in "current notes or silver" which was a very unusual obligation. The engraved style of the 
note is typical of change bills printed by Murray, Draper, Fairman & Co., such as for the Bank of North of America. The denomination on this 
simple note appears at top center in an oval as "cents 12 1/2 cents" flanked by "12 W'; at left, perpendicular TWELVE 1/2 CENTS on a black 
background; and right, perpendicular 12 1/2 CENTS. We know of only other note from the series, also 12 Vi cents, which was cataloged and sold 
in the Ford Collection Part VIII sale in January 2005. That note was signed by "A.G. Mitchell" and dated, but the genuineness of the signature is 
difficult to prove. However, the note graded "Very Good" realized a remarkable $27,600, attesting to its overall rarity and immense importance 
as an unlisted Alabama Territory note. Noted with "Small Edge and Internal Splits" by PCGS. Estimating is difficult, but we emphasize its historic 
importance as the first Alabama paper money and the superior appearance compared to the Ford note.

Fine 12 Apparent. Arizona Territory scrip notes are rarely offered and 
are traditionally the domain of advanced collectors. As with all the 
notes from the series, printed on both sides on sturdy bond paper. 
This note is finely lithographed with the imprint of M. Thalmessinger, 
Stationer, 387 & 389 Broadway, N.Y. on the face. At the left is the 
Columbia portrait in an oval; titles are in the center; a counter is at 
lower right. The ornate green back has a shield shaped emblem with 
"50 CENTS" on two lines in the center. The note is not dated or signed. 
Directory ads from the period indicate that partners Charles H. Lord, 
M.D. and W.W. Williams did business in several areas, acting as 
exchange brokers and bankers as well. The end of the mining boom 
was the beginning of the firm's demise, and it failed on October 27, 
1881. The resulting loan foreclosures from the Bank of California to 
Lord & Williams left the exchange holders and specie depositors with 
nothing.

The plate was oddly 
configured with one $1 note, one 75 cents note, three 50 cents notes 
and four 25 cents notes, each in different sizes. This note, the second 
lowest denomination, shows seated Agriculture at the far left. The title 
is at the top with a central "50" counter, and "IN GOLD DUST" is 
prominent at bottom center. The textual denomination is on the right 
shaded end panel. This example is plate A of the three positions. This 
denomination is very scarce, encountered much less often than the 
25 cents notes, and has several excellent corroborating sales records. 
The Ford Collection had three examples. The two primary notes sold at 
Ford XX in October 2007 for $4,313 (Choice Very Fine) and a slightly 
lesser example realized $2,300. A third example sold earlier in Ford VIII 
(January, 2005) for $2,760 in Fine. This note is certainly close to or on a 
par with the Ford notes. This is an historic Gold Rush series note.

At left, 
the curved CONNECTICUT on a white background is quite prominent. 
The "1" counters at top and bottom right are more subtle. With 
beautifully penned signatures and in strong condition. An excellent 
note for the Connecticut specialist.

The base vignette shows a 
beehive. A bright and vivid note with tremendous eye appeal. Attesting 
to its rarity, most notes from the bank were redeemed in 1865 when it 
became the New Haven National Bank.

Mounting Residue on Back." This note faces up beautifully and is an 
early District rarity.

At lower left is a 
Roman numeral counter. At the right end, a numeric counter is above 
and textual counter below the District registration seal. A sidewheel 
steamer is at the base. Though light, a red TWO protector is present. 
The signatures match those on the Haxby plate note examples from the 
series. Problem free and a handsome rarity.

The Bullion Bank series 
engraved and printed by the National Bank Note Co. is much rarer than 
the New York Bank Note Co. notes with green backs. Only $5 and 
$10 notes were printed and they are scarce in all grades, but very rare 
in this lofty state. The design of this note starkly contrasts with that of 
the previous early District notes. At upper left, a couple stands outside 
Washington's Tomb at Mount Vernon. At lower right is a well-executed 
portrait of George Washington in an oval frame. At top center, under 
the curving title, an elegant woman is portrayed. Her elaborate hairstyle 
is complemented by a veil and wreath. The designs flow perfectly with 
the impressive vermillion color frame and guilloche work. Its $10 series 
companion from the Newman Part VI sale realized $3,055 in Extremely 
Fine 45PPQ in April 2015. Though not as rare as the $10, this note is 
just stunning and the finest we have seen.

Farge, solid "25" counters 
are at both sides. This is an exceptional example, with broad margins 
and a very sharp signature. This is top condition and Ron Benice in his 
Florida Paper Money An Illustrated History 1817-1937 (McFarland & 
Co., 2008)) rates this a Rarity-7 (4-12 known).

The bold end panels show engraved "20" counters above and "XX" 
below. At both ends, perpendicular elements are outlined by the 
red tint, with "XX" at left and "20" at right. The elegant black lathe 
work adds an extra layer of complexity. Noted with "Minor Mounting 
Remnants on Back," but it faces up as a higher-grade note. We have 
seen inferior notes realize well over $1,000 in recent years. This boasts 
great eye appeal and pedigree.

It is a well-engraved 
intaglio note with the imprint of Rawdon, Wright & Co. At top center, 
Minerva sits between a classically garbed woman and a man who 
appears unclothed. They are at the shore among shipping goods and 
a cornucopia spilling coins. On either side are "1" counters. The left 
end panel shows oval lathe work with a ONE counter at the center. At 
the right end, an oval portrait of Lafayette appears in the center. This 
example has solid paper, and is fully signed and well margined. Noted 
only with "Minor Rust Stains," and we stress the word "minor." An 
exceptional piece and one of the finest signed notes from an issue with 
very few known.

At right, between THREE above and "3" below is standing Proserpine 
leaning on a pillar showing a "3" while holding a sheaf of wheat. A 
Native American paddling a canoe is at the base. Crisp and vibrant, 
exceptionally well framed all around and with the appearance of 
Choice Uncirculated. The finest we have seen. This is a remarkable 
ambassador of the 1830s period banknote artistic craft.

We have never seen another example, and even the great Freeman 
collection lacked this issuer. Stacks of lumber on every flatbed car 
on the train serve to promote the image of a busy and successful 
enterprise. The "P" of the curving title is ornate. An engraved signature 
and red stamped serial number 14 are on this small format note. The 
back is filled with dazzling green lathe work. The scrip was used by 
this large lumber outfit for payroll and noted in the obligation. This 
note will certainly elicit great attention as it is offered for the first time 
after decades of residing in the Newman Collection. This is one of the 
greatest private scrip notes from the entire state: a real treasure.

Several 
Florida issues, like this, are colorfully printed by FI. & W.B. Drew & Co., Jacksonville, and the style is identical to the Babson Park note offered in 
this sale. The green tint is an apt choice for this Plant City note. Both face and back show a repeating pattern based on the original Florida State 
Seal: A Native American woman strews flowers; there is a cocoa tree and a steamboat; and the motto "In God We Trust" appears. We have no 
auction records for a note from this series and it is a Gem note, presumably saved as a sample with three small punch-hole cancels. Although 
difficult to estimate with precision, it is certain to be well received by this state's avid collectors.

Among the Criswell-Shull listed Southern States 
issues, it is quite distinctive due to its early, 1830-period dates, and engraved classical style. At top center, Mercury raises his right hand, as if 
to greet the viewer. To his left is a small portrait of Walter Raleigh. At the left end, in a rectangular frame between oval lathe work, is standing 
Liberty holding a capped liberty pole as she rests her elbow on top of a large "5." At right, "V" counters are in the upper and lower corners with 
a perpendicular FIVE on oval lathe work in between. Note the low serial number 28; however, Ron Benice interestingly comments that there 
were seven number 1 notes known to him when he published his book. The exact rarity of Florida Territory notes in collectors' hands is difficult 
to determine, but approximately 20-40 notes of each denomination are known. The face is endorsed in blue and the back is endorsed by the 
auditor. Noted Apparent with "Pen Cancelled" and "Minor Mounting Remnants on Back." The cutting is slightly uneven, but overall this is a 
splendid Florida Territory type note. The high regard this series has always commanded is proven by its old back pencil code price of "$150."

This 
particular note was printed on the back of the $1 notes, showing half of each position. The quaint face plate created for this emergency issue 
makes it a distinctive series. At top center, a steamship plies calm waters. Obligations at each end are enclosed in cartouches. The note was 
signed by the treasurer and governor. There were 800 notes printed, and researcher Ron Benice rates this as Rarity-6 (12-30 known); these are 
scarcer than $100 notes from the series. This Uncirculated note had some brittle edges at the top as often seen on this series. It is a little ragged 
at the top left and has some hinges along the back for stabilization. This is noted by PCGS as "Edge Damage and Tape Repairs." The overall eye 
appeal is excellent, and this is a difficult note to obtain.

That 
charter was amended in 1835 to allow for the company to operate a bank, and in 1840 the company's headquarters was moved from Athens 
to Augusta. The main vignette at top center shows a double-decker passenger train rolling down the tracks past a farmhouse; a detail from the 
picture appears at the right end in an oval frame between identical "10" counters on lathe work. The left end panel shows a perpendicular TEN 
on a background that resembles carved scrollwork. This is a great rarity and the Alan Dorris collection note we sold in the 2015 FUN Signature 
sale in January realized $2,820 graded PCGS About New 58PPQ. Noted as "Hole Punch Cancelled" and "Mounted on Cardstock" by PCGS. This 
is stylish, very rare and important.

Using a custom vignette for the bank series, a 
fierce looking eagle clutching arrows and an olive branch flies above 
the bridge in the top center vignette. Tollbooths and gatekeepers are 
at either end to allow passengers entry. Shimmering moire patterns 
provide the background for the end panels with ONE HUNDRED 
perpendicular; at left, the type is reversed out for a white on black 
effect while at right, the denomination is black on white and italicized. 
This faces up as a stunning example, and the proof denomination was 
not in the Alan Dorris Georgia Obsolete note collection, the finest ever 
formed. Noted only with some "Mounting Remnants on Back." This 
note possesses great style and rarity.

This 
note is also essential to the serious Confederate collector.

Hawaiian numismatics has intrigued many and these rare and 
early cardboard notes are very historic. Protestant missionaries came 
to Hawaii in 1823 and soon discovered that there was no written form 
of the Hawaiian language. Therefore, they formed a committee that 
created the written form that is still in use today. They also convinced 
the Hawaiian Royal family to create an educational system. The 
missionaries established the Lahainaluna Seminary in 1831, which is 
still in existence today as the Lahainaluna High School. It is the oldest 
public school west of the Rocky Mountains. In 1834 the Hale Pa'i or 
house of printing was founded on their property. This served as the 
home of Hawaii's first printing press. The first newspaper printed west 
of the Rocky Mountains was printed here, plus English and Hawaiian 
language books. This is the largest size note of six different created. 
Uniface, printed from a copper plate using secret marks, and backed 
on cardboard to make it rigid. This denomination portrays a map of 
Hawaiian Islands and a flag. There are petty surface scuffs and it is 
backed on piece of black paper added later. This is early, historic and it 
has wide appeal.

The motto, 
UA MAU KE EAOKA AINA IKA PONO (The Life of the Land is 
Perpetuated in Righteousness), is not structured perfectly and seems to 
be a mistake. It is also unusual that this is from Maui. However, the note 
has been in the Newman Collection for multiple decades and appears 
to be from the 1893 period based on its paper, printing and seal 
embossing. Now being offered at auction for the first time, it is certain 
to elicit much discussion among specialists. A fascinating Hawaiian 
note worthy of further research.

The 
auditor's seal is at lower left and a portrait of a young woman at lower 
right. This is very pleasing grade and a great rarity.

There is much 
paper body and the note is bright. A beautiful Illinois issued note rarity.

The main 
vignette features a lively river scene. Rafters are interacting with a man 
in a rowboat; workmen pole the raft; and a woman pares vegetables in 
preparation for the next meal. At bottom right, a woodsman with his 
axe stands next to the tree he felled. The Auditor's Seal is perpendicular 
at lower left. A very sharply defined issued note. The two-position 
proof sheet of this type was sold in the 1990 American Bank Note 
Company sale for $4,180. A single position from that proof sheet 
sold for $8,338 at the Stack's June 2010 52 Collection: Part I sale, 
confirming its elite status and unusual coloration. Noted only with 
some "Small Edge Splits." This note projects bold blue inking and a 
superb appearance overall.

The collections of Glenn Smedley, Dennis Forgue and 
Herb and Martha Schingoethe allowed the Illinois section of Haxby 
to be very comprehensive. There are relatively few unlisted or SENC 
(Surviving Example Not Confirmed) notes compared to some other 
states. However, this is a SENC $1 note and the first we have seen. The 
American Bank Note Co. engraving is rurally sensitive and attractive. 
At top center, a young woman tends to her wide-eyed calves. The 
Auditor's Seal is at lower left and a man's portrait at lower right in an 
ornate frame. Dual red color protector "1" numerals flank the bottom 
center. The bank lasted only two years and must have redeemed most 
of its notes. A great opportunity to obtain this rarity that has been in the 
Newman Collection for many decades.

In 
the distance at left is a mountain and lake vista; while at right, a large 
house is seen. The modern woman educates her children using a book 
and a globe, while the Native American woman embraces her child.

Noted with "Minor Rust Stains," which are obscured 
by border ink at the bottom. Only one note is illustrated in Haxby, 
a $3, and this is an extremely rare bank and note.

Noted only with a "Hinge 
Repaired Internal Tear at Center." That minor flaw does not affect the 
bold face appeal and great rarity.

Apparent. This is arguably one of rarest and most historic Illinois Obsolete notes we have cataloged. It is treasure from the Newman Illinois 
rarities offered here. The series is cited in Haxby as issuing $1, $2, $3, $5, $10, and $20 denominations at four branches and the Vandalia home 
location. However, Haxby knew none of the note designs (this is "NDA" for no date available) or any of the branch note confirmations; everything 
is SENC listed. To our knowledge, this is the first time this series is published. The note paid 2% interest as specified. Printed from an early Murray, 
Draper, Fairman & Co, engraved plate using their classic styles. A bountiful view of a barrel brimming with produce is at top center; agricultural 
tools are also shown. At the left and right ends, standing allegorical females are in cartouches. At the bottom is a Corinthian style portrait "coin." 
Noted with "Stains; Mounting Remnants on Back." This might be unique and is certainly a dream note for an Illinois obsolete note specialist.

The lady of the house, who has knocked over her footstool, holds her arms out, palms facing 
out, showing that he is not welcome. The Auditor's Seal is perpendicular at lower right. Noted as "Hole Punch Cancelled" and with a "Small Edge 
Tear at Top Center," which is hard to detect. With wide margins, vibrant colors and the appearance of a Gem full color proof.

The 
full standing Lafayette (not portrait as described in the period Bank 
Note Reporters, is featured at top center, along with a cannon and 
other weapons. Behind him are flags, a Roman soldier, an angel with 
a trumpet, and an allegorical female holding the Stars and Stripes 
shield, flag and eagle. Lafayette leans on a commemorative monument 
inscribed with "Yorktown 1781." An oval portrait of William Penn is in 
a rectangular frame at left. At right, in between identical "5" counters 
is a portrait of Alexander Hamilton. A superb type, and the vignette 
is part of a series of standing Revolutionary War figures or historical 
scenes by this engraving firm. Noted as "Hole Punch Cancelled" as 
made and with "Small Edge Tears; Minor Mounting Remnants on 
Back." A spectacular proof and perhaps a unique example; the only 
example seen by us.

To the left of a large "3" counter at top center is Liberty with capped 
pole and shield with Stars and Stripes. To the right, an eagle. At bottom 
left, seated Commerce is on a wharf with clipper ships behind. A red 
protector THREE is at the bottom center. We have only one auction 
record of this issuer and denomination, a raw Very Good $3 note 
from the David Schneider Insurance Note Collection sold at the 2006 
FUN sale for $575. Noted with an "Edge Tear at Bottom Right." Iowa 
notes are well collected and this was reflected in active bidding at the 
Newman Part VI sale in April 2015. The eye appeal is considerable, 
and superior to the Schneider collection note.

Oakes 30-2. PCGS Very Fine 20. This is a rare and attractive note from 
an interesting private issuer. The partners issued a large circulation, 
perhaps the reported $100,000, at its peak. Most notes seemed to 
have been honored at the time and property was sold during the 1857 
panic to redeem remaining notes, as we have observed relatively few 
survivors. Engraved with a banknote style by Rawdon, Wright, Hatch 
& Edson. At top center are sheaves of wheat and barrels, one of which 
says "Albion Mills." At bottom left, a farmer sharpens a long scythe. 
At bottom right is Plenty, holding a sheaf of wheat and curved scythe, 
seated next to a basket replete with produce. Listed as a Rarity-5 (11- 
25 known) in Oakes reference, the type seems rarer to us. This is a 
beautiful example and our only auction record is for $920 in the 2010 
FUN Signature sale, in lesser grade. This is a beautiful $3 bill for the 
finest collection.

18308 Dubuque, IA - Dubuque & Sioux City Rail Road Co. $3 (186?) 
Oakes 52-3. PCGS Fine 15 Apparent. This is a rare railroad company 
series issued from Dubuque and lithographed by Edward Mendel, 
Chicago. The note was GOOD FOR FREIGHT OR FARE as specified 
in the top border. Vignettes adapted from engraved Toppan, Carpenter 
& Co. Obsolete banknotes of the period include a surveying team 
working at the right end, under the curve of the long title, and a lower 
left corner vignette of seated America with eagle and globe. Inside 
the color frame is a "3" counter, and the upper left die has a color 
surround. This is a rare denomination and the signature combination is 
interesting as the note is signed by the "vice" president of the railroad 
as observed on the Oakes plate note. The date, which has faded, 
was written at the upper right diminutively and discretely. We have 
handled only three notes from the series, and one was damaged. The 
denomination was not in the Tom Flynn collection, a collector who 
strived to obtain all the rarities of Dubuque, his hometown. Flynn's $2 
note, sold at our 2008 Fong Beach Signature sale for $863, did not have 
the bright eye appeal of this rarer $3 denomination. Noted only with 
some "Small Repairs."

A riveting 
beauty from this extremely colorful Kansas series printed using 
the (George) "Lymen's Protection" and engraved by the American 
Banknote Company. The Lymen's Protection was used on only very 
few issues (most often seen on Detroit's State Bank of Michigan). Along 
with the red tint, it divided the note into different compartment widths 
depending on the denomination. In this full red-tinted $1 layout, the 
note is divided into 2/3 at left and 1/3 at right. In the larger portion are 
two vignettes: a veiled woman in an oval frame and a farmer carrying a 
heavy sack of grain from the mill. The bank suffered a fire, among other 
setbacks, and it is possible that no properly issued notes were issued. 
Our experience rates this as a High Rarity-5 (11-25 known) as opposed 
to the listed Rarity-6 (6-10 known) published in the original Whitfield 
reference. However, this excellent example is one of the finer we have 
seen. The margins are close and typical for the series, but the color and 
style is exceptional.

PCGS Very Fine 25. A mysterious issue engraved by Wellstood, Hay, 
& Whiting, New York & Boston, and portraying itself as a "banknote." 
The obligation contains "I promise to pay..." and, though purporting to 
be a Kansas note, a trip to Boston was necessary for payment. Native 
American hunters on horseback take stock of a passing train in the 
vignette at upper left. In the center is an oval portrait of a woman 
holding a small bouquet of flowers. At the right end, one of the two 
Native American men seems to contemplate scaling the enormous 
"5" numeral on which vines have taken root. Steven Whitfield rated 
all denominations from this series as Rarity-7 types, but like the 
Lawrence Bank notes, that might be liberal now. With additional 
notes discovered in the past 30 years, a Rarity-6 rating might be more 
accurate. The similar grade $2 note from this series in Newman Part 
VI realized $1,410. This is just as scarce and desirable.

18312 Lecompton, KS - State Bank $3 Nov. 1, 1856 KS-55 G6a, 
Whitfield 335. Remainder. PCGS Very Fine 30 Apparent. W. L. 

Ormsby engraved a few series of notes during the Kansas Territorial 
period, mostly from Leavenworth as seen in this sale. The State 
Bank notes from Lecompton are much rarer than those, and visually 
striking like most Ormsby notes. As anti-raising devices for each 
denomination, the cherub was used as a counter, with one cherub 
per $1 of denomination (2 cherubs on the $2, and so on). The 
series also used the Ormsby orange color backs. Within the frame 
of ornate shield corners and filigree, three cherubs with floral 
wreaths frolic across the face of this note. The back has a three 
intersecting orange "target" dies. Lecompton, founded in 1854, 
was named for Samuel D. Lecompte, the first Chief Justice of the 
Kansas Supreme Court. In 1855, the town became the capital of 
the Kansas Territory. Lecompton was home to many pro-slavery 
advocates; Kansas was a hotbed of debate on the Abolition issue. 
Eventually, the anti-slavery forces gained control of the legislature 
in the elections of 1857, disavowed "Lecompton Constitution" and 
repealed the pro-slavery territorial statutes. The victorious Free Soil 
Party took Kansas into the Union in 1861 and the capital was moved 
to Topeka, leaving Lecompton a comparative footnote today. Noted 
with "Small Rust Stains." This is a very distinctive rarity.

18313 Sumner, KS - Sumner Company $3 May 29, 1858 Whitfield 
384. PCGS Very Fine 25. A hallmark of many Newman collection 
notes is the historic sensibility that merits study and reflection. 
Kansas, a "Free State," had townships that developed directly from 
the Abolitionist movement and Sumner, a rival to Atchison, was 
one of them. The town was named for stockholder George Sumner, 
brother of the Massachusetts senator Charles Sumner. The senator was 
savagely struck with a cane by Preston Brooks of South Carolina on 
the Senate floor, May 22, 1856. This occurred after business closed 
on the day he delivered his "Crime Against Kansas" speech attacking 
Stephen Douglas and South Carolina senator Andrew Butler. The 
incorporated town, reaching 2,000 inhabitants, lost a key election 
to become the county seat and this setback and a tornado in 1860 
dashed its significance. These Sumner Company notes circulated, but 
were payable after sixty days as written. Lithographed on white on 
paper by T.R. Hiland, Boston with allegorical Plenty between America 
as a Native American princess and Mercury, representing Commerce; 
all are oddly featured. End panels show "3" at left and perpendicular 
"THREE" at the right. Fully signed and issued, and superior in grade to 
the Whitfield plate note, which is the only example we have seen. The 
first we have cataloged and a tremendous example of Kansas scrip 
note history.

An allegorical female wearing a laurel wreath, representing Harvest 
at the left end, with a sheaf of wheat and partially visible scythe, is 
cutting wheat. A vermillion oval die is in the center with an outlined 
"50" under the title. Farnham is referred to in periodicals of the time 
as a private banker, but issued notes are not known to us, and the 
Whitfield illustrations are all unissued. A Gem and an important 
offering.

Lush vegetation and a variety of tropical fruits are nearby. At lower 
left, a farmer prepares to cut stalks of corn. At lower right, a mechanic 
places an object into the jaws of a vise. A green guilloche with micro¬ 
lettering is across at bottom center and twin upper counters show an 
outlined "1." Trimmed slightly into the lower left border, but perfectly 
straight. Color proofs from Kentucky with this imprint are rarely seen 
except in advanced collections.

Very Fine 25 Apparent. This is a great rarity. Although we know 
of at least two other rare issuers from Amite City, this is the first 
note we have encountered by this merchant pair. Noted in the top 
edge as "Redeemable in either of our Stores, Amite City, La." A very 
distinctive and attractive note with imprint. Printed in blue in all blue 
on white bond paper. A busy beehive sits on a stand with the motto 
"By Industry we thrive." Titles and obligation are across the center. A 
Native American chief, using his long bow as a support and holding 
a tomahawk in the other, stands above a ONE counter. At the right, 
end a large perpendicular ONE is situated in the cartouche with a leaf 
and vine motif. A crisp note with very bold eye appeal. Noted with 
"Mounting on Back," which does not affect the face. Another extreme 
rarity from the diverse Newman Louisiana obsolete collection.

Very Fine 30 Apparent. Particular to Louisiana are their Civil War era 
Parish or county issue notes. Only Louisiana had this parochial system 
of necessity currency, which grew out of French Catholic localities. The 
organization by parishes persisted after statehood in 1812. Prior to the 
Civil War, there were forty-eight note-issuing authorities that are well 
known by their eager collectors. This May 1, 1862 Ascension series 
appears to be much scarcer than the 1861 notes. To our knowledge, 
the highest denomination from this 1862 series and not present in 
the Smythe Sale #100 Parish sale. Printed on white paper. The three- 
dimensional looking left-leaning title bisects the anniversary of the 
treaty information. A large numeral "10" is at the center. Perpendicular 
textual denominations facing left are in the end panels. A very boldly 
printed note with only some "Minor Stains" noted; those are at the right 
end. Signatures are sharp, e believe these are rarer than the December 
24, 1861 notes.

This is an exceptional 
looking June 21, 1862 note with the thin, translucent paper exhibiting 
great integrity. (The $2 denomination is printed on thicker white 
paper without imprint.) The printing is deep and contrasts with the 
well-penned signatures. At top center, flanked by "V" and "5," a large 
fountain with a sculptural stylized dolphin pedestal spills water onto the 
ground. At the center of the left end panel seated Commerce appears 
at a wharf. The right end panel is dominated by a large "5". Textual 
counters are in all four corners. Noted with "Minor Restorations," and 
we will stress that they are minor. This is a rarer type from the several 
series, and the condition exceptional.

The superior grade Parish of Caldwell notes in the 
Newman Collection were noted for their importance by The New Orleans attorney and numismatist who formed the comprehensive Parish note 
collection sold in Smythe's Sale #100 in November 1991. He had corresponded with Eric and shared research on the series. Very few Parish of 
Caldwell notes were known prior to 1991, making the Newman notes key rarities. However, at that time, a small group of mostly blue paper 
Caldwell notes appeared, creating a temporary supply (though several had condition flaws) for eager collectors. The choice Newman examples, 
almost 25 years after that cache of Caldwell notes was dispersed, are still significant. There were less of these brown paper series notes in that 
group. This example shows wide margins. The size and design style are like the others in this series. Above the title is a train vignette, with 
the numerical denomination at both sides. Double lines form the top and bottom borders. Cartouches are at both ends and have the textual 
denominations perpendicular facing inward. Very boldly inked on strong paper. One of the finest seen examples and, with increasing interest 
in Parish note collecting, we expect to see strong competition for this lovely $3 note. The mentioned discovery has long since become a part of 
paper money history.

This note is in 
exceptional grade for the series and type. Printed on blue paper and without imprint. A train vignette is at the top above the title. Ornamental 
cartouches with textual denominations are at both ends, each facing inward. An ornamental border is above and below. Another perfect type 
note. The strong grade and esteemed pedigree form a great combination.

The Parish of Union is one 
of the rarest Parish note issuers, and this is a significant offering. Amazingly, the Newman Collection contained six different notes from this key 
location, including a previously unpublished quartet of denominations from an unknown series. This $2 is the last piece available from that set 
of wide format notes with overwritten dates. Printed on local brown paper without imprint. A steamboat vignette is at the center above the title. 
Titles and obligations are across the center, and the date is partially overwritten to "June 6" from the crossed out engraved "May" on the plate. An 
ornamental border is all around with circular accents at the rounded corners. Fully issued and countersigned very lightly across the face in red 
vertically at the center. This is an Exceedingly Rare note. The Parish of Union June 28, 1862 $10 narrow format series type sold in the November 
1991 Smythe & Co. Sale #100 Parish Collection sale realized a resounding $1,430 (on its $450-Up estimate). This note and the two to follow 
are beautifully preserved for this genre of Civil War currency. And they present a great opportunity. The three notes offered from the series in 
Newman Part VI generated inspired competitive interest: the $1 realized $3,290; the $3 sold for $6,463; and the $5 brought $7,638. All were 
graded PCGS Very Fine and possessed the eye appeal of the notes cataloged here. This sale represents a final, tremendous opportunity to bid 
upon one of the great Louisiana Parish series and notes.

The simple vignette above the title shows a locomotive pulling a car brimming with consumer goods followed by a double 
decker passenger car. Obligations are across the bottom center with written date; the "1862" is engraved. The fancy border is rounded at the 
corners with circular accents. The red countersignature is vertical across the face. This is from the same series as the $10 note sold in 1991 by 
R.M. Smythe & Co., at that legendary Parish note sale, for $1,430. It is the only auction record we have for comparison. The margins are bit 
narrow all around. Noted with "Minor Mounting Remnants on Back," an inconsequential fact that is overshadowed by the esteemed rarity of this 
Parish issuer and type. This note will certainly become a treasure of an elite collection.

"The Register Office" 
is across with obligation underneath. The denomination in Gothic type 
is in the left cartouche, and the proprietors' names are at the right end. 
Signed by Jona. C. White and Son as "Editors & Proprietors." This is an 
exceptional note in a condition that augments the complete package. 
Only showing minor circulation and very boldly printed. Another great 
rarity from the Newman Collection Louisiana Civil War currency.

Avera also issued scrip payable in Camden 
alone. This note, printed on thin brown paper is very colorful, with 
the text and vignette printed in blue, a large red "$2" protector at the 
center, and TWO perpendicular at the right over a hatched panel. A 
seated allegorical female in the forest perpendicular is at the left. The 
obligation and Camden payable are across center. There is a large red 
"TWO" on the back, visible though the translucent paper to the face. 
We handled a 10 cents note from this issue, the Rothert Plate Note, at 
the 2013 FUN Signature sale and it realized $1,880. This is a superior 
grade note.

This is a very rare engraved 
series of notes by Draper, Toppan, Longacre & Co. Though listed and priced in Haxby, no illustration is offered there as proof its existence and 
this is the first we have encountered of the extremely rare $20 type. The bank issued two series of notes. One had a branch payable line on the 
face. This note is from the other series, without a payable line on the face and a different vignette structure. This elegant note features an identical 
image of a train carrying cargo and passengers above and below the "20" counter at left. At top right is an "XX" counter in a large oval; above 
it, an eagle with spread wings stands on the global projection. To the left is seated Commerce holding a sheaf of wheat. To the right is standing 
Liberty holding a capped liberty pole. The lower right corner has a "20" counter. The blank back has an official endorsement, allowing it to act 
as a branch payable note, "Redeemable at the Citizens Bank of Louisiana." It is endorsed by Nichols as the cashier, and also on the face as a 
note signer. The extraordinary grade is remarkable, and only one other note from the issuer was slightly finer, the $50 branch line payable style 
Norman Collection note we sold for $4,888. An important issuer and type.

18334 Lake Providence, LA - W.M. Shaw, Wharf-boat $1 May 15, 1862. PCGS Very Fine 20 Apparent. An extremely rare town and issuer. 
The note and series are the first seen by us. Printed on the back of part of a Providence, La. municipal draft form, the issuer mostly visible. As 
befits the title, the vignette at upper left shows a steamboat at sail adjacent to the location and date. The obligation is across the center under 
a bold yellow ONE DOLLAR protector (this color and style is similar to some Parish of Carroll notes). The left end panel shows ONE DOLLAR 
perpendicular in a cartouche. A decorative border is all around. There is another series issued by Shaw and printed on thin, translucent paper 
without protector or vignettes. We handled a 10 cents note from the series at our 2008 Long Beach auction, ex: Norman Collection, that realized 
$4,888. This is a different type and might be the only other note from this issuer. Noted with a "Small Edge Split at Bottom Center." The minor 
flaw is overwhelmed by the vibrant color and strong paper quality.

All are contained within 
a border around the perimeter composed of linear and floral designs 
with bows at all corners. An odd green protector center of "50 CTS!" 
is our best interpretation. Noted with "Repairs; Minor Stains." This is 
a pretty solid note, and the flaws are normal for many Civil War scrip 
notes. We sold a choice grade PCGS Very Fine 25 example at the 2013 
CSNS Signature sale for $1,763. This is a lesser grade note, though it is 
enhanced by its strong pedigree.

This note is bold and vibrant, with the 
assigned technical grade conservative for its tremendous eye appeal. A 
top caliber Louisiana scrip note.

"proof" and probably was saved as a sample. It has full red color back 
with blue FIVE/DOLLARS at the center, this printed perpendicular to 
the face. Within the left end panel between FIVE DOLLARS, a young 
woman wearing a hat and sailor shirt is rowing and looking out at 
the viewer. Titles, Parish, and obligation are across the center. This is 
a beautiful note, and the condition is stupendous. We know of a $3 
issued note from the issuer and date, but a different series, that sold 
in the Smythe Sale #100 for $418 with damage, This note has great 
character and rarity.

Burnett did 
much printing in the area at this time, and the similarity of his style and 
vignettes can be seen on a few different issues here in this Newman 
Collection Part VII sale. Noted with "Edge and Internal Tears; Minor 
Stains." A solid note overall with only minor flaws as noted.

These three change denomination proofs 
complete the quintet and are the last available. This 10 cents proof is 
splendidly engraved by Rawdon, Wright, Hatch & Edson, New-York & 
N.O. and printed on India paper only. The smaller size and obligation 
leads most to classify this as scrip, but the title is intriguing and the date 
of issue falls well into the New Orleans bank issuing heyday. Leftover 
notes from this issuer were later reused for printing by the State of 
Louisiana. At the top, seated Mercury holds a money bag aloft and 
leans on a coin-spilling cornucopia. Flanking are "10" circular dies. 
The $1 proof from this series in Newman VI, PCGS Choice About 
New 58 Apparent realized $1,880. Noted with "Small Edge Tear at 
Top Left; Minor Mounting Remnants on Back." This might be unique 
as a proof, and the $1 and $2 denomination in Newman Part VI were 
enthusiastically received.

The superb state of preservation does not 
overshadow this issuer's immense rarity. This is a beautifully styled 
note printed on light brown paper without imprint. An early steam 
locomotive heading east is trailed by a cargo-laden car and double- 
decker passenger car filled with travelers; flanking are "2" counters. 
The title is at center, obligation underneath, and a shaded red protector 
TWO DOLLARS across. The left end has ornate columnar details. At 
the upper right is a plate position letter "D," which is not often seen 
on Civil War era scrip notes like this. Another amazing example of 
Louisiana currency from the Newman Collection. This is a standout in 
so many respects.

Seated Commerce, seemingly 
enthroned between neatly packaged cotton, rests her elbow as 
navigation flows in the background. Complementing end panels use 
"20" counters in the corners and a Pericles style cameo profile at each 
end looks across at the other. Noted with "Repairs; Edge Tear at Left- 
Mounting Remnants on Back." The condition flaws are noticed more 
from the back, but the face is appealing.

We sold a $1 note from the series 
in PCGS Very Fine 30 at our 2014 FUN Sale for $1,880. This is an 
important banknote type and in choice condition.

However, this is a fully accomplished note with strong 
signatures. A well-framed and problem-free example.

Like 
most notes from the bank, this features the unique top center vignette 
designed for the bank. The extremely long and well-detailed view of 
the St. Louis Hotel building shows throngs of people in the foreground 
involved in day-to-day activities. The bank titles are in French, Banque 
des Ameliorations, and English, New Orleans IMPROVEMENT and 
Banking Co. At the left end is a seated allegorical female over a 500/ 
PIASTRES die. Liberty stands with a pelican shield at the far right. The 
$500 and $1,000 notes are the keys to this series and this denomination 
is SENC in Haxby. Noted with "Tape Repaired Edge Splits, Tears, and 
Damage." The $1,000 note from this series in Newman Part VI, PCGS 
Fine 15 Apparent, realized $2,820 in April 2015. This is its equal, or 
perhaps a superior rarity.

Once, like the bison, thousands of New Orleans remainder Obsolete 
sheets roamed the plains of back storerooms of coin, stamp, book 
and antique dealers. Over 150 years, most have been herded in to be 
dispersed, cut into single notes and are scattered all over the world. 
This showpiece might be dubbed the "King of Canal Bank Sheets." It 
is a better type, with the highest denominations printed by Rawdon, 
Wright, Hatch & Edson. A paddlewheeler is at the top on the $500, and 
Commerce and Justice with shield are on the bottom $1,000 position. 
Amazingly, flipping the sheet over yields the notes with inverted backs, 
creating each into double denominations, $500/$1000 and $1000/$500 
respectively. This is the first we have seen, either as individual notes 
or as a sheet. We cannot guarantee uniqueness, but quality control at 
this printer was pretty strict, and these were the highest denominations 
printed. The estimate might be conservative if a few collectors consider 
this an error note trophy. The elite pedigree adds to its mystique.

Printed from engraved plates by Rawdon, Wright, Hatch & Edson, 
the vignettes and lathe work are exceptionally beautiful. A clipper 
ship under sail is at the center, with the French title, PREMEIRE 
MUNCIPALITE arced above. The obligations are under the vignette. At 
center left is a perpendicular vignette of a steamboat. At the right end is 
the French denomination UNE PIASTRE on lathe work. The Vermillion 
back is very ornate, composed of die work, and is countersigned 
perpendicularly by the comptroller with a great vanity flourish. In very 
solid condition and a rare type.

V. Childs, N. Orleans for both sides, and in a 
larger format than a normal banknote. An eagle is at top center over 
the titles and obligation. Commerce is seated in a harbor at left, and 
the right end has a river god seated on a bank. The ornate blue back 
is composed of different dies. Noted as "Pen Cancelled" with "Ink 
Erosion; Small Repair on Back." We cannot explain the anomaly of two 
serial number one notes. However, this is another important note from 
the Newman Collection.

Very minor 
handling, with some corner rubs on the wide-margined tips.

A stylish $5 face proof exhibiting the fine elegance of the engraving by 
Rawdon, Wright, Hatch & Edson, N. Orleans & N.Y. Printed on India 
paper and noted as "Mounted on Cardstock" as made. The issued note 
used ornate color backs. All notes, proofs and issued, are rare. And the 
title eventually converted into the Union National Bank of New Orleans 
(Charter #1796 in 1871, liquidated 1902) that issued Original Series 
notes. An eagle, shield, and commercial goods are at the top, slightly to 
the left over the title. At the far left, the Louisiana seal is at the bottom 
with denominations "FIVE" and "5" stacked above. Toga clad George 
Washington stands in a tall, ornate "5" at the far right. Noted as "Slit 
Cancelled" indicating fine razor cuts in the signature. Also there is a 
"Small Edge Tear at Top Left." A bold proof and visually exciting.

This is a very rare Third Bank 
of the United States type and acted as a demand note, despite not 
receiving a Haxby listing for the series. The engraved style by Draper, 
Toppan & Longacre is like most of the notes for the Third Bank. At each 
end are three portraits of prominent Americans. Rittenhouse, Penn 
and Paine are at the left and Fulton, Franklin and Morris at the right. 
The stone bank building at the top center is above the title. The note 
has a fabulous reddish-brown color back, showing William Penn is in 
the center surrounded by the original fourteen state emblems. Intricate 
lathe work panels complete this back. We know of this type as a proof 
(see Smythe Sale #156, November 1996, lot 1703). The notes were 
supposedly created to facilitate cotton transactions in New Orleans 
by Bank of the United States agents. Noted with "Tape Repaired Edge 
Tears and Damage." A key, issued Third Bank of the United States type 
with a beautiful back.

type has tremendous eye appeal, a common denominator of so many 
of the Newman Collection rarities. Printed on brown paper with a 
lower left imprint of "Gaz. & Sent. Print." The Gothic title is near the 
top. A small spread-winged eagle is above; flanking are two cartouches 
with "50 Cts." The obligation is across the center, with green protector 
FIFTY in large letters and a small green obligation "rider" underneath. 
Agriculture is standing at the left end. The right end has an inward 
facing FIFTY CENTS in a floral-ended cartouche. Noted with "Small 
Edge Tear at Top Right." That tiny flaw does not detract from the bold 
appeal of this rarity. Difficult to estimate, and like so many fascinating 
rarities in this Newman Part VII sale, it appears to be irreplaceable.

"5" protectors, and upper corner color dies. Noted as "Hole Punch 
Cancelled" as made. Some minor handling is seen. The color is vibrant.

The 
title and obligation are across. At bottom is a green protector ONE. 
At the far left, in a fancy cartouche, is a starless Seated Liberty dime 
obverse. In the right cartouche is a perpendicular ONE. With some 
light folds only, but exceptionally vibrant. It has the look of New, which 
is remarkable considering its large size. The Meyer Collection note of 
this type, graded "Very Good," sold in the Smythe November 1996 St. 
Louis PCDA Sale #156 for $286. The Newman example is one of the 
finest City of Shreveport Civil War era notes we have ever seen.

Sale #156 for $352 in "Very Good." (The late Charlton Meyer was an 
esteemed local collector and student of Louisiana Obsolete currency 
for decades.)

The Charlton Meyer note of 
this type realized $462 at the Smythe sale #156; to add some historical 
price perspective, that was nearly 19 years ago. Just a little lesser grade 
than the PCGS Very Fine 30PPQ example we sold for $1,528 at the 
2013 FUN Signature auction. This is another excellent Caddo Parish 
type, and the estimate may prove conservative.

Thompson was 
apparently a private exchange broker and likely served as banker- 
financier in the area. Printed on white paper, with all blue inking, 
and without an imprint. A very nice layout is within pattern borders. 
The title is well placed in the center flanked by small denomination 
cartouches; the obligation is underneath. At the top is a very diminutive 
building vignette, and at the bottom a tiny vignette of a steamboat. 
End panels are very distinctive with ONE DOLLAR facing outward 
contained within floral ornamentation. Very boldly signed, dated and 
numbered. Noted with "Tape on Back; Minor Rust Stains," which, 
considering the big picture, are meaningless when taking into account 
the eye appeal and immense rarity. Private scrip of this rarity, outside of 
New Orleans, is always important to consider strongly.

PCGS Very Fine 30 Apparent. The Parish of Lafayette notes are also 
difficult to locate. Like many Louisiana Civil War era notes, these were 
likely printed locally, and are on thick white paper without imprint. 
Vermilionville is the old-style name for present-day Lafayette. The 
elements are all within a pattern border, and a small oak tree vignette 
is at the top center; a bold face "10" counter is at left, and shaded 
counter "X" at the right. Detailed obligations are across the center with 
additional text within the perpendicular cartouches at the lower sides. 
For pedigree purposes we note, as does PCGS, "Mounting Remnants 
on Back." The comment refers to a small glue smudge on the blank 
back, which does not show to the face. This smudge was also present 
on the $5 example we sold in Newman Part VI; we can conclude 
the $5 and $10 notes were together for a long time. This is a choice 
example, very bold, and vastly superior to a raw $5 example with 
visible toning we sold in September 2008 for $1,840. This Parish type 
was cited as "Extremely Rare" by the 1991 Smythe Sale #100 catalogers 
and their example, with some chips missing off the wide edges, 
realized $687.50. Though some further examples have surfaced over 
the past two decades, they are rarely offered, and this is a great fit for a 
well-defined set of Parish note issuers.

The 
Parish issued a few series of notes ranging from very rare to exceedingly 
rare. Like most Parish scrip, this appears to be locally made without an 
imprint. The note is printed on thick gray rag paper from a deeply inked 
plate. The simple folk art vignette displays a small plow at the center 
under a curved title and over the denomination and obligation-date- 
signature requirements; all are common to the series. At the left is a 
wide shaded cartouche with the denomination TWO DOLLARS, and 
at the right are two steamboats flanking TWO. A phenomenal grade 
note and a fitting conclusion to this diverse Louisiana Obsolete note 
section cataloged here. The $5 Parish of Franklin note from this series 
saw inspired bidding at the Newman Part VI Sale. That appealing note, 
graded PCGS Very Fine 25 Apparent, sold for $5,640. In addition to 
the selections cataloged and sold in the Newman Part VI sale, they all 
contribute empirical information about the rich State history and the 
great role Louisiana had in American commerce due to its agricultural 
production, markets and key location on the Mississippi River and Gulf 
of Mexico.

In 
an oval at top center is a portrait of a woman with large eyes gazing 
upwards. At lower left is an allegorical female Mechanic preparing 
to inscribe a tablet. At the right end is a standing woman whose hair 
and dress are being blown by the wind. A red protector ONE is at the 
bottom. The intricate brown back has "CHECK" on brown lathe work 
and ornate details throughout. Noted as "Stamp Cancelled," which is 
seen twice on the back. One of the best-grade issued notes we have 
seen from the bank.

This great Maine rarity reveals itself in the 
Newman Collection and is offered to the collecting public, we believe, 
for the first time. The note might seem uncomplicated at first, but it 
is not illustrated in Haxby despite its priced listing. Haxby supplies 
note data, but he must be referring to the Wait plate note, which he 
would have seen during his research; but the note was not specifically 
credited. All the other notes from the bank are SENC listings. The 
bank was not present in our Norman Pullen Collection sale of January 
2003. Also, the $400 catalog value without a plate note in Volume 2 
of the Whitman Encyclopedia seems very conservative. We consider 
this note unique. The note is in exemplary grade. It is a later Perkins' 
Patent Stereotype Steel Plate style with MAINE at the far left and dies at 
the far right. The full gray "CHECK PLATE" back has vertical segments 
of different lathe work strips. A riveting issued Perkins Plate note of 
the highest rarity. It exhibits the quintessential hallmark of so many 
Newman collection obsolete notes that share the common element of 
evidentiary numismatics in action.

It is not confirmed in the recent Maine section of the Whitman 
Encyclopedia. Well engraved, and with the Rawdon, Wright, Hatch 
& Edson/New England Bank Note Co. imprint. A large wharf scene 
dominates the top center. Seated Commerce holds a caduceus as she 
rests her elbow on a large barrel. At the left end, Hebe holds a liberty 
cap on a pole. She furnishes a drink to a large eagle, which is perched 
on a cornucopia that is spilling coins. A red FIFTY protector is across 
under the title. Numeric counters are at the lower left and upper right. 
A clipper ship is depicted at lower right. Noted with some "Edge Tears," 
and there is a small patch of foxing at the left edge. The only example 
we have seen and perhaps a unique note.

Between the “Y counters with agricultural images around the frames is 
a seal (titled, so perhaps the city seal at the time) At the right end, four 
charming cherubs hoist a large “Y on top of a pedestal with ONE on 
the front and side. An eagle on a rock is at the base. The condition is 
marvelous, the note bright and vibrant. A penned endorsement on the 
back indicates a local redemption.

It was finely printed from the engraved plate by New England 
Bank Note Co., Boston. The crouching allegorical female at left smiles 
as she unveils a large shield showing the Roman numeral "X." Numeric 
counters are at the bottom left corner and the center of the right end 
panel. A large "X" protector dominates the right side engraved with 
extremely fine lathe work. The note is a perfect Fine with sharply 
drawn signatures.

18376 Boston, MA - Freeman's Bank $1 18__ MA-195 G4. PCGS 
Fine 12 Apparent. This is a great Boston title and a uniquely styled 
design. The series was engraved and printed by the New England 
Bank Note Co., like most notes from the title in this period. Notes from 
the bank are rare, and it is interesting that the title on their engraved 
notes was sometimes inconsistently punctuated. The large vignette at 
left shows The Battle of Bunker Hill , with General Warren mortally 
wounded. This version of the battle scene only appears on this note. 
Textual counters are at top left and bottom right corners. Numeric 
counters are at lower left and upper right corners. The vignette in the 
center of the left and panel shows a clipper ship on a stormy sea. At 
center right, a woman is busy with needlework. Fully issued, but the 
penned details are faint or indistinct. Noted with a "Small Internal Tear 
near Center." Very boldly printed with the battle details still sharp. 
There are only a few examples known of this key historical vignette 
type.

PCGS Fine 12. This is a very scarce Boston bank and a very rare 
denomination; their notes were engraved by the New England 
Bank Note Co. The Revolutionary War vignette depicts The British 
Evacuation of Boston. George Washington and Israel Putnam with their 
aides, on horseback high above the harbor, view the departing British 
fleet. In the left end panel, a woman unfurls a scroll. At the center of 
the right end panel, a city scene shows the domed State House. The 
president of the bank's directors is portrayed in an elaborate oval frame. 
This is a key historical vignette type that was used on only two notes. 
This example is much superior to the Smithsonian's note plated in the 
Whitman Encyclopedia and appears equivalent to the note plated in 
Roger Durand's Interesting Notes about History (author, 1990). This 
example shows excellent vignette details and clear signatures. An 
important Boston rarity.

Fine 15. The Kilby Bank was extremely short-lived and, despite its 
failing quickly, the notes are rarities. Like so many banks in this period, 
this has the New England Bank Note Co. imprint. A nautical theme is 
featured. A large eagle, with wings partly outstretched and an anchor 
beside him, stands watchfully at the harbor At lower right, a seated 
man rows a sailboat past a bridge as two others stand by. A lighthouse 
is seen in the distance. Excellent condition for a rarity like this note. 
This example is superior to that plated in the Encyclopedia, credited to 
the American Numismatic Society, and not available for purchase. This 
Newman Collection note will be revered by its new owner.

At top center, a sailor reclines on a windy beach 
with a large anchor behind him, and a rowboat at the shoreline. In 
the distance, a steamship appears to founder in rough water. Perhaps 
he has managed to escape disaster. The Massachusetts state auditor's 
seal is at the left end between numerical and textual counters. At 
lower right, under a "3" counter, is a seated allegorical female holding 
the fasces and a shield showing the state emblem. A green protector 
comprises small "3" dies. Green dies are in the left corners: a circular 
"3" at the top, and a wavy oblong, outlined THREE at the bottom. A 
problem-free note with honest circulation.

18380 Boston, MA - Shoe & Leather Dealers Bank $3 Jan. 1, 
1864 MA-355 G6b. PCGS Very Fine 30. A stunningly attractive, 
late-date Boston issued note with an occupational title. These titles 
have been collected traditionally by National Banknote collectors for 
decades, but not as actively by the Obsolete collecting community. 
The American Bank Note Co. imprint, under the vignette, is used on a 
plate initially engraved by the New England Bank Note Co. and exhibits 
an early 1840s style of vignettes. This spectacular type combines its 
occupational title with a custom-engraved, extremely wide view of an 
active wharf scene with a warehouse to the left and ships being loaded 
at the right. There are men working in different roles too numerous to 
mention. A horse-drawn wagon's canvas cover reads "Boston & Lynn." 
At each end panel, "3" is above, THREE below, and a vignette at center. 
At left and right, respectively, cattle in a field and leather craftsmen at 
work. This $3 note is impressive and is the second and last of two notes 
from the Newman Collection using the title. The $20 note from this 
series realized $2,585 in the April 2015 Newman Part VI sale (graded 
PCGS Very Fine 30 Apparent). Noted as "Hole Punch Cancelled." This 
is a stupendous type and wonderful three dollar bill.

In the past 25 years, a few notes have 
appeared including an issued $1 note with the Landing of Pilgrims at 
Plymouth Rock vignette. The note is printed from the New England 
Bank Note Co./Patent Stereotype Steel Plate and is an exceptional 
example. At top center is a small vignette of ships at sail flanked by "2" 
counters in circles. At left and right ends are elaborate floral frames. 
The subject at left is a rather contorted eagle; at right is a statuesque 
Plenty holding a cornucopia. A superb note and the first we have ever 
seen.

PCGS Very Choice New 64. This is a high-quality Draper, Toppan

issued notes from this series imprint. At the shoreline, Commerce is 
seated on baled goods. Another classically garbed female sits by her 
feet and familiarly leans on her lap. The harbor is seen at their left, and 
a train crosses the bridge in the distance at right. Numerical counters 
with elaborate floral frames are on either side. The Massachusetts state 
seal is in the lower left corner. A helmeted cameo head in an oval 
is at lower right. A dog motif is at the base. Noted as "Hole Punch 
Cancelled" and "Mounted on Cardstock" as made. A choice example 
with an old penciled "1892" pedigree on the card's verso.

UNL. PCGS Fine 12. Studying the Newman Collection provides 
valuable insights into Obsolete banknote topics, such as genuineness. 
This discovery Tremont Bank $1 genuine note is the type that was 
roughly imitated by spurious note issuers. These criminals created a 
similar $1 type (Haxby MA-380 S5) that matched the central vignette 
description of this note well, but used an altered plate. The bank likely 
withdrew this type and printed a new series to protect their customers. 
The Tremont Bank, well-established in 1837, would eventually become 
a national bank; it was always a solidly capitalized institution. This 
note is unlisted in Haxby and the Whitman Encyclopedia. Printed 
from engraved New England Bank Note Co. plates. At top center, two 
blacksmiths are opposite an anvil in a shop. One uses tongs to steady 
the read hot iron as the other prepares to strike. The title in center 
is flanked by intersecting tall gray "1" elements. A Washington bust 
in profile is at the far left, and a woman with flowing shawl is at the 
far right. ONE counters are in the corners. This would fit neatly into 
position as Haxby MA-380 G10. A fascinating note, and the first we 
have seen

PCGS Choice About New 55. This Reed, Stiles & Co. India paper proof 
is a sleeper rarity and not illustrated in Haxby. Like the Abner Reed 
series imprint proofs, this note uses a variant of the Massachusetts state 
seal. This time, the banner flows over and around the shield. Counters 
and end panels have a beaded, floral appearance. The base vignette 
shows Peace nestled in a large "C." This is a key Boston proof type, 
very rare and a choice example.

The lower denominations from the bank are 
encountered and this was another bank where corruption contributed 
to its ruin. The Perkins Plate design shows a divided end panel 
at left. Instead of using overlapping circles as the background for 
perpendicular MASSACHUSETTS, rings are interwoven. In this 
instance, the letter "A" is between identical lozenge-shaped counters. 
Noted as "Stamp Cancelled," using a broad oval across the face and 
with "Repairs at Right; Stains." A key rarity from this bank.

Each has a custom view, 
at the top center, executed for the title by Rawdon, Wright, Hatch & 
Edson, New York/New England Bank Note Co., Boston. Depicted is 
a wide view of Chelsea Harbor at the confluence of the Mystic and 
Chelsea rivers, with ships at the docks and a view of the town in the 
background. The very large "5" counter at left is quite elaborate. An 
allegorical female sits on the curve of the number while she appears 
to support the fasces, which in turn holds up the cap of the "5." Upon 
the cap is the curved word LIBERTY above coins that look like they 
might start to stream out at any minute. Below, the serif at far left shows 
an image of Washington. Zachary Taylor, twelfth U.S. President, is at 
lower right. A red protector FIVE is across at the bottom. "Hole Punch 
Cancelled" as noted, through the signatures to prevent any further 
redemption. This is a bright and vibrant example that has superior 
margins for a Massachusetts issued note.

Co. The peaceful Chelsea cityscape is back at top center here, flanked 
by "20" counters. At left is a Native American princess in a rocky 
environment, using her hand to shade her eyes from the sun. At lower 
right, a classically garbed seated woman bisects the denomination; she 
rests her right hand on top of the "2" while leaning her left elbow upon 
the "0." At the bottom is a red protector TWENTY. The PCGS Very Fine 
20 $50 denomination from this set realized $2,468 at Newman Part VI 
in April 2015. Noted as "Hole Punch Cancelled," and an equally rare 
and desirable example from the series.

This is a 
very rare bank, series and India paper proof. Printed from engraved 
plates by Terry Pelton & Co. Above the curving title sits the bucolic 
scene in which farmers cut hay and load it onto a wagon that seems 
to have reached capacity. To the left, a "2" counter and to the right, 
a framed female portrait; both are circular. The background of the 
textual counters above and below at the left end panel has an op art 
effect. Sandwiched between them is a circular scene of men with 
livestock. At right, the end panel is occupied by a "2" counter above 
and a rectangular full-length portrait of George Washington as adapted 
from the Washington at Dorchester Heights painting. He calmly rests 
his hand on his horse's saddle as smoke rises from the battle below 
and behind him. Noted as "Hole Punch Cancelled" as made and with 
"Minor Stains." The only other example observed was in the Stack's 52 
Collection: Part I sale in June 2010, realizing $2,070. A very well styled 
proof rarity.

There are a few notes known now, but 
none of this late New England Bank Note Co. imprint series with 
custom city view. Greenfield is a small city located on the scenic 
Mohawk Trail. The vignette at top left shows a peaceful scene of a 
train passing through the town. Smoke stacks from a mill at the left 
billow with smoke. However, just right of center, the fur-clad Native 
American bracing himself within the large "2" seems to have just shot 
an arrow from the bow he holds. At lower right, rather incongruously, 
a young woman holds upon her head a basket brimming with fruit. 
A red protector TWO is at the bottom. Noted with a "Small Internal 
Cut at Right," but bold and impressive. There are many important 
Massachusetts notes from the Newman Collection, and this is certainly 
at or near the top rung.

PCGS Extremely Fine 45 Apparent. This Lee Bank India paper proof 
is vividly printed with full deep red color tint and exquisite style by 
Danforth, Wright & Co. The color tinting scheme consists of various 
shades of light to deep red, with a lighter pattern across the note and 
deeper red, large "1" devices flanking the central vignette. Beneath the 
arced title is a portrait of a woman holding a dove; the circular frame 
is composed of micro-lettering. At lower left is a three-quarter portrait 
of Washington. At lower right is the standing Native American as used 
on the state seal. A rare proof, and it complements the $2 proof from 
the series we sold in Newman Part VI in April 2015 for $2,585 (PCGS 
Choice About New 55 Apparent). Noted as "Hole Punch Cancelled" 
as made and with "Paper Adhered to Back," which refers to a strip of 
brown paper not affecting the face. A very boldly tinted and inspiringly 
engraved Massachusetts full color proof.

GlOb SENC. PCGS Fine 12. Notes from the bank are rare and this 
National Bank Note Company engraved series was the final one for 
the issuer before they became the Prescott National Bank of Lowell. 
The face proof using this intricate color tinting is known, but this is 
fully issued and has a full green color back. In keeping with Lowell's 
history, the vignette above the title shows a laborer and two children 
(exhibiting the use of child labor in the American Industrial Revolution) 
working at a textile mill. To the left of the title is statuesque Liberty as 
used on several banks and series engraved by the National Bank Note 
Company. Stars are upon her Phrygian cap and billowing garment. She 
holds a thick laurel wreath, and the upright Stars and Stripes shield 
and resting fasces are beside her on the ground. Intricate protective 
devices using the Cyrus Durand patents abound, with a vertical strip 
of small overlapping dies left and an upper right large "5" die, all with 
micro-lettered titles. In green are the frame, wide face guilloche across 
the center, and left vertical dies enclosed within color lathe work. The 
green security back has two immense "5" dies at the sides with a much 
smaller "V" die in the center. Although the back is not vibrant due to 
honest circulation, this issued note has strong paper quality and is likely 
unique.

Proof. PCGS Very Choice New 64 Apparent. The Massachusetts 
binders from the Newman Obsolete note collection have unearthed 
many notes that have added considerably to our knowledge and 
appreciation. This Malden Bank $3 proof is from a short-lived issuer 
that became a national bank and would have redeemed nearly all of its 
circulation. This is the first proof we have seen, and this New England 
Bank Note Co./Rawdon, Wright, Hatch & Edson series is all SENC 
in Haxby and unpublished in the Whitman EncyclopediaVolume 4. 
Printed very stylishly on India paper only. The vignette at top depicts 
a lunch break on the farm. The mother holds a baby on her lap as her 
husband looks on. While some rest, others use the time to sharpen 
their tools. At left a sea goddess with a trident appears to sit on a throne 
of flowing water. At lower right, Liberty with Stars and Stripes floats 
with three cherubs. Noted as "Hole Punch Cancelled" as made and 
with "Hinge Remnants on Back." A stunning proof with wide margins. 
This is a very important Massachusetts proof series and type.

SENC. PCGS Fine 15. For many Massachusetts banks, issued notes are 
nearly impossible to obtain, or are unknown, due to most converting to 
national banks in 1864 or 1865 and redeeming their earlier notes (often 
well into the following decades). The Monson Bank is no exception and 
this is the first issued note we have cataloged. The unusual style is from 
a less encountered American Bank Note Co./Jocelyn, Draper, Welsh 
& Co. imprint. The main vignette is perhaps symbolic of progress vs. 
nature. The city gentleman at left, shown with smokestacks behind, 
rests his arm and looks weary or unhappy. The farmer at right, framed 
by tree branches with his horse behind, holds a farm tool. However, 
he faces toward "progress." At upper left, a woman in an oval frame 
charmingly tilts her head and looks toward the center. At lower right, 
the Stars and Stripes shield and motto. A red lathe work protector 
outlines TWO at bottom center. The great rarity is in tandem with its 
splendid grade. This well-margined New England note is devoid of the 
tight cut so often seen. Another exceptional issued note.

18394 Nantucket, MA - Citizens Bank $1.25 Oct. 17, 1837 MA-840- 
UNL. PCGS Fine 15. The first of three Nantucket notes from this rare 
title. All Nantucket notes are well collected and most are rare. Even 
false types are tough to find. This note is intriguing because it opens 
up avenues of discussion. It is either a genuine New England Bank 
Note Co. imprint note printed from a stock plate (making it MA-840 
G6 SENC), but resetting only the titles and city or it is an unlisted false 
bill printed from an altered plate of the same style as the Roxbury Bank 
(and some other New England issues). In favor of it being a genuine 
note, the type was not reported in period Bank Note Reporters as a 
counterfeited type. Nantucket was a major trade center and banking 
knowledge was essential. However, the left cashier's signature does 
not perfectly match the genuine $3 note contained in this Newman 
Collection sale. The style is the same as Adams South Village and other 
New England notes using this odd denomination configuration of $1.25, 
$1.50, and $1.75. Various ships are in the vignette at the upper left. 
The far left end panel has a locomotive at center. An eagle is depicted 
in in the circle at the bottom right. The excellent condition facilitates 
examination. This is the first we have seen, so its great rarity is not part 
of the debate. This is worthy of bringing a surprising realization because 
of its location and unusual nature.

G14. PCGS Very Fine 25 Apparent. Issued Nantucket notes are rarely 
offered. They are usually closely held in collections for lengthy periods. 
It is amazing to see three notes from this rare title in one auction and all 
are fascinating individually, and collectively as a superb trio. This New 
England Bank Note Co./Patent Stereotype Steel Plate engraved issued 
note merits much plate detail study. Amplifying the craftsmanship of 
the Perkins patents, a beautifully configured garland chain encloses 
the title, obligations and location. The top center vignette shows a 
cherub as Plenty at left and child Mercury at right as Commerce. 
The two are seated among commercial goods at the shore. A portrait 
of George Washington is at far left center, and Lafayette at far right. 
Both are in oval frames. Outside the oval are floral details and, in the 
upper corners, spread-winged eagles. This note is one of the most 
intricate notes we have cataloged from the combined imprint. Noted 
only with a "Small Edge Tear at Left," and it projects boldly. In the past 
few years, some engraved vignette Nantucket Obsolete notes easily 
eclipsed $5,000 and some approached five figures. This is a coveted 
Massachusetts location and very rare note.

We do not recall an auction 
sale with three different notes from this elite Nantucket issuer. The 
top center used a custom and expansive view heading in from sea 
toward Nantucket Landing engraved by the New England Bank Note 
Co. The fierce wind is blowing in this lovely view of the town and 
harbor. The details at the wharves and on the nearby sea are lifelike. A 
small, rectangular whaling vignette is in the center of the left end panel 
between "3" counters that match the one in the upper right corner. 
At bottom right, a standing allegorical female (a rarely seen type, not 
specifically identified by us) holds a very tall, blazing torch in one 
hand and a sheaf of wheat in the other. We have only seen a $5 note 
from this vignetted series. A $5 example, plated in Haxby and once 
in the Western Reserve Historical Society collection, is currently held 
by another museum collection. The note illustrated in the Whitman 
Encyclopedia is in a closely held collection. It has be nineteen years 
since a note with this vignette style has been publicly auctioned. Noted 
with "Small Edge Splits, Tears, and Minor Damage." The vignettes are 
bold, and the upper left roughness can be forgiven due to its great 
rarity.

G16 SENC. PCGS Fine 15 Apparent. The Bedford Bank is the 
predecessor to the Bedford Commercial Bank. The Newman Collection 
contains an amazing selection of notes from the combined operations 
that eventually became a national bank. This is one of the most 
uniquely styled early American banknotes we have cataloged. Though 
a $10 of this style is listed and priced in Haxby, there is no illustration. 
The Newman Collection is also graced with that unconfirmed $10 
denomination as well. This engraved note has no imprint, but is 
splendidly detailed and printed from a strongly cut copper plate that 
might be the work of Providence engraver William Hamlin. The central 
portion shows obligations and texts, and the Gothic bold bank title 
stands out. Standing within a draped canopy, holding an olive sprig 
aloft, and with a ship behind is Peace. On this denomination, she holds 
her shawl up with her left hand, but it is draped over her right arm, 
and a globe is suspended from a pole. Above the North Pole is the 
motto "Peace to the World." At the far right is a detailed upright barrel 
with a "5" counter. This is the earliest note we have observed from the 
combined titles, and it is a distinctive issue. Noted with "Missing UR 
Corner" that seems to be eclipsed by the great rarity

18398 New Bedford, MA - Bedford Bank $10 Sept. 6, 1803 MA-875 
G20. PCGS Fine 15 Apparent. This is an extremely rare and early series 
issued by the predecessor to the Bedford Commercial Bank, and part 
of a fascinating array of notes from this title in the Newman Collection. 
Listed, but not priced in Haxby, this early note has amazing style. It 
does not show an imprint (perhaps William Hamlin). This charming 
note shows Peace within a drapery background with a ship sailing in 
the distance. There are subtle variations from the $5 note previous. A 
denominated barrel is at top center, instead of at the right side. Details 
are strengthened in the vignette. The ship is now fully engraved instead 
of appearing transparent; the folds and fringe on the drapery are more 
visible; facial features are enhanced; and the pole used to suspend the 
globe looks more solid. In addition, the olive branch is shorter and the 
position of the shawl has changed, so that her right arm is uncovered. 
Without dispute this is a genuine, early issue of the bank. The words 
"Peace to the World" are arced above the globe. Noted with a "Missing 
UL Corner." Very sharply engraved and a second opportunity to obtain 
this significant, early American vignetted style from this important 
commercial center.

MA-875 UNL. PCGS Very Fine 20 Apparent. It appears that the 
Bedford Bank, predecessor of the Bedford Commercial Bank, issued 
only $5 and $10 notes in the first series. They increased their note 
output by ordering Perkins Plate notes such as this. However, the bank 
likely redeemed all of these for later notes as their business continued 
forward. This is the first reported note from the unlisted series 
according to Haxby and Dave Bowers in his Whitman Encyclopedia 
volume 4. There are no notes illustrated in Haxby of this type. This 
is the early Perkins Plate style with Massachusetts seal at the far left. 
Perkins details are throughout, with four "10" dies forming the corners 
of the micro-lettered centers with title and city. Full gray Patent Check 
back with multiple vertical segments. Noted with a "Small Hole at 
Bottom Right." This is an amazing Perkins Plate issue and perhaps a 
unique note.

Hope reclines at the shore and gestures 
toward clipper ships in the top center vignette. A Native American 
holding up stalks of wheat is seen at the base. Very elegant lathe work 
is at each end with a "2" at the left and perpendicular TWO at the 
right. Cancelled much later than 1848 with an oval "National Bank of 
Commerce of New Bedford" purple ink stamp at the right noted by 
grading as "Stamp Cancelled." Sharply signed, and the redemption 
stamping is out of harm's way.

The center of 
the left end panel shows a Native American man holding a pipe as 
he sits on the ground. Intricate lathe work is at the right end with 
a perpendicular FIVE. A green protector FIVE is at the bottom. The 
condition is marvelous with very vivid blue signatures.

Printed 
from a very well-styled plate by the New England Bank Note Co. On 
the left side, at top, Cincinnatus stands with ox and plow. Under the 
TEN at the top of the right end panel, standing Minerva holds a large 
cornucopia with one hand and rudder with the other, symbolizing 
Plenty and Navigation. The left end panel has the Roman numeral "X" 
vertically between two "10" counters. A very large "10" filled with 
ornate scrollwork dominates the right side. Noted with "Minor Ink 
Erosion." A bright example with exceptionally well-penned signatures. 
This is likely a unique example.

The end panel at right shows finished leather 
footwear and components in a rectangle between a numerical and 
textual counter. A large "1" counter is at bottom left. A red protector 
ONE is across the center (as opposed to bottom center) and neatly 
positioned above a large gray ONE engraved on the plate. This sharp 
note is superior to the Haxby plate note and is one of very few issued 
notes known from the bank.

This is one of the rarest 
banks from which to obtain an issued note. Cleverly titled for this 
business center; and indeed, this note is visually striking. Although 
printed by the American Bank Note Company, the original base plate 
was engraved by the New England Bank Note Co. Seated Commerce 
appears at top center, holding a bolt of cloth and gesturing. At lower 
left, two Native American hunters on a cliff survey the civilization 
encroaching. At lower right, a young woman at the shore prepares to 
use her telescope. The bottom center shows a bold green oblong die 
with outlined TWO. The upper corners use different green dies. Well 
margined and with superb color. Another inspiring rarity from this state.

18405 Salem, MA - Exchange Bank $2 Aug. 11, 1858 MA-1105 G16 
SENC. PCGS Very Fine 35 Apparent. Genuine notes from Salem's 
Exchange Bank are exceedingly rare and are all designated SENC in 
Haxby. This is another very impressively designed and unusual rarity 
from Massachusetts. The face of the note has the dual imprints of the 
New England Bank Note Company and Patent Stereotype Steel Plate. 
The note's dynamic design is complex and worthy of close study. 
Seated in the harbor, on a throne, is facing Athena. The shoreline is to 
her left and right, and the open ocean behind. At the left is standing 
Athena as America, and at the right is a standing female representing 
Navigation and Plenty. The corners have various counters, and 
flanking the center are partially outlined, but large, "2" protectors. 
The layout and protectors would have made it impossible to raise 
the denomination. A red protector TWO is at the bottom. A lightly 
penned notation shows that the note was "cancelled." It is interesting 
that a four-note lower denomination set (including a similar $2 note) 
exists of this distinctive and exceedingly rare series. All are illustrated 
in the Whitman Encyclopedia: Volume 4 with images contributed by 
the Peabody Essex Museum in Salem. This is museum caliber as well, 
and the $3 note from this series sold in the Newman Part VI sale in 
April 2015 for $3,290 (PCGS Very Fine 20). Noted as "Pen Cancelled" 
and with "Mounting Remnants on Back." This is a very crisp, vibrant 
note and superior in many respects to the $3 note from the Newman 
VI sale.

A second denomination 
from this dynamically vignetted series printed from plates with 
dual imprints of the New England Bank Note Company and Patent 
Stereotype Steel Plate and an "ABC" monogram at the bottom. Like 
the other denominations in this series, Athena is in the harbor seated 
upon a throne. Ships sail in and out of the harbor to her left and right. 
George Washington is portrayed in a circular frame in the center of 
the left end panel. A Roman numeral counter is above and textual 
counter below. In the right end panel, TEN is above and "10" below, 
with a portrait of Christopher Columbus in between. The note appears 
to have been redeemed in 1876 and has the National Exchange Bank 
circular stamp on the back. The face is penned twice "Cancelled/Mar 
6/76" matching the date of the back stamp. Noted as "Pen Cancelled" 
and with "Paper Pulls on Back; Minor Rust Stains." The mentioned 
flaws are trivial compared to the impact of this bold type.

A portrait of a young 
boy is featured in an oval frame in the lower right corner. Numerical 
counters are at the lower left and upper right. With very light handling 
folds. The top right margin is trimmed into the printing. Noted as "Hole 
Punch Cancelled" as made. The only $3 note from bank, proof or 
issued, we have seen.

Two small vignettes are flanking: a farmer with plow 
horses at left and the ever-popular beehive motif at right. In the lower 
right corner, a farm hand carries a sheaf of wheat. Noted as "Hole 
Punch Cancelled" as made and with "Stains; Small Edge Tears." It has 
considerable eye appeal and perhaps is a unique note.

The wide 
vignette at top shows boats sailing on the river and a train chugging 
along. Between are piles of coal. The city view features a large train 
depot, factories and a steeple. At top right is a counter composed of 
the numeral "5" over a spiraling octet of disks with the number "5" 
upon them. Interesting end panels show a central "5" over a linear 
group of disks with the number "5"; the top four are right-side-up and 
the bottom four are upside-down. In green are: a frame all around, a 
micro-lettered guilloche at bottom center, and cartouches composed 
of numeric/textual disks at the sides. The note has a typical "New 
England" trim and small path of foxing on the cashier's signature at the 
lower left. We have only seen a few issued notes from the series and 
this is the finest.

This is an extremely rare bank 
and a Rawdon, Wright, Hatch & Edson/New England Bank Note Co. 

This is part of the 
lovely silver dollars vignetted series from this imprint. Three cherubs are 
atop three Seated Liberty silver dollars. While the one at the left leans 
an elbow on a globe in boredom, the other two seem busily engaged in 
artistic pursuits. The Acropolis is in the background. Two "3" counters 
vertically flank a male portrait at far left. At far right, a "3" counter 
is above an oval portrait of a well-dressed woman reading a book. 
Noted with "Hinge Remnants on Back," and we note the top margin 
is trimmed in partially. This is the first $3 denomination we have seen 
from the bank.

64. The Newman Part VI sale contained an unrivaled offering of 52 
Minnesota obsolete proofs that were cut from sheets. Many were 
plated in the Shawn Hewitt Minnesota Obsolete note reference, and 
unique examples abounded. This is a rare bank title and the initial, 
rarer location of two (Minneapolis was the successor, 2nd title). The 
plate was initially engraved for this Austin location by the American 
Bank Note Company using a $1-$2-$5-$5 denomination structure. That 
plate's configuration and vignettes were maintained and re-engraved 
with the Minneapolis location for their 1862 State Auditor authorized 
notes (Hewitt-B360 series). This $1 denomination and the following $5 
proof are important examples printed on India paper and mounted on 
original cardstock. At top center, a farm boy pats a black horse while 
its white companion looks toward the train passing in the distance. 
Numerical counters are in the top corners. At lower left, UNION, 
in an elaborately draped dress, leans on a pillar and gestures to her 
name on the column above. At lower right, a workman with a pickaxe 
and shovel takes a break to smoke his pipe while another guides a 
wheelbarrow along a plank pathway. The counter on the right shows an 
intricate swirl of micro-lettering. One of only two proofs listed on the 
Hewitt census and the first to be offered at public auction. The $2 proof 
from this Austin series realized $4,700 in the Newman Part Sale in 
April 2015.

A second denomination from this rare first bank series from Austin, and also a Superb Gem India paper proof mounted on its original 
cardstock by the American Bank Note Company. This is the "B" position of two $5 notes that were engraved on the plate. The bucolic farm 
vignette shows a barefoot milkmaid seated upon the grass. She gazes at the viewer as she holds a flower. Two cows ready for milking are nearby, 
and the farmhouse is in the background. Numerical counters are in the upper corners. Below left, in a decorative oval frame, a portrait of Henry 
Clay. At lower right, a young girl with ringlets. The Hewitt population reported three proofs known in 2006, but only one "B" position was seen 
when the Newman collection was surveyed in June 2004. Noted as "Hole Punch Cancelled and "Mounted on Cardstock" as made. The first 
example, sold in Newman Part VI and also graded PCGS Superb Gem New 67PPQ, realized $4,465. This is another stunner, nearly perfect with 
deepest black inking and excellent printing clarity.

18414 Chatfield, MN - Bank of Chatfield $5 18_MN-20 UNL, Hewitt B080-D5a. Proof. PCGS Very Choice New 64. The Bank of Chatfield 

is a very scarce bank, but of the seventeen notes confirmed in the 2006 census, five were issued notes and eight were remainders with red 
protectors. There were only four proofs known and they are the examples surveyed in the Newman collection in 2004. The bank ordered a plate 
with four denominations, $1-$2-$3-$5, but they had the American Bank Note Company print them in a staggered fashion (that is, some with all 
four denominations, then $1 -$2-$3, and finally just $1-$2) in order to add up to their authorization of $49,000 in notes. This India paper proof 
is beautifully designed. There is no protector plate used, unlike the issued notes and remainders observed. Rural life is depicted as tranquil and 
idyllic on this note. The well-dressed young lady left of center holds a flower and looks serenely at the viewer. Roosters, hens and chicks are at 
lower left. At lower right, sheep and cows wander and rest by the water; a church and steeple are in the background. Numerical counters are in 
the top corners. At left, micro-numerals surround a lathe work background. At right, stylized flowers frame the numeral. This is noted as "Hole 
Punch Cancelled," as made. The Bank of Chatfield proofs from this sheet offered in the Newman Part VI sale were actively pursued. The $1 proof 
realized $6,463, the $2 proof brought $7,638, and the $3 position $8,225. This is the Hewitt plate note and is reported as unique; it is the only $5 
proof from the bank of any variant. We would certainly expect equal enthusiasm for this note, the only reported proof and the final denomination 
remaining from the series.

In 2006, the 
census showed seventeen notes total, with the majority observed proofs. Issued notes from the bank are extremely rare. A beautifully styled plate 
was ordered from the American Bank Note Company to print this series. To the left and right of the curved title are "2" counters on lathe work 
backgrounds. Next to each, toward the edge of the note, a cherub is cupped into a cartouche. At the bottom left, a man smokes a pipe as he 
sits on his horse; the other man, hat in hand, rests on a fence. The scene at bottom right shows boys trying to subdue a wild horse that appears 
to have thrown or knocked down the man lying on the ground. There apparently were three issued notes known in 2006. Noted with "Hinge 
Remnants on Back; Pinholes." The note has much paper body, is nicely margined, and should be considered a choice example of an issued note 
from a rare Minnesota bank.

18416 Garden City, MN - Farmers Bank (1st) $5 October 10, 1858 MN-30 G8, Hewitt B120-D5. Proof. PCGS Gem New 65 PPQ. This is a 
scarce bank and the Newman Collection proofs are superb examples. There are three $5 proofs cited in the census, and this is a candidate for the 
finest. It is a boldly inked and printed India paper proof mounted on original cardstock by the American Bank Note Company. Like so many of the 
Minnesota proofs, this was imaged in June 2004, while Shawn Hewitt and Gil Sem visited St. Louis, and used as the Hewitt plate note. A wide 
scene of cattle in and around the water is above the title. Lathe work "5" counters in the top corners have a flower motif within and floral sprays 
around. At the lower corners are somber portraits of children, with the boy at left and the girl at right. Noted as "Hole Punch Cancelled" and 
"Mounted on Cardstock" as made. The first three proof denominations ($1, $2, and $3) from this sheet sold in Newman Part VI for $6,169 $6,463, 
and $6,473. This Hewitt plate note Gem is the final example from the set available and represents an important opportunity.

As we discussed in the 
Newman Part VI sale catalog, most fully signed and issued notes from Minnesota are classified rare to very rare. Owning just a few different types 
places you in the advanced Minnesota note collector community. A vast majority of the issued notes were redeemed by the banks, cancelled 
and properly destroyed. Even the scant few that might remain after the banks closed would have been redeemed at the State Auditor's office 
with designated funds (this bank's notes were redeemed at par). The State Auditor's office would officially destroy remainder unissued sheets 
and record those events. The well-engraved Bank of Hastings issued notes are not impossible to encounter, but still rare. This note was engraved 
and printed by the American Bank Note Co., N.Y. with a green face protector ONE. The vignette under the curving title shows a riverboat gliding 
along, with other boats in the background. Combination textual/numerical counters are in the upper corners. At lower left, a man pats a happy 
dog. A serene farmwoman with grain and a sickle is at lower right. The 2006 census showed the population at a firm dozen, all issued notes and 
no proofs, with this note among them. There are five $1 notes, but there might be a few others that are unreported. Noted with "Small Repair 
at Bottom Left." The $2 issued note from the Newman Part VI sale realized $3,055 graded PCGS Very Fine 20 Apparent. This is a bright, very 
attractive example.

Choice Grade Thorne's Bank $1 Note 

18418 Hastings, MN - Thorne's Bank $1 Sept. 1, 1863 MN-45 G2A, Hewitt B180-D1. PCGS Very Fine 20. The Thorne's Bank is a private 
banker title, most often seen on New York State notes. In this case, it was named for James L. Thorne, the bank president, signed by him at lower 
right and, to add to it all, shows his custom engraved portrait. The note is beautifully engraved and printed by the American Bank Note Co., N.Y. 
Above the title, a winged cherub is rolling an 1863 Seated Liberty silver dollar. A panoramic view of the town, railroad, river and grazing field 
is behind. In an oval frame at lower left, a girl cuddles puppies. At the lower left, Thorne's portrait. The green security back mimics the initial 
Federal Legal Tender notes with three large darker shaded dies. The center has the obligation "Secured by the Pledge of Public Stocks of the 
United States," which indicates this bank's soundness. James L. Thorne emigrated from England at age 20, settling first in Batavia, New York, 
then moving to Hastings in 1856. In addition to operating this bank, he also served as mayor. There were only $622 in notes left unredeemed in 
1869, and the bank was succeeded by the Merchants National Bank of Hastings (charter #1538). The type is not rare now since a group of hole 
cancelled notes appeared some years back, but most are low grade. This is an outstanding example, with wide margins and vibrant back color. 
One of the finest known.

18419 La Crescent, MN - La Crescent Bank $1 July 16, 1859 MN-55 G2, Hewitt B220-D1. Proof. PCGS Very Choice New 64 PPQ. This is 
only the second offering of this issuer at public auction and there are only three notes from than bank, all this type, enumerated on the census. 
The La Crescent bank never opened. Daniel Wells, Jr. from Milwaukee made the proper filings in June 1859, and authorization for the American 
Bank Note Company to engrave the $1-$1 configured plate came rapidly enough to print India paper proofs. However, the 12,500 impressions 
ordered never were printed and only the two proofs in the Newman Collection and the falsely signed proof illustrated in Haxby (in a museum 
collection) are on the census. This "B" position India paper proof is the second ever cataloged and offered at auction. It has a symmetrical, 
yet dynamic, layout. The central vignette is cupped under the arced title, and shows a woman holding a milking stool, with her pail on the 
ground beside her. As she shields her eyes from the sun, an enthusiastic boy points toward something in the distance. The scene is flanked by 
"1" counters with micro-lettering swirling around the edges. They, in turn are adjacent to large, intricate "1" numerals. Noted as "Hole Punch 
Cancelled" as made. The initial public offering of this type, a slightly finer graded PCGS Gem New 65PPQ, realized $7,050 in the Newman Part 
VI sale. This is a tremendous opportunity to bid upon one of the elite proof Obsoletes from Minnesota, and is the final example available of the 
two discovered in the Newman cabinet.

Apparent. The Newman collection contained a superb face proof sheet and two issued notes from this important big city bank that became the 
First National Bank of Minneapolis (charter #710) on June 1, 1865. The bank and its successor redeemed the issued notes at par, and only $660 
was recorded as unredeemed in 1870. The bank ordered a $1-$2-$5-$10 face plate from the American Bank Note Company and paired it with 
a stock security back plate. They only issued $40,000 in notes, showing relative restraint compared to some of the frontier banks. This India 
paper face proof mounted on original cardstock, without green protector, is the only example reported (though the series and type is known 
as "Proprietary Modern Proof" made for production studies by the ABN) and was printed in 1864. In an oval frame, beneath the curving title 
and above the arced denomination is a rather whimsical vignette of a young girl playing dress-up with pearl necklaces. Numerical counters are 
on either side. In the upper corners are "2" counters on lathe work. Sir Edwin Landseer's Monarch of the Glen is at lower left; at lower right, a 
screaming eagle with wings upraised is upon a tor. A very bold proof and though Apparent, this is only for some scattered, very trivial foxing 
noted as "Minor Stains." The noted "Hole Punch Cancelled" is as made, in the India paper only, not through the card. A major rarity, exquisitely 
engraved with a trio of lovely American Bank Note Company vignettes.

This is a very 
rare and fully issued $2 note from the bank. The superb face engraving is by the American Bank Note Company. Well regarded by the author, an 
example of this type is illustrated on the cover of Volume 2 of the Haxby quartet. This issued note has the green security back. The face shows a 
little girl playing dress-up with pearl necklaces in an oval frame, beneath the curving title and above the arced denomination. Numerical counters 
are on either side. In the upper corners are "2" counters on lathe work. Sir Edwin Landseer's Monarch of the Glen is at lower left; at lower right, 
a screaming eagle with wings upraised with wings upraised is perched on a rock, high up in the clouds. The green protector outlines the white 
TWO. The green back is similar in style to those used on the Thorne's Bank with the obligation "Secured by the Pledge of Public Stocks of the 
United States" within the central die. Noted with some "Rust Stains," seen more heavily on the back. The paper body and color are excellent.

This is the final 
denomination from the Newman collection four-subject face proof sheet and a choice example. Printed on India paper from the plates engraved 
by the American Bank Note Company. The head of a girl, adorned by leaves and clusters of grapes is at center under the arced denomination. To 
her left, a "5" counter, and in the corner a "V" over lathe work; to her right, a "5" counter on lathe work, and in the corner, an arced "FIVE" on 
a simple background. The detailed vignette at the lower left shows a train with passengers preparing to embark; the locomotive is shown with a 
cowcatcher. The cartouche at lower right shows a banner reading ETOILE DU NORD (Star of the North, but missing L' and the accent), the state 
motto dating from 1861. The farmer and Native Americans in the scene are looking northward. Noted as "Hole Punch Cancelled" and "Mounted 
on Cardstock" as made. This is the only contemporary printed proof known and listed on the census. A superb example and, like the others from 
this series, exquisite.

Northfield $1 proof offered here is the fourth and final denomination from a series engraved and printed by the American Bank Note Company 
using vignette dies and elements from a few of their predecessor firms, but with a Wellstood, Hay and Whiting layout style and tint configuration. 
The bank never opened for business or issued notes. This lovely India paper proof mounted on its original cardstock is the Hewitt plate note. The 
orange tint frame and micro-lettered panel across is stirring, with a darker frame on the bottom and dark counter at the upper left. At lower left, 
an allegorical female sits on the ground next to a shield bearing the denomination. A period farmer holding a sickle supports the shield while 
seated on a firm-looking bundle of wheat. In the distance at left, a riverboat travels west; at right, farmers herd pigs. A stunningly crafted color 
proof and the only known proof printed by the ABN in the period. The series and type are also known in "Modern Proprietary" form, printed 
using the archived plate and tint set with a special process directly to textured cardstock. This proof should not be confused with the above since 
this is a contemporary proof masterfully using the intaglio process on India paper by the American Bank Note Company. Noted by PCGS as 
"HPC; Minor Adhesive Residue on Face; Mounted on Cardstock; Hewitt Plate Note." The face residue is at the left and consists of a light smudge. 
This is bold and beautiful, a superb impression with rich color tint.

Choice Owatonna Bank $5 Proof 

18424 Owatonna, MN - Bank of Owatonna $5 18_MN-100 G2, Hewitt B460-D5. Proof. PCGS Very Choice New 64. The Bank of 

Owatonna's lack of banking success yields ample notes for today's collectors, both as proofs and issued bills. It took less than a year for the bank 
to refuse its circulation, eventually leading the State Auditor's office to pay less than 21 cents on the dollar for leftover bills. A beautiful $5-$5- 
$5-$10 plate was prepared by the American Bank Note Company for the series with an additional imprint of Jocelyn, Draper, Welsh & Co. (or 
JDW). A choice India paper proof mounted on original cardstock, this "C" position is certainly an example of the eight proofs listed in the 2006 
census. Attractively designed from the JDW vignette catalog, a rather jaunty looking lumberman stands casually next to the tree he has just felled. 
Numeric counters are in the upper corners. Oval vignettes of children and animals are in the lower corners: at left, a girl holding a hen and 
chicks; at the lower right is Child with Rabbits , adapted from the art of Solomon Nunes Carvalho. The artist was a Sephardic Jew from Charleston 
who traveled on the fifth John C. Fremont Western expedition and spent time with the Mormons, including Brigham Young. Noted as "Hole 
Punch Cancelled" and "Mounted on Cardstock" as made. An identical grade example in Newman Part VI realized $1,116. Gorgeous style and 
high quality.

18425 Preston, MN - Fillmore County Bank $1 18_MN-103 G2, Hewitt B480-D1a. Proof. PCGS Superb Gem New 67PPQ. This is a rare 

county title bank represented mostly by proofs today. Like the Bank of Owatonna, the bank issued notes very briefly and left note holders with 
heavily discounted paper, redeemed eventually by the State Auditor for 20 cents on the dollar using railroad bonds that secured the circulation 
(however, only two issued notes were known in 2006, both plated in Hewitt). A strikingly executed $1-$1-$2-$5 plate was engraved at the 
American Bank Note Company. This $1 India paper proof mounted on cardstock is the last available from the Newman Collection. Farm work is 
depicted with realism in the vignette at top left. The boy, with switch ready, pulls on the horse's harness while the man pushes the plow behind. 
To the right of top center are a number of fowl: roosters, hens and chicks. At lower right, an oft-seen image of a young woman with her hair in 
ringlets. Counters on lathe work are in the other corners, with ONE at lower left and "1" at upper right. This is a stunning, virtually perfect proof 
without protector; the margins are even and wide. Noted as "Hole Punch Cancelled" and "Mounted on Cardstock" as made. The other $1 proof 
impression from the sheet, a PCGS Superb Gem New 68PPQ, realized $5,405 in the Newman Part VI sale. A magnificent proof.

Choice Bank of Red Wing $1 Proof 

18426 Red Wing, MN - Bank of Red Wing (1st) $1 18__ MN-105 G2a, Hewitt B500-D1b. Proof. PCGS Choice New 63. The Bank of Red 
Wing is an interesting institution using the same American Bank Note Company engraved $1-$2-$3-$5 plate, but to print two separate series of 
notes. The first bank's notes used red protectors with blank backs, and the second bank used green protectors and an additional green security 
back. All the issued notes from the bank were redeemed at par when presented, and that second bank likely redeemed notes from the first title, 
explaining their great rarity (one $2 issued note was reported from the first bank). This is a choice India paper proof and, like so many of the 
Newman collection Minnesota proofs, is the Hewitt plate note. Under the large red ONE protector is a gristmill scene. In the foreground, a man 
carries a heavy sack over his shoulder. The tethered horse and pony nestle together; a millstone rests against the building. At near left, children 
watch the stream rushing under the bridge. Dazzling "1" counters are at bottom left and top right. At upper left, a Native American man sits on a 
rock next to a waterfall. At lower right, a shipyard and workers are shown constructing a riverboat. There are fifteen proofs from the bank listed 
in the census, but it is not clear exactly how many are available to collectors; also, that number includes proofs without any protector. There is 
one example of this proof type reported. It is likely the only other example obtainable and it is in excellent condition. Noted as "Hole Punch 
Cancelled" and the Hewitt plate note. This is an important Minnesota proof.

Printed on India paper only from the plates engraved by the 
American Bank Note Company. This is reportedly a unique proof with protector as listed in the Hewitt census. A placid riverboat scene occupies 
the top center above the bank title. At lower left, a Native American dressed in furs, stands next to a large rock. He holds his bow in his left hand 
and his tomahawk in his right, ready to strike. The farmer at lower right harvests stalks of corn. A red protector FIVE is at the bottom center. Noted 
as "Hole Punch Cancelled" as made, and as the Hewitt plate note. An impressive proof of the highest rarity and the last available from the series.

Rare Bank of Rochester $10 Denomination 

18428 Rochester, MN - Bank of Rochester $10 April 20, 1859 MN-110 G8, Hewitt B580-D10. PCGS Very Fine 20 Apparent. This is a very 
scarce bank, which was doomed when its railroad bonds were liquidated by the state in order to settle the note's accounts to only 16-1/4 cents 
per dollar. There are many more $5 notes known than $10 examples. This $10 is deceptively rare. It is one of only four listed on the 2006 census; 
the other three are closely held in private collections. The large oval Andrew Jackson portrait in the center, beneath the arced title, bisects the 
denomination. Numeral "10" counters on lathe work are in the upper corners. At the lower left, a Native American, one foot poised on a rock in 
the stream, prepares to launch his spear. On either side of the comparatively large "X" counter at the lower right are a milkmaid and a cow. Noted 
with "Small Edge Split at Right; Minor Stains." This is a very rare type and might be the only example available for sale. A great opportunity to 
obtain a key Newman Minnesota collection issued note.

18429 St. Cloud, MN - Stearns County Bank $5 July 5, 1859 MN-120 G8, Hewitt B620-D5a. Proof. PCGS Very Choice New 64. This very 
rare bank never opened. Only nine proofs and a sole unissued remainder are listed on the 2006 census, including the four proof denominations 
from the Newman Collection, three of which we sold in the April 2015 Newman Part VI sale. The State Auditor authorized the American Bank 
Note Company to engrave a $1-$2-$3-$5 plate and print 2,000 impressions, a relatively small run compared to some other banks. This India 
paper proof is mounted on original cardstock and is the Hewitt plate note. Beneath the arced denomination and above the bank title is a tranquil 
scene. The man on horseback appears to have just lit his pipe. The other, hat in hand, appears weary as he sits on the fence. The scratching dog 
adds a little levity. Numeric counters on lathe work are in the upper corners, with "5" counters adjacent. The lower corners show oval portraits of 
young women. The rare offerings of Newman Collection proofs are important events. There are two proof examples reported, and this is possibly 
the finest: a gorgeous impression from this beautifully executed plate and extremely rare. Noted as "Hole Punch Cancelled" and "Mounted on 
Cardstock" as made; also the Hewitt plate note. The Stearns County Bank denominations ($1, $2, and $3) from the Newman proof sheet realized 
$4,935, $5,640 and $4,700 respectively. This is the final proof cataloged for sale and is a very choice example.

18430 St. Paul, MN - Bank of Saint Paul $1 Nov. 1, 1858 MN-155 G2, Hewitt B720-D1a. Proof. PCGS Very Choice New 64. The Bank of St. 
Paul was organized with an authorized circulation of $25,000 to be printed from its $1-$2-$5-$10 plate ordered from Toppan, Carpenter & Co., 
but with an American Bank Note Company imprint when executed. The bank's issued notes were eventually refused by the officers, but the State 
Auditor's office had ample collateral (usually railroad bearer bonds in this period) to pay the notes off at nearly par, 98 cents per dollar. Currently 
in the census are fourteen issued notes, mostly lower grade $1 and $2 notes that originally surfaced at Jules Karp's New York coin shop decades 
ago. Proofs are much rarer, and this India paper example is one of only three reported. It is the Hewitt Hewitt plate note and likely the finest 
example known. The moon illuminates the evening view of riverboats at top left under the arced title. At right of center, a farm worker carries a 
large bundle of wheat on her back. A beehive motif is at lower right. At lower left and top right are "1" counters. No protector; used on proofs 
only. Noted as "Hole Punch Cancelled" and the Hewitt plate note. The $5 and $10 proofs from the sheet in Newman Part VI realized $5,640 and 
$6,169. Very stylish, and the only example we believe cataloged for an auction sale.

This is a superbly 
crafted India paper proof engraved and printed by the American Bank Note Company from the four-subject plate authorized. Like the other proofs 
without protector from this bank, this is the Hewitt plate note and is a very choice example. A farmer and boy work the fields with plow horses at 
lower left. The dog scampers as it leads the way. At lower right, an oval portrait of a demure young woman. Large "2" counters are in the upper 
right corners. There are only two proofs of this type reported on the census and this might be the only available example. Noted as "Hole Punch 
Cancelled" as made and the Hewitt plate note. This completes are marvelous quartet of Bank of St. Paul proofs from the Newman collection.

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Exceedingly Rare Bank of the State of Minnesota $5 Issued Note 

18432 St. Paul, MN - Bank of the State of Minnesota $5 Dec. 1, 1858 MN-160 G2b, Hewitt D1-2. PCGS Fine 15 Apparent. The Bank of the 
State of Minnesota filed promptly to organize and was the first Minnesota state bank to open for business. They ordered a $1-$2-$3-$5 plate set 
from Wellstood, Hay, & Whiting, New-York to print the notes. Proofs and issued notes were printed with a light orange tint. The bank failed when 
its New York backers went bankrupt in 1859. The state was able to pay 70 cents on the dollar for the notes from the funds deposited. A very 
striking central vignette with a Native American hunter, hair flying as his horse gallops, preparing to launch an arrow from his bow. Other riders 
are in the far distance. At lower left and right, Plenty, with a long cornucopia faces inward. The base vignette shows a young woman's portrait in 
an oval frame. Fully tinted across in light orange, with micro-lettering FIVE, and two slanting outlined "5" protectors flanking the base vignette. 
There are only seven issued notes from the bank on the census; of those, two, including this, are listed as $5 notes. Hewitt plates a $5 proof of 
this type. That proof realized $23,000 at the Stack's Bowers 2012 ANA Auction. The Newman example is noted as "Hole Punch Cancelled," 
which consists of three, scattered small holes, and with "Minor Stains." Very vibrant color remains and this is certainly among the most beautiful 
Minnesota issued notes known.

PCGS Very Fine 25 Apparent. The Treasurer of Ramsey County notes are better known by their remainders than for any signed and issued 
notes. This series and denomination is unique at this time. The only reported example in the census and the Hewitt plate note as noted. Roger 
Durand lists this type in his territorial book due to the period enactment date. Printed on bond paper, in all brown inking and with an imprint 
of Goodrich, Sommers & Co., Printer. The lithographed vignettes are adapted from period engraved Obsolete note vignettes. The perimeter 
border has a repeating TWENTY pattern. At the left end panel is a standing Native American princess and seated Agriculture. A dog guarding 
the safe motif is at the upper right. The base vignette shows the head of a trusty dog. With titles and obligation, including the enactment date for 
the series. Two signatures are present and the note is hand dated. Noted as "PC; Severed and Tape Repaired; Edge Damage." The very light pen 
cancel is vertically on the face, and there is a back signature endorsement. Regardless of condition, it appears to be the sole extant example of the 
denomination and series type. A fascinating piece of Minnesota fiscal history.

Extremely Rare Peoples Bank $2 Issued Note 

18434 St. Peter, MN - Peoples Bank $2 June 1, 1859 MN-170 G4a, Hewitt B780-D2b. PCGS Fine 12. The bank is well known to collectors 
due to $5 remainder notes from the American Bank Note Company engraved and printed series. However, the three other denominations are rare 
even as remainders. Issued notes are exceedingly rare. There are only three issued notes on the census from the bank and this is the finer of two 
$2 denomination notes. An American realistic style as originally engraved by Bald, Cousland & Co. displays the rigors of life on the trail in the 
large vignette below the arced title. Two frontiersmen are camped in the woods. One kneels and cups his hand to drink from a stream. The other, 
with rifle at the ready, sits on a log and warms his hands over a campfire. The note boasts excellent signatures as well as a clear serial number and 
date. This is the Hewitt plate note. A great rarity enhanced by its eye appeal.

Extremely Rare Chisago County Bank $1 Proof 


18435 Taylors Falls, MN - Chisago County Bank $1 18_MN-190 G2, Hewitt B840-D1. Proof. PCGS Choice About New 58 Apparent. This 

bank's notes are only scarce, especially when compared to most of the rare to exceedingly rare banknotes from the state. However, proofs are 
very rare with only six enumerated on the census, including this and the following example. This is a beautifully engraved and printed type by the 
American Bank Note Company on India paper only. The bank issued notes for only a few months with the sole purpose of being the intermediary 
in speculative railroad bond issues. The failure of the bank resulted in notes eventually being redeemed for less than 20 cents on the dollar due 
to a catastrophic drop in value of the bond collateral kept with the state. Most of the issued notes listed on the 2006 census, 39 at that time, are 
$1 and $2 black and white notes printed from the "lesser denomination" plate, like this. There was also a $5-$10 plate for the bank with full color 
proof notes known; that unique pair was sold in the Newman Part VI sale. At left, a farm family takes an al fresco meal break. The woman, seated 
on a rock, has the food in hand. With a festive air, the man raises his glass. At his feet, the child reclines and gazes at the water. At the lower right, 
the young woman in the portrait takes a rather studied pose. Noted as "Hole Punch Cancelled" as made and with "Minor Mounting Remnants on 
Back" that are light. The only other pair of $1 and $2 "small plate" proofs from this bank appeared in the Ford Part III May, 2004 sale, ex: Lucius 
Ruder collection. While they had some condition flaws, this has a very choice appearance.

At top 
left, teams of yoked oxen pull Conestoga wagons over hilly terrain. Just right of center, a young girl with flowers in her hair pulls on her dress. In 
front of a background of dark clouds at lower right, an eagle grips the symbols of war and peace while standing on the Stars and Stripes shield. 
Noted only as "Hole Punch Cancelled." A well-margined proof with exceptionally deep inking. The bank is underrated as a proof issuer due to 
the larger population of issued notes known, but extremely important to specialist collectors.

Like some Minnesota 
issued banknotes, much rarer than the census count conveys. These are generally closely held by collectors for their rarity and beauty. This note 
was printed from the beautifully executed American Bank Note Company imprint plate. Most of its layout, color tint and vignette style is adapted 
from the Wellstood imprint group. A Native American buffalo-hunting scene is at top center. The rider in the foreground, hair blowing as the 
horse speeds along, prepares to strike the fatal blow with his bow and arrow. At lower left, Justice sits on a large "V" counter. At lower right is a 
portrait of a girl with hair in ringlets. The base vignette shows a reclining Native American man. There is a full, deep red lace tint going across the 
note with outlined slanting "5" protectors flanking the central axis. There are over ten listed on the census. And this is a beautiful note. The type is 
rarely offered for sale publicly and its vibrant color, ample margins and superb vignettes make it one of the most attractive Minnesota notes in the 
sale.

The Winona County Bank, among the four soundest in the state, redeemed all its notes at par. Founder A. W. Webster was instrumental in the 
formation of the United National Bank of Winona (Charter #1643) in 1865, a successor that would have continued its par redemption of their 
notes. It is interesting to note from the census a relatively ample supply of proofs of all denominations printed from the American Bank Note 
Company engraved $1-$1-$2-$3 plate. However, there are only five issued notes in that census, proving the bank's soundness and integrity for 
redeeming notes. The vignettes are Bald, Cousland & Co. style, as ordered by the bank. At the top, steamboats make their way toward the port; 
their reflections are clearly visible in the calm water in this masterful engraving. At the lower left are two Native American hunters overlooking an 
industrialized vista. At lower right is a portrait of Florence Nightingale. Notice it has an engraved blue serial number "87625" for demonstration 
purposes. There were six $1 proofs listed in 2006, but this India paper proof mounted on original cardstock is tied for finest known and is on par 
with the other $1 proof we sold in Newman Part VI for $2,350. Noted as "Hole Punch Cancelled" and "Mounted on Cardstock." This "A" position 
proof is a Superb Gem with impeccable style.

There is a mixture of styles 
from the predecessor firms. At the top center is the Danforth, Bald 
& Co. (DB) created allegory of Native American and settler maternal 
family groups that flank the portrait of Chief Red Jacket. At the lower 
left is the Baldwin, Adams & Co. portrait of a young boy used on 
several notes; this was also seen on the Confederate States Type 32 
notes adapted from the Mechanics Savings Bank plates modified for 
CSA use. At the lower right is a Native American huntress adapted 
from 1840s style Danforth imprints. The blue serial number "87625" 
is for demonstration purposes. Noted as "Hole Punch Cancelled" and

In a strange 
juxtaposition, the train with Samson class locomotive traveling away 
from the viewer appears to be headed straight for the river, on a 
collision course with the passing steamer. Oval "1" counters are on 
either side. End panels show ONE above and below with a tall vignette 
between. At left, standing figure with a masculine torso forms a hybrid 
vignette with what is traditionally a Minerva head. At right, standing 
Ceres holds a sheaf of wheat and sickle. A cornucopia is at her feet. 
Listed as a Rarity-7 note; we could find no recent auction records. This 
is a very bright note with excellent paper body, and a key Mississippi 
issued note.

A primitive local plate, without 
imprint, was used to print the note on white paper. The layout and 
designs are the same as the Real Estate Banking Company of Louisville, 
Mississippi (Leggett 4). An eagle, with shield, trident and horn is at top 
center. Identical end panels show dies. Obligations are across. With 
signatures and serial number 11. The lack of background history makes 
it impossible to determine if the note is properly signed. Noted with 
"Edge Tears and Damage; Hinge Repairs." At this time, we consider this 
a unique note and an important opportunity.

It is a written "ninety days" post note and also has the 
written [at] "the Planters & Merchants Bank of Mobile on demand" 
clause. An early train passes a riverboat heading up river. Identical ends 
show "10" on finely engraved lathe work. Noted with "Minor Mounting 
Remnants on Back." This is listed as a Rarity-7 note. An extremely 
difficult series and note to obtain.

At top center, between "L" counters, 
is a wharf and river scene, with a train traveling east and a steamboat 
heading west. The left end panel shows a perpendicular FIFTY. The 
right end panel has "50" above, and below, a cotton boll and leaves. 
An eagle in flight with the Stars and Stripes shield is at the bottom. 
Noted with "Minor Mounting Remnants on Back; Minor Stains." A 
very bold note, and the mentioned trivial flaws are overshadowed by 
its beautiful pen accomplishment and strong printing. This note is a 
sleeper, in our opinion.

This seldom- 
offered type is assigned Rarity-7 ratings in both books . Rare Mississippi 
banknotes are often closely held by their collectors. This beautiful note 
is new to the collector fraternity for its enjoyment.

The top left shows a seated allegorical 
female holding a sickle in one hand and, with the other, supporting a 
cartouche showing a steamboat. In the upper right, field hands pick 
cotton. The lower right has "$2," which indicates the plate style. Noted 
as "Edge and Internal Splits and Damage; Backed." The backing is a 
thin paper sheet added to strengthen the paper. This faces up nicely, 
with strong details in the vignettes.

In the upper right, field hands pick 
cotton. The lower right shows "$3." Noted with "Edge and Internal 
Splits and Damage; Backed." The "Corinth" is chipped off the lower 
left, but the backing holds the note together well and the vignette 
details are strong.

At lower 
right, a pleasant young woman with a flower in her hair. Numerical 
counters are at the top corners with Roman numeral counters on red 
backgrounds adjacent. A vermillion protector is over the denomination 
and obligation with small counters flanking the vignette.

It 
is the only example we have seen and, though priced in Haxby, it is 
not illustrated. The other denominations in Haxby are all SENC. Like 
demand notes, this was printed from engraved plates by Rawdon, 
Wright & Hatch. An interesting vignette is positioned at the top, left 
of center, between two "5" counters. As a number of steamboats 
sail away, a very large alligator ventures into the water. At top right, 
the classic vignette of Moneta, Mercury and the griffin. The base 
vignette shows an armadillo.

Penned is: "Twelve Months" 
after, and this was payable at "the Girard Bank, Philadelphia" with 
interest. A superb Draper, Toppan, Longacre & Co. style plate was used 
to print the series. At top right, Commerce is seated at the shore holding 
a capped liberty pole. The eagle to her left, with wings partially raised, 
looks at her as he somehow grips the top of the Stars and Stripes shield 
with his talons. At the bottom left, a man at a wharf holds the flagpole 
of the stars and stripes, which partially drapes him. There is a star on 
each collar point. He holds his hat aloft as if in greeting. Noted with

Sculptural 
lathe work shows perpendicular "TEN" at left and cameo dies at the 
right, each with a letter on them spelling "T E N." This $10 is not to be 
confused with the home demand note, as we mentioned, and is new to 
the collecting fraternity.

The imprint and style of Western Bank 
Note Co./Woodruff & Mason, Cincinnati is seen in the vignettes and 
layout. Above the curving title, and between two "X" counters, we 
once again encounter our hunter, used by this imprint, and his dog in 
the wilderness. End panels show the "X" above and TEN below, with 
an allegorical female with sword between. The post note engraved 
text is at top and engraved "in Mississippi Bank Notes" at bottom.

It has a 
green security back, as in 1863, but with a different enactment date of 
February 20, 1865. The title is at top, enactment at bottom, and large 
white "1" at the sides. Heavy perpendicular endorsement is at the 
center of the back.

The first stellar Missouri 
proof in this Newman part VII is an unpubplished $2 unregistered 
series type. Like the other color proofs, printed from superb plates 
by the American Bank Note Company. At the center of the iconic 
vignette, The Reapers. A little girl wearing a pearl necklace is at the 
left. A portrait of Florence Nightingale is at the right. A light vermillion 
guilloche is at the bottom center. Noted as "Hole Punch Cancelled" 
as made and with "Edge Tears; Hinge Repairs: Mounting Remnants on 
Back."

The 
busy riverboat landing is shown in great detail. Ship after ship has gangways ready for transporting onboard the goods that are piled on the shore.

NH-255 G12 SENC. PCGS Fine 15. The Newman Obsolete banknote 
collection has been a treasure trove for new discoveries and research 
opportunities. The two notes from this tongue-twister title are the 
first we have seen and confirm the Haxby listings which were SENC. 
The Whitman Encyclopedia discusses the bank history from its 1825 
founding to into the early 1840s, when its internal corruption was 
exposed and a court case ensued.. However, it appears early on the 
bank issued notes and readily redeemed them. The exceptional rarity 
of the notes seems to indicate that the bank redeemed its circulation 
by 1848, while still in business, to wind up affairs as enacted by the 
state legislature. The early Perkins Plate style with oval border encloses 
micro-lettering, titles, obligations, denomination and location. Intricate 
half-die panels are at each end. Outside corners with "3" counters are 
on shaded lathe work. This is a unique discovery note and certainly 
one of the greatest Perkins Plate notes from New England. A high-grade 
note and a priceless title for the specialist.

G16 SENC. PCGS Very Fine 30. This is a second amazing note from 
this previously unknown bank and a museum caliber example. Listed 
as SENC in Haxby and "None Known" in the Whitman Encyclopedia, 
this is the first we have seen. This note has the Patent Stereotype Steel 
Plate imprint that Perkins used for this denomination series. Micro¬ 
lettering is in the center along with the title, obligation, denomination 
and city. The left end shows perpendicular NEW HAMPSHIRE on 
shaded lathe work. The right end has the denomination in oval dies 
with the plate letter "K" in between. Fully engraved back "CHECK 
PLATE" back with multiple vertical segments. Extremely bold on 
both sides. This is a wonder note and one of the jewels from New 
Hampshire Obsolete currency and banking history.

N. Mex. 10 Cents Undated (Ca. 1900). Durand-UNL. PCGS Fine 15 
Apparent. Western and New Mexico Territory National Banknotes 
have been avidly collected, and many have achieved significant 
realizations at auctions. New Mexico scrip from this period, like this 
note, is even rarer. A classic "This is not intended to be used as money" 
genre series type. The small format note is lithographed on two sides by 
Jones, Chicago. Titles and obligations are in the center. At the upper left 
is an interesting female profile with a style reminiscent of the United 
States $50 Half Union pattern coins or the pattern "Schoolgirl" design 
by George T. Morgan. At the upper right is the intertwined company 
emblem as often used on this genre of scrip. A red protector "10" is 
in the center. The green back shows a lathe work pattern and multiple 
white outlined "10" counters, the largest in the center. Noted with 
"Minor Rust Stains." A significant New Mexico Territorial scrip note and 
first we have catalogued.

18489 Santa Fe, NM - Alex. Blake & Co. (formerly Chas. G. Parker 
& Co.) Exchange Hotel $1.50 Nov. 1, 1862. Durand-UNL. PCGS 
Very Good 8. This is one of the most fascinating Civil War scrip notes 
from the Newman Collection and the first we have ever encountered. 
Its full history and details are steeped in mystery at this time. The 
Exchange Hotel was the prominent hotel, the only one in Santa Fe 
at the end of the legendary 'Trail." It of course was a large gambling 
hall. In 1862, Santa Fe was very strategic, and numerous Confederate 
and Union skirmishes occurred in the area. The hotel's history in this 
period is murky and the issuer of this note, Blake & Co., may have 
only acted as an exchange broker from the location, the most famous 
in the far west at the time. The note itself was printed in St. Fouis by 
R.P. Studley & Co., Fith. St. Fouis, Mo. on white bond paper. The 
style is Northern, with the arced title of CHAS. G. PARKER & CO. 
and straight EXCHANGE HOTEF across. Detailed obligation below 
includes, "We will give in Exchange U.S. Treasury Notes." A woman 
with a stalk of grain is at lower left, and a woman feeding chickens is 
at lower right. It was very neatly penned in red across the Parker title, 
and was signed by the new note guarantor, Alex. Blake & Co. This is a 
unique example to our knowledge, and the $1.50 odd denomination 
adds to its character and mystique. This only has honest circulation 
and soiling on a note that saw considerable commerce in the "Wild 
West" of New Mexico's Civil War action. This is a dynamic artifact of 
Western American financial history.

Likely Unique Staab & Brother 
Jewish Merchant's Note 

18490 Santa Fe, NM - L. Staab & Brother $1 on Demand Undated 
(Ca. 1860's-1870's). Durand-UNL. PCGS Fine 12 Apparent. This is 
another New Mexico territorial period note that is steeped in history, 
but with its details quite mysterious. One well-documented fact is 
that Jewish merchants thrived in this region for decades and were 
instrumental in the financial development of the region. That included 
the iconic Levi Straus (though sadly, never a paper money issuer). 
Staab is a footnote name, but this is a confirmed Jewish family in the 
area, and Abraham Staab was the prominent member whose fortune 
was made in providing Civil War supplies to the Union. The family 
became much more prominent after the war and into the early 20th 
Century. The note was lithographed by Thalmessinger & Cahn, 310 
Broadway, N.Y. on white bond paper. The main vignette at center 
shows a bold eagle, shield and banner. A woman's vignette is at lower 
left, and vignette at the lower right (mostly missing) is unknown. The 
large red "$1" protector in the center is flanked by smaller color dies. 
A chunk is out of the right end of the note with 85% remaining. Noted 
by grading as "Piece Missing at Right; Rust Stains." Difficult to estimate 
since it is not whole, but it is still a historic Jewish merchant note from 
the far west that is likely unique.

The green lathe work back displays 
the title in the center die, surrounding "XX" in center, End dies show 
denomination written across. A very bright note with full margins. A 
beautiful fully issued note.

She provides a drink to the eagle 
perched on a cornucopia that is spilling coins. At lower right, an oval 
portrait shows a well-dressed woman wearing jewelry and holding 
flowers. The base vignette shows a reclining allegorical female. Noted 
as "Slit Cancelled" and "Mounted on Cardstock" as made. The deep 
black inking is stunning, and the vignettes are superbly engraved.

India paper proof engraved and printed by Rawdon, Wright, Hatch & 
Edson, New-York. Two farmers at top center are ready to partake of the 
meal the farmwoman is about to serve from her basket. Other hands 
continue to work in the background. In an agricultural-themed frame at 
lower left, a young woman with long hair poses in an off-the-shoulder 
dress. Under the numeric counter at right, a trio of fellows congregates 
around a very large "3": a blacksmith, sailor and farmer. Noted as 
"Hole Punch Cancelled" as made. Another superb impression and 
possibly a unique proof from the series.

G2b SENC. PCGS Very Fine 20. The Newman Collection remarkably 
cared for three issued notes from this extremely rare, all SENC bank 
title in Haxby. There are imprint variants, but the original plates were 
engraved by Danforth, Wright & Co., and this note has an added "ABC" 
monogram on the plate. The bank apparently redeemed its notes and 
merged into another bank when the National Banks were launched in 
1864. This explains their great rarity. Above the title, a blacksmith and 
farrier are occupied with shoeing a large white horse. Another man, 
likely the owner, looks on. Numeric counters are in the upper corners. 
At lower right, a Native American mother embraces her child. The red 
protector ONE has wide spacing between the letters. The $2 note from 
the bank in the April 2015 Newman Part VI sale was a slightly later, 
unlisted imprint variant, and realized $2,233. This is equally attractive 
and rare.

A portrait of 
Washington in an oval frame is to the right. The upper corners show 
"3" counters. At lower left is the New York bank seal. At lower right 
are Mechanic's symbols: a gear, an arm and hammer, and an anvil. A 
red protector THREE is across the bottom. This is another very pleasing 
note and the only example we have seen.

NY-640 G8 SENC. PCGS Fine 15. This is among the rarest upstate New 
York banks and is all SENC in Haxby at both locations; the other is in 
Ashford. Printed from engraved plates by Rawdon, Wright, Hatch & 
Edson, New-York. At top center, a young man coaxes a reluctant sheep 
into the water as an older man observes. Behind, a boy and dog keep 
the rest of the animals moving forward. The allegorical female at the 
left end holds a cornucopia spilling fruit. A "5" shield is at her feet and 
a FIVE on a denomination block is below. Under the numeric counter 
at the right end, a farmwoman is busy raking. We have seen only one 
issued note from the bank, and this example has been in the Newman 
Collection for decades.

NY-695 (G8a) UNL. PCGS Very Fine 25. This is a rare "named banker" 
title seen on several banks in New York. This note has the banker title, 
signature and likely his portrait. Danforth, Wright & Co, engraved the 
plates and the imprint is an intermediate type, very rare with an "ABC" 
monogram and engraved date. Two farm hands in the foreground use 
grain cradles. Many others in the background work the field. A three- 
quarter portrait of a formally dressed man, probably Worthington, is in 
a decorative oval frame in the right corner. It is interesting to note the 
left signature was "Register," who would have served as the assistant 
to Worthington. All notes from the bank are rare, but this issued $5 is 
extremely rare. Most of notes were redeemed as they were personally 
guaranteed by Worthington.

There are many 
rare New York India paper proofs engraved and printed by Rawdon, 
Wright, Hatch & Edson, New-York in the Newman Collection. Most 
are exceedingly rare or unique; the imprint family did not appear in 
the 1990 American Banknote Company dispersal. Notes from this 
imprint became parts of collections over a century ago. This is another 
extremely rare or unique India paper proof. Looking rather forlorn, a 
milkmaid sits on a rock holding her wooden pail on her lap. Perhaps 
the empty pail lying on the ground is the source of her discomfort. 
The woman raking grain at left appears more cheerful. An oval scene 
of men on horseback and cattle is at lower right. The base vignette 
shows a safe. Noted as "Hole Punch Cancelled" and with some "Minor 
Mounting Remnants on Back." There is only some subtle handling on 
this gorgeous proof.

FUN). This has a rather unusual layout. A rectangular frame at center 
below the title shows a half-length portrait of a Charles Cook (engineer, 
canal builder and prominent Havana business man), the first president 
of the bank and used on this title only, with folded hands on a dark 
background. Large numeric counters are flanking. At top left, a 
carpenter rests the head of his hammer on his workbench. Commerce 
is at lower right. This note shows deep, velvety blacks, the product of 
the style of graver used when cutting the plate. A superb note with an 
engaging style.

Two 
bust-length male portraits on dark backgrounds are seen: one to the 
left of the vignette (perhaps the cashier, who would have been more 
prominent than the president in the financial backing role); in the lower 
right corner, the Charles Cook portrait used on the $1 (only this time in 
an oval). A superbly crafted note with deep inking making the vignettes 
stand out impressively.

This remainder note printed on bond paper has ample Gavit & Co. 
style. In the central vignette, a group of cows is in the foreground. In 
the near distance, a couple of animals venture off for a drink of water. 
A large, rectangular portrait of Washington is in the upper left. At lower 
right, an allegorical female seated on a bale holds dividers and a spear 
pointing downward. Deeply inked and boldly printed. The $10 note 
from the Newman Part VI Sale realized $1,998 in PCGS Choice New 
63PPQ. A gorgeous Gavit printed rarity.

In the right end 
panel, a train vignette is between FIVE counters, with the one at top 
arced and the one at bottom on a denomination block. With fabulous 
style and fully issued: a tremendous combination.

G8 SENC. Proof. PCGS Choice About New 58. A marvelous title 
with a quintet (5 portraits = 5 dollars as a denomination protector) 
of Continental Army generals' portraits comprising the ends. An 
impressive India paper on cardstock proof engraved and printed by 
Rawdon, Wright, Hatch & Edson, New-York. The five distinguished 
men and an equal amount of allegorical women appear on this $5 
note. At top center, at the shore, a large "5" is in front of standing 
Justice. The rest of the quintet is seated. In the background at left, 
ships are at sail; at right, a train travels east. The portrait attributions 
are difficult and not the household names of the Revolutionary War. At 
top left, General Joseph Warren (after John Singleton Copley), who fell 
at Bunker Hill(top); Israel Putnam (at bottom); The upper right portrait 
has not been attributed by us; at center right is "Mad" Anthony Wayne, 
adapted from a painting; at bottom right is Henry Knox (the vignette 
also seen on Canton Bank, China, Maine). An extremely rare proof. The 
Ford VIII sale in January 2005 had an example on which only Putnam 
was identified by the cataloger. Noted as "Cut Cancelled," comprising 
razor thin slits in the signature blocks of the India paper only, and 
"Mounted on Cardstock" as made. Wide margined and with a Gem 
appearance.

This $500 demand note proof from the Franklin Bank, engraved and 
printed by Abner Reed without an imprint, is the companion to the 
$1,000 proof we sold in Newman Part VI. The series was not present in 
the Abner Reed archive proof book, once owned by F.C.C. Boyd. The 
Reed book was disassembled in the late 1970s for eventual sale in 1983 
(NASCA Abner Reed sale) and 1999 (Stack's Americana Sale.) The core 
New York proofs from that archive and the Leney & Rollinson archive 
book (also owned by Boyd at one time) were all sold by 1999. Our 
survey of many auction sales with New York notes and proofs yielded 
no examples from this Franklin Bank demand note series (only Post 
Notes as plated in Haxby from the Boyd-Ford book). In the vignette 
at the top, a United States frigate with two gun decks sails away. 
Two sailboats are in the channel with the lighthouse ahead. Numeric 
counters in ornate ovals are at each side. An oval-framed Franklin 
cameo is at the base. Perpendicular textual denominations between 
"500" are in both end panels: white type on black at left and the 
reverse at right. The only example we have seen and exceptionally well 
styled. Noted as "Pen Cancelled," with squiggles across the signature 
blocks and "Stains," which consist of some modest, scattered foxing. 
The $1,000 proof from the series sold for $3,055 in the same PCGS 
designation. Equally desirable and a stylish proof.

Occupational titles, 
a topic collected for decades by National Bank Note collectors, are 
also extremely relevant to Obsolete note students. This example 
was printed on India paper and affixed to a yellow sheet (noted as 
"Mounted on Card Stock"). At left, a cherub sharpening a tool operates 
a foot-powered grinder with a water reservoir on top. At right, a gaucho 
(early cowboy) is on the range. The sole end panel at left shows a 
"10" on a lathe work background. This wonderfully styled proof was 
in the comprehensive Guevrekian New York Obsolete collection sale 
conducted by NASCA in 1977. The $50 proof from the series, also 
obtained from the Guevrekian sale, realized $1,880 in the Newman 
Part VI sale. Noted as "Hole Punch Cancelled" only through the 
India paper and "Mounted on Cardstock." A charming title and proof.

This denomination 
is SENC, though it also appeared in the Guevrekian sale and this 
should be that example. An India paper proof mounted on yellow 
paper, engraved and printed by Rawdon, Wright, Hatch & Co., New- 
York. On this denomination, the perpendicular textual denomination 
is on the left end panel. The gaucho scene is now at top center with a 
numeric counter at left and a textual counter to the right. At far right, 
between SAFETY and FUND, the cherub works the grindstone, a detail 
from the complete vignette created for the bank. Below is a TWENTY 
counter. Another beautifully styled proof that came from the 1977 
Guevrekian sale. Noted as "Hole Punch Cancelled" in the India paper 
only and also "Mounted on Cardstock." Rare and beautiful. Ex:NASCA, 
Jack Guevrekian Collection Sale, January 21-22, 1977, lot 476; Eric P.

In the busy vignette at upper left, the seated 
allegorical female holds up a cornucopia containing produce with 
her right hand. She points the caduceus in her left hand toward the 
Comptroller's Office seal. Around her are a rake, bundle of wheat, 
sextant, cornucopia spilling coins, barrels, and other containers. A 
sailor leaning on a capstan is at lower right. Noted with some "Splits 
and Tears" which are reinforced by the "new" card noted as "Mounted 
on Cardstock." This is likely unique.

G250a. Proof. PCGS Choice About New 58 Apparent. The Bank of 
New York, founded 1784 and still known today as "BONY," is one 
of the first three banks established in the infancy of the independent 
United States of America. This is a significant Bank of New York India 
paper color proof engraved and printed by the American Bank Note 
Company. At the center, under the arced title, is standing America 
engraved by Alfred Jones and also used on the $20 Demand Notes. 
At the left end is the New York Bank seal, perpendicular. The other 
three corners show different "2" dies, the upper ones with green 
circular frames. The green frame is all around, with wide side panels 
and flanking green dies on each side of the central vignette. The $3 
proof from the set appeared in the Newman Part VI sale and realized 
$2,585 graded PCGS Choice About New 55 Apparent. Noted as "Hole 
Punch Cancelled" as made and with "Repaired Edge Cut at LR; Minor 
Stains; Small Edge Tear UR." The central vignette and vibrant color are 
remarkable.

This is a very distinctive and handsome 
Toppan, Carpenter & Co. India paper proof mounted on cardstock. An 
enormous "Lazy "3" in gray covers a good portion of the face. At top 
center, a large beehive among flowering plants symbolizes Industry; the 
beehive motif is used on this Bank of New York series. Noted as "Hole 
Punch Cancelled" and "Mounted on Cardstock." A penciled collector 
notation is on the back of the card. There is a razor thin line at the 
top right running from the edge into the busy vignette. Apparently, an 
inked fiber became embedded into the India paper during the printing 
process and is embossed to the back of the card. Rare and beautifully 
styled.

18514 New York, NY - New York Dry Dock Company $1 Jan. 1, 
1828 NY-1810 G2. PCGS Very Fine 20 Apparent. An issued banknote 
rarity and a superbly vignetted type by A.B.C. Durand, Wright & Co. 
This is the serial number 29 note, and it is one of the earliest issued 
notes from the bank. Most of these were redeemed and the operations 
eventually folded into the Eleventh Ward Bank in 1867. Archimedes, 
represented by by Atlas at the top, reclines among the clouds as he 
levers the earth from a mountain peak. Ships are shown at sail. At left 
is a perpendicular wharf scene adjacent to the early Castle Clinton 
in lower Manhattan; this end vignette appears only on this series. At 
right, John Jay is in an oval frame between numeric counters. The series 
was not represented in Stack's March, 2009 White Oak Collection 
auction. Noted with "Minor Mounting Remnants on Back," otherwise, 
in extraordinary condition. A standout New York City issued banknote 
with an inspired layout.

18_NY-1825 UNL Proof. PCGS Extremely Fine 45 Apparent. This 

is an unlisted high denomination from the bank and the first we have 
seen. A thick laid paper proof. Although it lacks an imprint, we know 
it is by Reed, Stiles & Co. based on the style of end panels which use 
lathe work ovals and circles, unlike the earlier Reed proofs. The cutting 
of the top vignette provides additional confirmation of the combined 
imprint's style. That lovely vignette shows a variety of engraver's 
marks: stippling, hatching and cross-hatching. The elegant, fluid lines 
are particularly evident in the clouds. The lissome allegorical female 
is calculating with a large abacus. This is the first we have ever seen of 
this vignette. The series and note was not in Boyd's proof archive books 
broken up Ford decades later. The other proofs from the bank were 
printed by Leney and Rollinson. Noted as "Pen Cancelled," with small 
"X" marks in the signatures, and with "Stains." This might be unique 
and a new discovery series from New York City from the Newman 
collection.

With 
the talons of one foot, he grips the rock in the sea. He firmly plants 
those of his other foot on the edge of the sideways Stars and Stripes 
shield that rests on the E PLURIBUS UNUM banner. At lower right, a 
Native American woman holds up one ear of corn and supports a "1" 
counter. A red protector ONE is at the bottom. Noted as "Hole Punch 
Cancelled" and "Mounted on Cardstock" as made. The handling on the 
card is minimal. This looks Gem at first glance.

The bank title is 
interesting and rare, using complementary Henry Hudson vignette dies 
originally engraved by Durand, Perkins & Co. for the bank's private 
use on banknote plates. This proof is printed on India paper only, 
but with the succeeding Rawdon, Wright, Hatch & Co., New-York 
imprint. The top center scene shows Henry Hudson's Discovery of 
the Hudson River. Hudson's ship Half Moon sails past the Palisades, 
which are inscribed with the error date of 1608; Hudson's voyage 
actually took place in 1609. Flanking are ONE dies. A female portrait 
is at left with the Comptroller's Office pledge. On the panel at right are 
corner portraits, with John Jay at the upper right and a male portrait 
(possibly DeWitt Clinton) at bottom. The vignette is one of the great 
historical scenes on Obsolete currency, and the error date makes it 
more interesting. Noted with "Mounting Remnants on Back" that do 
not affect the eye appeal. Very bold and handsome.

This is a fully issued, 
and later-dated note from the bank with a different Henry Hudson 
vignette. The original plates saw an interesting evolution in exact style 
and imprint, but the original top $5 vignette die remained the same. 
Printed from a Rawdon, Wright, Hatch & Edson plate with an "ABC" 
monogram. Finely garbed Henry Hudson seated with plumed hat, 
holds a map showing Albany and the Hudson River flowing toward 
New York; the 1608 error date is engraved on a rock. The left end 
has the required Bank Department die, but engraved in early style in 
an oval. At the right end, five overlapping Bust Dollar obverses are 
between FIVE counters. A red protector FIVE is at the bottom. This 
Hudson vignette was used only on the $5 notes from the bank. Noted 
with an "Edge Tear in UR Corner." A rare note with very sharp details.

18519 New York, NY - Bank of the Union in the City of New York 
$1 July 4, 1853 NY-1945 G2 SENC. PCGS Very Fine 20. There were 
four proofs of this type in the 1990 American Banknote Company 
Archive sale, but this is the first issued note of any denomination we 
have ever seen from the title. Prior to 1990, this was an all SENC bank 
in Haxby with just descriptions from Wismer. The fine geometric 
details and vignettes are by Danforth, Bald & Co. Between the title 
and denomination, an allegorical female with her hair in a bun reclines 
next to a standing eagle. In the distance, a train traverses a bridge. The 
harbor and city view are far away. At the right end is horizontal strip 
of lathe work with Durand patent text above (seen on the proofs, here 
muddy from wear). Problem-free and, as an issued note, exceedingly 
rare. This is another New York treasure from the Newman Obsolete 
note binders.

York plates is seen on this rarity. Rural imagery is displayed on this 
note. At right, a farmer and milkmaid gaze at one another as they lean 
on a shield showing a plow and stacks of grain in the foreground and 
a mountain vista behind. At top left, men on horseback are tending to 
livestock. Excellent style and high bank rarity.

Remarkably, 
the Newman Collection contained five genuine notes from this rare 
bank and two-color series. This is the only issued note from the 
quintet and this SENC type is not canceled harshly like the $2 Haxby 
plate note. The full green tint plate across the note by the American 
Bank Note Company combines elegantly with the two immense red 
"1" protectors that are so vivid they practically jump off the green. At 
top center, animals refresh themselves in a watering hole. Numeric 
counters are in the upper corners, and a dog and safe motif is at lower 
right. Exceedingly rare as a type and issued note. Most notes from the 
bank were redeemed when the bank converted to a National Bank. 
Noted with "Ink Erosion and Hinge Repairs," but overall sharp. An 
Upstate New York issued note rarity.

This is the final and highest denomination from a quartet of 
Poughkeepsie two-color proofs treasured in the Newman collection. 
Each was printed on India paper only with full green tint across the 
note and very deep, bold red protectors. A full, very fine lace green 
tint covers the note, and deep red "20" protectors flank the center 
vignette. This show-stopping layout is divided into two sections by a 
border that goes around the perimeter and travels vertically about Va 
from the left, forming a cartouche. Within that area at left is a floating 
allegorical female, Morning as originally engraved for Bald, Cousland 
& Co., holding a branch. She is barely contained by the rectangular 
frame, as her head, feet and drapery touch the edges. The other 3 A 
of the note shows a portrait of a sophisticated woman beneath the 
arced title. Contrasted with the subtle green tint and vibrant red of 
the counters, the black and white images are magnificent. Noted as 
"Hole Punch Cancelled" as made and with "Edge Tears at Left; Hinge 
Remnants on Back." The proof was a little brittle at one end, but is 
stabilized. The three other proofs in Newman Part VI: $3, $5, and $10, 
realized $5,170, $6,463, and $6,463 respectively. Though this does 
not match those in technical condition, the rarity is still exceptional 
and the eye appeal breathtaking.

At top right, a 
rather forlorn-looking allegorical female is seated on a bale, her elbow 
resting on a shield showing the sun rising between two mountains 
and shining on the lake below. She gestures toward the vignette at 
lower right that shows a rather buxom farmwoman holding a bundle 
of wheat while leaning on a fence. At the far left is Minerva, holding 
her spear and an elongated Stars and Stripes shield. Noted as "Hole 
Punch Cancelled" as made. Only petty handling is seen, and this note 
has a Gem appearance.

The New York bank die is at left 
between "5" counters; all are oriented perpendicularly. At the right end, 
a male portrait of Elias Boudinot is between FIVE counters. Great rarity 
and superb grade. A museum caliber note.

In the wide vignette at top, wild horses are running with reckless 
abandon. The artistic vignette of Child with Rabbits , adapted from the 
painting by Solomon Nunes Carvalho, provides a sharp contrast to the 
intensity of the fractious horses. Noted with "Minor Stains." Genuine 
notes of any kind from the bank are rare. This blue tinted type is 
important and distinctive.

We have only seen one example in 
proof and believe this is a unique issued note. Very boldly signed, and 
a vibrant note. A beautiful example.

The note, without a tint, was crafted by the National Bank 
Note Company. In an oval frame below the curving title, The Young 
Students shows three children engrossed in their schoolwork. At 
lower right, two beehives are nestled in a bower. Counters are in the 
lower left and upper right, both with extraordinary geometric detail. 
Well margined and detailed. This superb $3 Yonkers note is a fitting 
conclusion to the many great New York rarities offered here in the 
Newman Part VII sale.

18529 Raleigh, NC - State Bank of North Carolina, pay at the 
Planters Bank of New Orleans $5 Sept. 16, 1819 NC-65 (C400) UNL 
Contemporary Counterfeit. PCGS Very Fine 20 Apparent. This is a 
very rare contemporary counterfeit type and might be a spurious issue. 
The Haxby listing plates a similar note as NC-65 G400, but the details 
on this Reed imprinted example are washy and inarticulate. The end 
panels are ill defined and Reed's fine line vignette execution is missing. 
Though contemporary and false, the type still has merit and importance 
to two state's collectors. As we have discussed, compared to other 
notes with similar design elements, the lack of artistic and engraving 
skill is immediately evident on this note, from the crudely drawn sun 
to the uninspired end panels. The vignette has the unusual addition 
of a poorly engraved spinning wheel, which is copied from other 
denominations used from the bank in the period. Noted with "Small 
Edge Splits and Tears." An attractive example of this North Carolina- 
Louisiana rarity.

18530 Raleigh, NC - Treasury of North Carolina-Act of 1814, 
Chapter 6 5 Cents Aug. 4, 1815 Cr. 01. PCGS Fine 12. An extremely 
rare note and series as listed in Hugh Shull's A Guidebook of Southern 
States Currency (known as Shull-Criswell). This is from the initial 
series of notes, and the type is plated in Shull-Criswell with a museum 
collection example that is not as sharp looking as this. An intaglio 
engraved note by Murray, Draper, Fairman & Co. The agricultural 
vignette at top center shows a pleasingly arranged grouping of a rake, 
sheaves of grain and a sickle. Cartouches in the intricate end panels 
show the denomination in reversed out type. Signed in pen by the 
public treasurer. Assigned a Rarity-11 rating (2-4) known, and our 
research confirms this. Our CAA September 2003 Raleigh collection 
did not contain any examples from the early Treasury note enactments. 
The Charles Affleck North Carolina collection (NASCA Van B. Elliott 
sale catalog, May 1, 1979) also did not contain a note from the series. 
The condition is superior to that seen on the majority of early North 
Carolina Treasury notes. Most of the few observed notes, of all types, 
generally average Good or so, and many show significant damage. 
Excellent paper body and a historic example of early North Carolina 
State currency.

This very 
rare 50 cents note is from the final enactment and date for these initial 
State Treasury issues. The imprint of Fairman, Draper, Underwood & 
Co. is cleverly disguised in the eagle's banner seen in the base vignette 
at lower left. The style of the three-quarter portrait of Benjamin Franklin 
confirms the engraving firm and is featured in an ornate frame at top 
center. Interestingly, one hand is depicted; the index finger points to the 
"50" counter at the right. End panels show the textual denomination at 
left, and "50" at right. This also has a Rarity-11 rating in Shull-Criswell, 
but perhaps there are a few more known than when the latest census 
was compiled. However, the condition is exemplary for a note from this 
enactment and genre.

18532 Raleigh, NC - State of North Carolina $4 August 1, 1862 Cr. 
86E. PCGS Very Fine 20 Apparent. We have often pointed out the 
Newman Collection's diversity, and sometimes, mystery. This State 
of North Carolina $4 is enigmatic, and the most recent revision of 
Shull-Criswell renumbered this note as Cr. 86E (to be closer to related 
denominations of similar character) and noted it and those other types 
sharing the style as spurious issues, not issued officially by the state. 
However, the great rarity is undisputed. Hugh Shull assigned a Rarity-11 
(2-4 known) rating, and we have seen only one other. Printed on frail, 
onion skin type paper without imprint. NORTH CAROLINA is across. 
A cartouche with the obligation is at top. Ends have the denomination 
split, FOUR at left and DOLLARS at right. Noted with "Paper Adhered 
to Back; Small Edge Split at Right." The eye appeal is bright and vibrant. 
An extremely rare, extraordinary note and one of the most important 
Southern States notes from the Newman Collection.

1, 1857 OH-25 G12a, Wolka 0280-05. PCGS Fine 15. This bank's 
issued notes are extremely rare, with more proofs known at this 
time. Slightly left of center, in an oval frame, a bespectacled man is 
portrayed. A large, downward-facing, red, "Lazy 5" protector is at the 
bottom. At lower left, a thirsty frontiersman uses his palm to gather a 
drink of water from a swift stream. The right vignette, used exclusively 
on several Ohio banks, features Webster and Calhoun in the Library. 
Webster stands with the seated Calhoun; a globe is prominent at the 
right. The Wendell Wolka Collection was the definitive Ohio Obsolete 
note collection of all time and he had few issued notes of this style. His 
later-dated $5 from the title, without a protector and with a red back, 
realized $1,880 in our April 2014 CSNS Signature sale featuring his 
collection. This bold note is sharply signed and quite handsome.

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Rare and Historic Kirtland Safety Society Bank $20 

18534 Kirtland, OH - Kirtland Safety Society Bank $20 Mar. 9,1837 OH-245 G12, Wolka 1424-14, Rust 9. PCGS Very Fine 30 Apparent. The 

Mormon paper currency history commences in Kirtland, Ohio in 1836 when Church elders, led by Prophet Joseph Smith, Jr. and Sidney Rigdon 
(as cashier for the bank), sent their designees to Columbus, Ohio (chaired by Orson Hyde) to seek a state bank charter. Simultaneously, the other 
group of elders (led by Oliver Cowdery) went to Underwood, Bald, Spencer & Hufty in Philadelphia to contract for engraved plates, proofs and 
the sheet printing from the four plates purchased. Having the plates engraved and printed was easily accomplished. However, officials at the 
State Capitol in Columbus required specie or other collateralization to protect the circulation and denied the charter. Regardless, their notes were 
already printed and ready to issue, and the bank began operations. Early $1, $2, and $3 notes were stamped "Anti-Banking Co." in diminutive 
letters to comply with or skirt the law, depending on one's viewpoint. The vast majority of Kirtland notes, from $1 to $100, were dated and 
emitted in March 1837, though some are dated earlier. The bank, of course, did not survive the nationwide bank panic in 1837, although Smith 
had guaranteed the notes would one day "be as good as gold." The lack of specie caused the bank's failure and was a large factor in the Mormon 
migration from Ohio to their eventual settlement in Salt Lake City This is a desirable $20 Kirtland Mormon note and much scarcer than lower 
denominations from the series. These were printed on an oddly configured $20A-$10A two-subject sheet engraved at Underwood, Bald, Spencer 
& Hufty, N. York & Philad. from the original plate order (see Nyholm, Fig. 16 and 1990 ABN Sale, Lot 1463). Seated Commerce, at top center, 
holds a sheaf with the wrapping so extensive it appears at first glance to be a diminutive palm tree. An allegorical figure with palette and brush 
sits beside her. On the other side, with her arm on Commerce's knee, a figure holding an open book crouches. A ship is partially visible in the 
background. Block "20" counters are above and below at both ends, with an oval picture of a farm family in between. The secretarial signature 
of J. Smith, Jr. is at the left and S. Rigdon at the right. Very scarce, and estimates of about 50 notes surviving today seem supported by Nyholm's 
more detailed research, census data and expansion from the earlier Alvin E. Rust work ( Mormon and Utah Coin and Currency), along with the 
research in the October 2004 Stack's John J. Ford, Jr. Part VI catalog.

The Extremely Fine 40PPQ $20 from Newman Part VI 
realized $6,463. These Kirtland higher denominations are always in demand.

There 
are very few American Bank Note Company imprint color proofs from Ohio, making them a very rare class. The Springfield Bank was one 
of Ohio's so-called "Free Banks" and this is noted on the proof at the base. This title was one of a very few that created attractive and dis¬ 
tinctive $1, $2, and $3 designs by the American Bank Note Company, as opposed to more generic "State Stock Bank" styles. The bank 
eventually became he First National Bank of Springfield, charter number 238, in February, 1864. This India paper proof is unlisted. It shows 
a green guilloche along the bottom and bold green counter surrounds at the top corners. In the wide farm scene at top center, a woman 
is milking a cow. A woman's portrait is at lower right. Noted as "Hole Punch Cancelled" as made and with "Mounting Remnants on 
Back" at the top corners. This green color Springfield Bank color proof was not in the comprehensive Wendell Wolka Ohio collection.

The Choctaw Nation pieces are well known and collected in the Southern States canon with Criswell-Shull numbers. The Armstrong Academy 
was founded in 1845 by the Baptist Mission. Four denominations were printed on different colored paper to help differentiate them. Printed on 
light blue rag paper, without an imprint, using a local typeset style in black. A double-line border encloses the texts and obligations. The denomi¬ 
nation ONE DOLLAR is across, with a pattern at the left end. The lower has a small "$1" and "1" counter. Signed at lower right by J. Riley as 
the "National Secretary of said Nation." Official face endorsement with diagonal signature across the left of "S.Jamuel] Garland/P. C. C. N." and 
redeemed noted by written "Paid" vertically down center. No. 80/No.1. The back is blank and the note was not reissued in 1865. Rare and with 
a Shull-Criswell Rarity 10 (5-15 known) rating. The majority of $1 notes observed by us are not reissued, and this may explain their lesser rating 
compared to other denominations. An appealing example from this seldom offered series of historically fascinating American paper money.

Fine 15 Apparent. A historic and unique territorial period scrip that is arguably the greatest of all Oklahoma-lndian Nation notes. This is the 
Burgett Plate Note, and we have not seen another example from the series. The note is fascinating on several levels and expresses a rich nar¬ 
rative. This is the only scrip we have seen with the designation "Western Arkansas." The Confederate theatre during the Trans-Mississippi 
Department era crossed the borders of what would become several American states after the Civil War. Boggy Creek, a trading center and 
active community, was strategically located between the Choctaw and Chickasaw nations. The Choctaws, Chickasaws and the Confederacy 
made a treaty in July, 1861 that formed a district with Boggy Depot as the seat. The note itself is printed on brown rag paper and its over¬ 
all style is similar to some Mayer Brothers notes from Arkansas. The upper left has the 50/100 fraction. Location and engraved date are 
at the upper right. The Gothic denomination "Fifty Cents in Merchandise" is across at top center, with the rest of the obligation beneath. 
Highlighted, toward the bottom, is the bolded CONFEDERATE NOTES, for which the notes could be redeemed. The note was not signed 
on the face, but the issuer name REUBEN WRIGHT appears at lower right in all capital letters. The most fascinating diagnostic of this note 
is that the end panels are formed by an interesting pattern. Perpendicular at the left is JEFF. DAVIS, /PRESIDENT and at the right, ALEX. 
H. STEPHENS, /VICE PRESIDENT. The patriotic reference to the Confederate Executive branch would certainly communicate loyalty. The 
blank back is countersigned by Reuben Wright. Wright was an important and wealthy man at the beginning of the War. A New Englander, 
he established the store at Old Boggy and accumulated much of his fortune in trading establishments located at Skullyville and Doaksville 
in the eastern part of the Choctaw Nation. He had a considerable gold stockpile from supplying the Chickasaw Nation with provisions for 
their academies. Since he was a "Yankee," the Confederates wanted him and his gold. He knew to leave promptly and return to the North. 
He hid the gold within layers of deerskins and headed overland, south to Galveston, with an armed guard where they ran the blockade suc¬ 
cessfully and he returned home. Noted with "Repairs; Pieces Replaced" and the "Burgett Plate Note" on the encapsulation. The overall 
appearance is superb and this is of the highest rarity, considered Unique. A museum piece and riveting Confederate era scrip note.

The F.H. Nash 
notes are interesting Cherokee Nation scrip and were redeemable at two merchants in Arkansas. The Nash notes were directly relat¬ 
ed to the Mayer's Brothers issues from Fort Smith, Arkansas and White & Hanley notes from Van Buren. The style suggests they may 
have been printed at Fort Smith. Florian H. Nash was a merchant and sutler at Fort Gibson (it was named for Col. George Gibson), 
which had been abandoned by the United States in 1857. The Confederate Army reactivated it in 1861. This note series was pay¬ 
able only at Van Buren and Fort Smith, unlike some of the Mayer's Brothers notes which were payable at up to four locations. A type¬ 
set note printed on brown rag paper without an imprint. It has ornate end borders with a double-line frame used at the top and bottom. 
The location and date are at the upper right. Obligations are across the note. The upper left shows a bolded "$1," and across the cen¬ 
ter is a bolded ONE DOLLAR. The small print near the top edge reads "Redeemed at White & Hanley's, Van Buren, and Mayers & Bro., 
Fort Smith, Ark." The Nash signature is very nicely accomplished. A superbly printed note and superior to both notes sold in Ford XX. 
This is very boldly printed, fully margined with an extra wide selvage at the far right. One the finest notes we have seen from Nash.

Pattern borders are around, wider at the ends and narrower at top and bot¬ 
tom. The location, date and obligation are across the center. "Redeemable in Confederate Notes," is across the center. Nash's clearly- 
penned name is on a shaded scroll. This note is missing from all the major territorial collections we have researched, including Ford and 
Schingoethe. Noted with "Small Internal Splits." A remarkable note with no equal discovered in the 36 years since the Maurice Burgett 
reference was published by the Society of Paper Money Collectors. The estimate is difficult because the note is priceless.

Printed on white paper 
and oversize compared to banknotes of the day. The borders are ornate. End patterns are wider and a different style from the top and bot¬ 
tom narrower borders. A small plow vignette is at the upper left. Obligations are across with space for filling in for issuance. Titles are deftly 
concealed into the inside of the end borders. The type is unconfirmed in Shull-Criswell; therefore, the assigned rarity rating is only a supposi¬ 
tion. Noted with "Rust Stain at Top Left." Serial No.11. Very deep embossing and bright. An important type and fascinating warrant.

He traversed decades of our history, from the War of 
1812 under Jackson, the "Trail of Tears" expulsion, this period of factional infighting within the Cherokee Nation, and through just after the 
end of the Civil War. Mostly Scottish and not Cherokee, he had a tobacco plantation worked by twenty slaves. The style is similar to oth¬ 
ers from the issuer. Printed on white paper and oversize compared to banknotes of the day. Borders are ornate. End patterns are wider and 
a different style from the top and bottom narrower borders. A serial block replaces the small plow vignette at the upper left. Obligations 
are across with space for filling in for issuance.

It was referred 
to as "The Bank" early on, due to its official functions involving the 
Federal government. The bank issued several series, evolving by using 
different engraving imprints and styles over eight decades to thwart 
counterfeiters and issue superbly crafted notes. It eventually became 
the National Bank of North America in 1864. It "exists" today within 
Wells Fargo and its acquisition of the Wachovia several years ago. This 
is an important contemporary counterfeit type and one of the earliest 
dated Obsolete banknotes, genuine or counterfeit. This second series 
and type is listed in The Early Paper Money of America (5th edition, 
page 362).

Noted 
as "Hole Punch Cancelled" as made and with "Repairs." The verso 
repairs match the workmanship of the other proof denominations and 
they certainly share the same prior pedigree before their care within 
the Newman Collection. An inspired high denomination proof from the 
famous bank.

SENC, Hoober 305-613. PCGS Fine 15 Apparent. This is one of 
Philadelphia's rarest banks from which to encounter a genuine note, 
and this is the first $2 note we have seen. The American Bank Note 
Co., Philadelphia engraved Civil War patriotic style is exemplary and it 
is among the most elite issued notes from this important American city. 
The engraver's remarkable skill is deftly demonstrated here, particularly 
in the treatment of the complex folds in the clothing. Seated America, 
at center, casually rests her elbow on the globe, obscuring the last letter 
of NORTH AMERIQA]. In addition to the capped liberty pole, Stars 
and Stripes shield and fasces, we see a broken shackle. The Declaration 
of Independence seems to have slid from its position on her knee. At 
bottom left, a Civil War soldier leans on the barrel of his rifle while 
contemplating what appear to be flag-draped coffins. At lower right, 
a sailor rests in front of a cannon. His arm rests on the flag. The oval 
vignettes are both partial cuts from the larger vignette Army and Navy 
by Henry W. Herrick, engraved by W.W. Rice (the full vignette appears 
only on very rare ABNCo. engraved notes, Harrisburg Bank for example 
and the United States $3 Legal Tender Essay Proof). Signatures are 
engraved. With three Vermillion "2" protectors, two flanking the center, 
and one at the top center bisecting the title. Noted with "Tape on Back" 
that closes a tiny edge tear. A vibrant note with impeccable style and 
the highest rarity.

$3000 Post Note Dec. 15, 1840 US-3 G104, Hoober 305-164. PCGS 
Extremely Fine 40 Apparent. This unusual $3,000 denomination has 
always found favor with Obsolete note collectors. Like the other Third 
Bank high denomination notes in this sale, this was engraved and 
printed by Draper, Toppan, Longacre & Company using a taller format 
than lesser denomination demand notes from the bank. The Post Note 
was payable at a written time in the future, in this case "Seventeen 
months" and "in New York." On the blank back are various stamped 
interest statements. The layout is similar to others in the series, but 
not identical. The classical bank building vignette seen on this series 
is at the top center. Flanking are Penn and Franklin portraits. Portraits 
used on this the Third Bank are in the corners. At the left end are 
Rittenhouse and Paine. At the right end are Fulton and Morris. In 
between the portraits are perpendicular "3000" dies. Pennsylvania 
Arms are at the base. This is an impressive example with just a petty 
point of "Minor Ink Erosion at Center." Natural embossing and boldly 
printed. A historic American currency note and odd denomination.

PA-515 G2a, Hoober 311-1. PCGS Fine 12. This is a rare bank from 
outside Philadelphia and its notes have always been well collected. 
Listed in Haxby, without a plate note illustration, and illustrated in 
Wismer (W-1094). A beautiful National Bank Note Company engraved 
note. It includes one of the rarest vignettes from their catalog at the 
lower left: a girl in a rocking chair hugs her cat closely as a hen and 
chicks feed from a dish on the floor. A view of the canal area shows 
a train passing. Rail transport contributed to the demise of the canal 
system known as the Schuylkill Navigation. A smiling young woman is 
at lower right. The base vignette shows a small Phoenix rising from the 
flames. A deep vermillion protector ONE is at bottom center. The note 
is bright, despite its circulation. Well margined all around, and another 
key Pennsylvania note from the Newman Collection.

This issued 
masterwork was finely engraved at Toppan, Carpenter & Co. and has 
the slightly later style of full American Bank Note Company printed 
notes. The bottom center vignette shows father, son and plow horse 
hard at work on the farm. Vermillion "V" protectors are on either side. 
Beside the title are two portraits: at left, James Buchanan; at right, a 
little girl with hair in ringlets. The full vermillion title is at the top center 
between the portraits. The corners have "5" counters. Noted with 
"Minor Rust Stains" that are obscured in the title color. Margins are 
wide and eye appeal is superb. This is only the third example we have 
encountered. The Seitz-Bortner collection NASCA-Smythe Memphis 
sale example, lot 1603, realized $990 in 1990. Another important 
Pennsylvania rarity from the Newman cabinet.

The American Bank Note Co., Philadelphia layout 
provides excellent vignette and color contrast. Under the arced title 
at top center, Agriculture is seated next to an adaptation of the shield 
from the State Seal. A bounty of produce is on both sides and a plow 
is behind. Below, a green protector guilloche outlines a white FIVE. 
Numeric counters are in the upper corners. Henry Clay is pictured at 
lower left. Winfield Scott is at lower right in an oval frame embellished 
with flags and Arms. A very crisp and bold example, though we note 
the right end margin is trimmed in slightly. This is a bank that also 
redeemed most of their circulation, creating this rarity.

in Haxby prior to the 1990 American Bank Note Company sale. The 
Whitman EncyclopediaVolume 5 lists and plates only an issued $2 
note from the Ashaway home series. It does not cite the two unique 
proof sheets with protectors that were in the 1990 American Banknote 
Company sale (lot 1800) and later appeared in the Schingoethe sales. 
There are only two $1 proofs known from those sheets, but this is the 
solitary issued $1 we have seen. There is a contemplative mood in 
the imagery used for this note. The Native American man at the top 
sits on a rock and gazes at the plow, sickle and sheaf of wheat that 
indicate the changing times. At lower left, a farmer with a thoughtful 
expression rests for lunch. At lower right is an oval portrait of a young, 
well-dressed woman. The red protector ONE has widely-spaced letters. 
A red stamped "N" at the upper right has a penned "X" across it. The 
meaning is unknown. The signatures are clear and bold. A lovely note.

SENC, Durand 54. PCGS Very Fine 20 Apparent. The Bank of Bristol 
was incorporated in 1800, and this engraved early plate design by 
Murray, Draper, Fairman & Co. was carried forward for decades. This 
is one of the few issued notes known from a bank that voluntarily 
liquidated and redeemed their circulation. The late 1864-dated note 
used updated counters and color devices, reworking the original, 
almost fifty-year-old plate. The top central vignette was created for the 
series. The conflict between English settlers and Native Americans in 
1675-6 is generally known as King Philip's War. Wampanoag sachem 
Metacom, also known as King Philip, was brutally assassinated at 
Mount Hope. A rock formation at the base, where Metacom sat as 
leader, is known as Metacom's Throne. He is shown seated at the top 
of the hill holding a bow. The intricate panel at the right remains from 
the earlier plate, and shows RHODE ISLAND in the cartouche. The 
left end has two different dies, "10" at bottom and "X" at the top, in 
lieu of the former spiral lathe work pattern. Red color counters flank 
the vignette and stylish protector TEN across the city, written date 
and written denomination. Noted with "Rust Stains from pinholes and 
Damage at Left." This is a very distinctive style and an extremely rare 
note.

242. Proof. PCGS Choice New 63. This is an impressive Abner 
Reed India paper proof. Not illustrated in Haxby or the Whitman 
Encyclopedia. This is the only example seen by us. It was not in the 
Abner Reed archive proof book, once owned by F.C.C. Boyd. The 
Reed book was disassembled in the late 1970s for eventual sale in 
1983 (NASCA Abner Reed sale) and 1999 (Stack's Americana Sale.) 
The top central vignette of a textile machine appears on this series 
only. It is between two counters. End panels show the fractional 
denomination at top and bottom. At the left, the central cartouche 
shows the denomination in decimal format. At the right, the state 
name is within the cartouche. Noted as "Pen Cancelled," seen in the 
signature blocks only. Well-margined all around and with the faintest 
wisps of some foxing. A superb impression and denomination type.

UNL, Durand-UNL. PCGS Very Fine 30 Apparent. The bank was 
founded in 1846, and this 1848 dated, issued note appears to be from 
an unreported, first series from the bank: This is remarkable. Rhode 
Island notes have been well researched and collected for decades. 
Roger H. Durand's Obsolete Notes and Scrip of Rhode Island and the 
Providence Plantations (1981, author in cooperation with the Society 
of Paper Money Collectors) set a high standard for the Wismer project 
books published by the SPMC. His genuine note listings are exhaustive, 
with period primary source research citing false notes. At first glance, 
this note has an altered appearance (around the title and city), but the 
bank may have ordered a quickly-produced New England Bank Note 
Co., Boston printing plate using easily reworked elements and vignettes. 
At top left, a large eagle, with wings spread wide, stands upon a rock. 
Gears and other items are on the ground. In the far distance, a train 
passes. Sailboats on a breezy day are in a circular frame at the lower 
right. The signatures, J.S. Tourtellot and C.F. Manchester, and other 
pen accomplishments all appear proper. Noted with "Tape Repaired 
Edge Tears; Mounting Remnants on Back; Small Holes." This is another 
fascinating discovery in the Newman Collection Obsolete notes and 
worthy of further examination.

The original plate for the series 
was engraved by Rawdon, Wright, Hatch & Edson/New England Bank 
Note Co. This is an earlier dated note and the plate has no added 
"ABC" imprint as observed on the Durand Collection we auctioned 
at the 2012 FUN Signature sale. Looking back cautiously, the winged 
cherub at top rolls an 1854 Seated Liberty dollar that is just about his 
size. At lower left, a cherub is incorporated into a gushing fountain. The 
oval at the lower right corner encloses the Durand Type II Santa Claus 
vignette (whether the art is by Rawdon, Hatch or James Major is not 
established). The whimsical scene shows Santa Claus with a present- 
filled sack. With his back to us, he turns his head as if interrupted 
while filling stockings, and makes the famous gesture of "laying his 
finger aside of his nose," as in the poem by Clement Clark Moore. A 
cat stands by aloofly. With a red protector ONE. This example has 
the low serial number 24, and the variant was not in the Roger H. 
Durand collection. His collection note, cited earlier, realized $5,463 
graded PCGS Very Good 8. The Newman note shows the typical 
"New England" trimming, but is very attractive. This is a perfect 
representative of the Type II "Santa" notes, which are always difficult to 
obtain.

"sideburns" portrait appears on this series only. We know of only a few 
confirmed examples, and this note is in stellar grade. Under the arced 
title, Milking Time shows a farmwoman and her son holding open the 
gate for the cows. A milking stool and pail are nearby. Hope's anchor, 
the Rhode Island emblem, is at lower left, leaning on a rock. A sinking 
ship is in the background. The oval portrait of Burnside is at lower 
right. Serial 2801: Position A. We note that the Whitman Encyclopedia 
Volume 5 plate note, page 145, is serial 2802: Position B. The note has 
a light vertical fold and some handling. Well margined and bright, with 
the appearance of an Uncirculated note. A Rhode Island Obsolete 
treasure with broad appeal and superb condition.

The bustling scene, 
In Harbor : is at the top above the curving title. Deck hands are busy 
unfurling the sails of the ship at the center. The dense conglomeration 
of masts and sails in the background shows Providence (or any major 
American port city selecting this vignette) to be a booming commercial 
city. The base vignette shows three barrels, one of which is numbered 
"186," presumably so the last digit of the year of issue could be 
added later. The security features exemplify the Cyrus Durand patents 
he brought upon joining this "rival" to the merged American Bank 
Note Company imprint (the "seven" firms). The end panels mix full 
orange color composed of micro-numeral dies; black dies in the upper 
corners use overlapped lozenges with micro-lettered titles.

The note is unequivocally genuine 
and properly signed by Gladding and Barstow in the period Durand 
specifies as their tenure. At the upper left is Ceres sitting dreamily, 
holding a sickle and leaning her elbow on the tip of a large cornucopia. 
At the lower right, an allegorical female wearing a crown of flowers 
strews blossoms while being carried on the shoulders of two men in 
classical garb. The base vignette shows a shield with Hope's anchor. 
Another fascinating discovery from the Newman Collection Rhode 
Island binder.

Armed with a rifle, the Continental looks 
down on British soldiers below. Behind him, his wife hastily loads 
another gun. At lower right, a farmer guides a plow while his son leads 
one of the horses. A red protector "2" is at the bottom, left of center. 
Noted with "Small Edge and Internal Splits and Tears." Strong paper 
integrity and vibrancy. A distinguished Rhode Island Obsolete rarity.

March 4, 1861, the engraved date of this note, was Abraham Lincoln's 
first inauguration. A bold India paper proof with layered color tinting 
in the center. A deep red "10" is over a green guilloche die with 
outlined "TEN," and this is all over a rectangle of the denomination in 
vermillion micro-lettering. The perimeter frame, formed of alternating 
micro-numerals and floral ornaments, encloses the vignettes and 
protectors. Within the large cartouche at left, History inscribes the 
bank's incorporation date on a scroll that is over a tablet with the 
textual denomination. In an oval at lower right, Hope's anchor rests on 
a rock at the seashore.

Only this and a $2 
issued note plated in the Whitman Encyclopedia from this late series 
is known to us. The 1902 Providence City Documents recounts the 
traditional story of Roger Williams and his companions arriving on the 
banks of the Seekonk River. They were greeted by a Native American 
man on a hill with the words "What cheer, netop." NPS.gov explains 
that "netop" is the Narragansett word for "friend." This note shows 
a Native American man on a hill overlooking a scenic river view. At 
the lower left, an allegorical female holding a sledgehammer is seated 
among tools and represents Mechanics and Industry. In an oval frame 
at lower right, a young lady strikes a thoughtful pose that displays her 
elegant lace cuff. The green protector outlines ONE. A bright, superb 
issued note with wide margins. Carefully preserved and an iconic title.

At the lower 
left, a blacksmith stands by his forge, arm outstretched as if ready to 
pick up one of his tools. An oval framed portrait of a wide-eyed young 
lady with a flower in her hair is seen at the lower right. The full light 
yellow lace tint covers the note. The outlined ONE across the bottom 
center is over a pattern of micro-lettered FIVE DOLLARS. Very vibrant, 
but with some handling folds. These Woonsocket proofs have an air 
of mystery. They are also seen with pink tinting and we have seen 
several over the years, most with handling like this. These may have 
been printed as color tinting samples for potential clients and mailed 
in small envelopes, explaining the uniform folds. This is a hypothesis 
that will likely never be confirmed.

The bank retained their $5-$5-$5-$5 plate for the series it was sent 
it to Hoyer & Ludwig in Richmond to produce that iconic and rare 
Confederate type. The seated female at the top center wearing 
period dress represents Plenty, Commerce, Navigation, and Hope. 
A thriving harbor is seen in the background. The ends are stylishly 
complementary. At the left, the prince rests at the riverbank with his 
elbow on one knee, appearing to wait for his princess, who is pictured 
at the right end across the river. The vignette pairing does appear on 
the same Confederate States bond, but only the princess appears on 
a Confederate currency note.

We are uncertain how many are known, but the series did not 
appear in the 1990 American Banknote Company sale, and we believe 
the Sheheen book plate is a photocopy. At top center, seated Learning, 
holding an open book, lifts up a cup to the heavens. Ornate end panels 
show the denomination, at left, and CHARLESTON, at right. This is a 
well defined intaglio impression. Noted as "Mounted on Cardstock" as 
made. A highlight from the Newman Collection South Carolina notes.

The Union Bank of South Carolina was founded in 1811. This is an 
extremely rare issued note from the early style engraved plate by 
Murray, Draper, Fairman & Co. With the exception of a late $5 color 
protector type from the American Bank Note Company, rare notes from 
this bank all had earlier styles from that Philadelphia engraving firm. At 
top center is a seated allegorical female as Commerce and Agriculture. 
She is holding a razor-thin scythe. Intricate panel ends show TWENTY 
left and SOUTH CAROLINA right. There are three oval dies, "20" 
numerals flanking the portrait and an "XX" at the base. The Sheheen 
Rarity-7 rating (2-4 known) is not assigned frequently. This serial 
number 16 note matches the signature diagnostics of his plate note. A 
rusty staple hole expanded and was repaired. This is noted as "Hinge 
Repaired Hole at Center."

Oval lathe work dies are 
at top and bottom on both ends, with a circular Patrick Henry portrait 
between. The banner above the cornucopia cleverly provides the 
imprint. The depiction of Patrick Henry with spectacles on his brow 
was adapted from the Sully painting. Noted as "Pen Cancelled" which 
consists of short flourishes through the signature blocks. A superb proof 
rarity.

A seated 
allegorical female at top center is at the shore. She holds a sword and 
rests her other hand on a blank shield. A plow and sheaf of wheat 
are nearby. In the background, a steamboat emits clouds of exhaust.

At the 
left is a registered signature area that has been signed by the treasurer. 
The top and bottom are discretely bordered with a repeating "4" 
spaced pattern to prevent note raising. An exceptionally vibrant note 
and, more importantly, the series was not in the Bill Bond collection 
sale in 2007. The PCGS Very Fine 25 Apparent in Newman Part VI 
realized $646, but it was heavily split and back tape repaired.

Titles, 
denomination, and obligations are across the right part of the note. The 
Bill Bond note realized $633 in January 2007, and this is far sharper. 
The centering and printing are exceptional.

Notes were 
payable twelve months from issue date and yielded 10% interest per 
their obligation. Henry Smith, Secretary Treasurer at that time, served 
as the first Governor of the Provisional Government of Texas in 1835. 
He lost the election for the first presidency of the Republic of Texas 
to Sam Houston, but actually garnered more votes than Stephen F. 
Austin. This has a secretarial signature of Sam Houston (notice the 
similarities to Houston's designated signer William G. Cooke's signature 
on the back). Printed on white rag paper without an imprint for this 
series and type. The common style for the series is used. At the top 
center, a five-pointed Texas Star is flanked by a "5" counter at the left 
and "V" counter at the right, in widely spaced cartouches. Dizzying 
ornamental pattern ends and top engraving add to the appeal. This is 
"Cross Cut Cancelled" (CCC), as most often seen. Noted with "CCC; 
Pieces Missing at Left; Splits and Tears; Tape Repaired Edge Splits and 
Cancellations." Large pieces are missing from two corners, impacting 
the engraved end. However, the rest of the note is intact and projects 
boldly. This is a collectible example of a historic type.

With the secretarial signature of Sam 
Houston. Cross Cut Cancels are sealed with small back hinge repairs. 
Noted as "Cross-Cut Cancelled" and "Hinge Repaired Cancellations." 
The face is very broadly margined, though the paper is a uniformly 
toned.

The 
full title flows around elegantly with the vignette bisecting it and "OF 
TEXAS" underneath. In center is a subtle, engraved Texas star. At the 
left is a perpendicular oval die, the "Medallion," with steamboat. 
Jefferson is at the far right. Plate A position with imprint at the lower 
right.

An eclectic 
figure, Magruder fought for three nations: the United States in the 
Mexican War, the Confederacy, and the Imperial Mexican Army 
after the Civil War. Nicknamed "Prince John" he spoke with a lisp, 
but supposedly could sing perfectly as a tenor. He was a nemesis of 
McClellan, who misread his troop strengths, and defended Galveston 
in early 1863. This note is printed on the back of a Houston, Texas 
Central bond. A double-line border is all around. An ornate cartouche 
at the left end shows an ornament in the center. Title, denomination 
and obligation are across. The red overprint "Fannin House" is in 
mixed half-shaded lettering using block letters for "F" and "H," and 
"HOUSTON" underneath. We handled only one in the Bill Bond 
sale, heavily stained and still realizing $403. This is noted with "Tape 
Repaired Hole at Bottom Right" and with a small patch of staining in 
that spot. Overall, this is a very attractive and extremely rare scrip note.

Printed 
lightly. The Bill Bond collection note realized $547 in January 2007 
with significant tape damage. This is another exceptional Newman 
Collection Texas county note, and perhaps the finest of its type.

Not numbered and it is technically a remainder. The seal is a bold 
impression and the signatures are superb.

The end 
panels show TWO at the top and GOOD ONLY IN THIS TERRITORY 
at the bottom. The vignette at left shows a Native American hunter 
with bow and arrow on a plateau. At right, a settler with a gun stands 
with one foot on the bear he has just killed. The engraved signature of 
Brigham Young is to the right of the secretary's signature. This is the 
A series with only $1 and $2 denomination notes. Noted with "LR 
Corner Reattached; Small Edge Splits and Tears; Missing UL Corner 
Tip." This note is in way above average condition. The frail paper often 
chipped from brittleness. This pleasing example presents a full, vibrant 
appearance.

This $2 type 
is from the dollar denominated series of notes that were payable in 
U.S. Legal Tenders or U.S. Currency depending on the back obligation. 
The earlier Rust book was sometimes unclear in its illustrations, and 
those earlier attributions can be confusing compared with the clarified 
and expanded Douglas Nyholm listings. A very handsome type 
lithographed on two sides by Ferd. Mayer & Co., Engr. New York. A 
young woman holding a dove is at bottom center with the vignette 
adapted from Danforth, Wright & Co. engraved notes. Left and right are 
green color protectors. The title is curved across the top with geometric 
patterns at each end. The back is green with ornate scrollwork, "2" 
protector counter in the center and text PAYABLE IN U.S. CURRENCY 
at the bottom. A fully signed and issued note. The denomination was 
not in the Ford collection. Noted with "Small Edge and Internal Splits 
and Tears." The color is vibrant and this is an attractive, rare note.

An attractive lithographed 
series, printed on both sides by J.D. Seymour, Kennard & Hay, Engr., 
New York. At bottom center, oxen struggle to pull Conestoga wagons 
over rough terrain, flanked by green protector lathe work rectangles 
over denomination text. The title is curved above the vignette. The 
ornate and deep green emblem back shows an outlined "1" at the 
center, with the title across at top, and PAYABLE IN U.S. CURRENCY 
along the bottom. This is a very scarce dollar denominated series.

The Zions Co-operative Mercantile 
Institution or "ZCMI" notes circulated in the territory as scrip used for 
salaries and goods among residents and the Co-operative branches. 
Utah local currency is extremely complex and catalogers are not 
universal in the order of placement of the issues. The first series Salt 
Lake City notes were simple and locally printed. Their counterfeiting 
led to lithographed notes with the imprint of Ezra A. Cook, Chicago, 
III. being printed and issued. This is a very rare Logan Branch Zions 
Co-operative Mercantile Institution note and is the latest date from 
Logan we have observed. Printed on white paper in all green inking. 
Issued just two years prior to statehood, Nyholm illustrates an 1888 
type, also printed in green, and Rust does not list the series. An 
ornamental border is all around with ornate corners. The location and 
date at the top right are distinctively drop-shadowed. The counter and 
branches at left have a somewhat Asian quality, in keeping with the 
influence of Japanese art in the late 1800s. The textual denomination 
at center is in a decorative cartouche outlined in white. Obligation 
"Payable only at the Logan Branch in Merchandise at Retail" to be in 
compliance with Lederal law. Title at lower left is in intricate fonts. 
This has the ornate signature of Isaac Smith. Some trivial specks of 
rust are noted as "Minor Stains." Another seldom seen Mormon note 
rarity, and missing from the major Mormon note auctions in the past 
decade.

Undated (1870s). PCGS Fine 15. The Mormon currency subdivisions 
are numerous. The private scrip, co-operative issuer notes, tithing 
houses and storehouse notes from the Newman Collection contain 
several extraordinary notes that are now published for the first time. 
The paper scrip helped stimulate trade within the Stakes (overseeing 
the wards as a smaller division), wards, co-operatives and neighboring 
towns. This J. Chipman, American Lork private scrip is the second 
known to us. The other is the Nyholm plate note, sold at the Lord 
Part VI sale in October 2004 (ex: Boyd collection). That note had 
paper sheared off the right end and still realized $1,725. This note, 
with its rarity, could be cited as a "Very Fine" — if we were writing 
a sale in 1908. Printed on white paper. Printed mostly in blue, with a 
double-line border. In red are: the "5" die that mimics First Issue U.S. 
Fractional Currency and bisects FIVE - CENTS and J. CHIPMAN at 
top. In between are the location and obligation; at the bottom is IN 
MERCHANDISE. Very boldly signed by James Chipman. The signature 
was faded on the Boyd-Ford example, but not on this exemplary note. 
Chipman was a prominent businessman who built a mill in 1888 and 
owned the scrip-issuing Chipman Mercantile Company. Bright and 
wide margined. One of the most impressive Mormon private issuer 
change notes we have ever encountered.

The green die in bottom center 
has obligations, payable "in Woolen Merchandise at Retail," and the 
red overprint "25 Twenty-Five Cents." With two signatures. The exact 
location of the manufacturing plant is not specified in either Rust or 
Nyholm, but sometimes inferred as Salt Lake City. However this has 
a Provo imprint and this was a sheep raising and wool manufacturing 
area. Primary source material from the period does not discuss this 
company specifically, which is peculiar considering the firm was 
important enough to circulate scrip notes. The Rust plate note was sold 
in Smythe's Schingoethe Part 14 Sale, April 2008, for $5,175. This note 
is equivalent grade to that rarity.

L. Watkins (served 1867-1875) leaps off the white 
paper. Border cuts around the perimeter. All text is within. "Good for 
Ten Cents" in Gothic. Across is "HOME PRODUCTS," issuer below 
and signature at the bottom right. A superb note and the finest known 
condition Brigham City scrip note.

All are contained inside 
the pattern border. The signature of the secretary (recorder) Wm. L. 
Watkins matches the Nyholm plate note. A few small pieces of tape 
on the blank back are noted as Tape Repaired Splits and Tears." Dark 
printing and excellent red contrast. This might be unique, making the 
estimate for this priceless piece of Utah history conjecture.

The 
denomination is across the note is in a typeface that shows whimsical 
curlicues. The title at the top is slightly shadowed. Serial number 22 
is at lower left and a sharp signature is seen. The note is in marvelous 
condition, perfectly centered and bright.

The "50" in the center is in 
a decorative cartouche. Signed boldly by S. S. (Samuel S.) Jones. Jones 
was a prominent mining company owner involved with the creation 
of the ZCMI. The note is interesting and may be a private company, a 
co-operative, or a combination. There is a patch of dark discoloration 
at the top edge noted as "Minor Stains." Once again, this is the only 
example we have seen, and it may be unique.

A decorative border is around 
the perimeter and "10" counters are in the upper corners. The title is 
in white on a green unfurled scroll. The textual denomination is in a 
decorative cartouche in the center. Obligation is payable "In Produce 
or Merchandise." Signed by G.W. (George W.) Bean as Clerk. Noted 
only with some "Small Edge Splits" by grading. This is a superb note 
boasting exceptional color and wide margins.

A 
plain double-line border is all around. Drop-shadowed lettered EAST 
STORE is in center. The written denomination is at upper left and date 
at top. The bottom has space for the written amount and signature. 
Obligation "in Merchandise at retail" is printed. The condition is 
exceptional and the note distinctive. A prize Provo note.

The St. George 
Stake Tithing Store House is among the rarest and most desired of 
all Mormon note issuers with very few notes known. There are two 
substantial auction records to back its revered stature. We sold a 5 
cents graded PMG Very Good 8 for $10,638 at our 2010 Boston ANA 
Signature auction. The April 2008 Smythe Schingoethe Part 14 sale 
had a 5 cents example, Very Good with a corner off, which realized 
$14,950, which is likely the record price for any Utah "Tithing House" 
scrip. It is likely there are less than five notes from the issuer in private 
hands. Printed on white rag paper by Gast St. Louis & N.Y. The style 
is similar to the Salt Lake City General Tithing Store House notes.

The face style is similar to Salt Lake City and St. George notes. Beneath 
the beginning of the curving title, a beehive with busy bees sits among 
the flowers. A pattern border is all around. The die in the center shows 
the textual denomination outlined by the background.

A beautifully engraved Rawdon, Wright & Flatch 
set of plates with an impressive face layout and blue back. At top 
center, a clipper ship navigates the choppy seas and a view of the 
Virginia State Capitol is seen in the far distance at left. Oval portraits 
are flanking: Washington at left and John Marshall at right. At lower 
left, adapted from the state seal, Virtus stands with her foot on a figure 
representing Tyranny. Between the counters at right, Vulcan is at work. 
The blue back is composed of four vertical dies and a rectangle across 
with shaded THE/EXCHANGE/BANK in center. The branch location 
for the type is unknown and the Charles Affleck Collection sale held 
by NASCA in 1983 had only one note of this type, which was from 
Norfolk. Noted with "Minor Rust Stains at Right; Minor Mounting

We have handled a 
few examples including a PMG Very Fine 25 note at the 2013 CSNS 
Signature sale that realized $3,290. The color is especially vibrant on 
this very appealing note.

This unincorporated bank was omitted 
by Haxby in his listings. However, this is similar in style and obligations 
to some Pennsylvania company "bank" notes. An agricultural vignette 
showing a plow and cattle is at the top between "5" counters. End 
panels are intricately designed. The FIVE in the cartouche at left is over 
a leaf and vine pattern. At the right, VIRGINIA is in the cartouche. An 
oval "V" die is at the bottom center. Noted with "Small Edge Tears; 
Hinge on Back" only. The condition is outstanding and this is the 
Virginia "JL" plate note.

They were also used by banks in North Carolina, 
particularly in the Bank of Cape Fear branch banking system, and to 
lesser extent in South Carolina. This is a very attractive Wellstood, Hay 
& Whiting series and a rare $7 issued note from a bank that, for some 
reason, did not issue $9 notes. A farmhand steadies a horse as a train 
passes in the distance. A large barrel on its side reads "Z.R. Lewis/ 
Tobacco/#35." An oval Henry Clay portrait is at left between numeric 
and textual counters. The state seal is at the right. A safe vignette 
is at the base. A red protector SEVEN is at the bottom. This has a 
Rarity-6H rating in the Virginia book, receiving premium value for its 
denomination. We have observed several and would consider a census 
of ten to twenty as the appropriate range for the type. Noted with a 
"Repaired Edge Tear at Right." This is a bright note overall and one of 
the finer examples we have seen. The past few years has established 
this as four-figure note genre and type.

The three 
different designs might just be different plate positions from the same 
sheet. Printed on blue paper in deep black ink.A small vignette of a 
War of 1812 soldier, looking rather like a toy soldier, is at the right. At 
the base is a locomotive. The title is across with TWO within cartouche 
above. TWO DOLLARS is perpendicular at the left edge. Noted with 
"Edge Splits," but extraordinarily vibrant. This is listed as Rarity-7F (2-4 
known) in Jones & Littlefield and is the first we have seen.

This well-margined note is in pleasing 
condition and has great paper integrity. An inspiring piece of early 
American currency.

This is a very rare sutler's scrip and, like 
several Virginia notes from the Newman Collection in this Part VII 
sale, the Jones & Littlefield plate note. The 23rd was organized early 
in 1861 and fought primarily with the Army of Northern Virginia 
throughout the War, including the battles at Antietam, Chancellorsville, 
and Gettysburg. The note is printed on white paper. A ruled border 
is all around. The textual denomination is perpendicular at left. An 
ornamental pattern border is at the right end. The title and bolded 
ONE DOLLAR are across; redeemable at ODD FELLOWS HALL, 
RICHMOND, VIRGINIA is underneath. Noted with "Minor Remnants 
and Damage on Back; Minor Rust Stains at Right." There is a small chip 
off the bottom edge in the left cartouche. Otherwise, exceptionally 
vibrant with a superb signature.

This is a rare 
and important type of Confederate Army related scrip. Edwards had a 
profitable arrangement when this note was issued. He would pick up 
the mail and newspapers in Richmond and deliver these into the field. 
While at the front he could sell newspapers, postage, and other items 
and then return to Richmond with the mail to post. Eventually this mail 
carrier's practice was curtailed, perhaps at the behest of the official 
regimental sutlers. The Eighth Brigade of the Army of Northern Virginia 
was composed of Louisiana infantry units, 6th, 7th, 8th, 9th, and later 
the 5th. Brigadier General Richard Taylor, son of the late President, 
commanded them for a time. Four denominations are known. A 
double-lined border is all around. An adaptation of the state seal is 
between simple "5" counters. End panels show the perpendicular 
denomination. Edwards' titles are under his signature line. The well- 
accomplished signature and serial number are in red. Noted with 
"Tape Repaired Edge Tears; Minor Stains." From the face, this has broad 
margins all around, especially the bottom, and most of the foxing is 
confined to the left end. We have handled three examples from the 
series, which should not lead collectors to believe these are common. 
Two new notes were discovered in 2006, and we sold them at our Long 
Beach sale for $2,990 (25 cents) and $3,220 (50 cents). More recently, 
we sold a 50 cents note at our 2015 FUN Signature sale for $2,115.

The Phoenix Bank was not a chartered bank and was not authorized 
to issue notes.

Co. to issue notes, but most seem to be falsely filled in or remainders. 
It printed only $5, $6 and $7 notes and did not print or issue the other 
odd denominations. This Phoenix Bank $6 is extremely rare and a 
key Virginia odd denomination. It was missing from the 1983 NASCA 
Affleck sale and the underrated 1992 Smythe Sale of the Charles Echols 
Virginia notes held in Baltimore. Echols did not have a note from 
the bank. At top center, a few sailors congregate on the wharf. One 
gestures to the large anchor nearby. The man at lower left rests his arm 
on a wall; factories are seen behind in the distance. The mythological 
phoenix in flames is at the lower right. The red protector SIX is tightly 
spaced. The note is falsely filled in our opinion, but it has a convincing 
look. Noted with a "Hinge on Back." We sold a raw "Fine Plus" $7 note 
from this series for $1,725 in April 2008 at the CSNS Signature sale. 
This is the rarest denomination from the bank.

The distinctive and rare 
historical vignette at top center relates to the aftermath of King Philip's 
War in New England.

The scene is subtle, but 
the impending danger is clear when Native Americans, one with 
knife in hand, are shown entering the household while the family 
is at prayers.

Several of these bond paper Specimen notes (with HPC, like a proof) 
were observed in the Chester L. Krause Collection sales (most were from his mass purchase of the James Bookbinder proof collection). Collectors 
from Wisconsin will find this a desirable title. This handsomely engraved series by Toppan, Carpenter & Company, New York & Philadelphia was 
printed on bond paper as used for issued notes. The $1 denomination has a lovely layout. In the charming family scene at center, a small child 
resting on his father's shoulder pulls on a branch. The parents gaze tenderly as they keep a firm grasp on their little one. At lower left, reclining 
Agriculture holds up some stalks of wheat.

The eagle stands on the 
globe on which AMERICA is inscribed. At the right end is an oval portrait of a woman posed with her finger at her chin, thus displaying her fine 
lace cuff. The Krause Collection had only a $5 bond paper Specimen note from the bank, with flaws, and an ex: Bookbinder Collection note. 
This proof is in superior condition. The $2 proof from the series, PCGS Gem New 66PPQ, realized $2,585 in the Newman Part VI sale. Noted as 
"Hole Punch Cancelled" as made. This is a very bold, deeply inked impression; it is beautiful and striking. The only other proofs from the series 
are in the Wisconsin Historical Society.

The only other compete set of proofs is on the sheet in the Wisconsin 
Historical Society that is plated in the Krause and Haxby references. Noted as "Hole Punch Cancelled" and "Mounted on Cardstock" as made. 
This magnificent color proof is as vibrant and fresh as the day it was printed over 150 years ago. A key series of full color proof rarities from the 
Newman Collection commences with an exceptionally beautiful type.

At lower left, 
Commerce holds a large "2." We do not know of another $2 proof in private hands. In the Newman Part VI sale, the $5 proof from the series, 
PCGS Gem New 66PPQ, realized $9,888. Noted as "Hole Punch Cancelled" and "Mounted on Cardstock" as made. This is certainly one of the 
most beautiful proofs in this epic Wisconsin offering. Destined for the finest collection.

None of these proofs would be 
classified lower than Rarity-7 (1-5 known), and they are often the only examples known in private hands. This La Crosse County Bank $1 fits all 
those criteria and is printed on India paper mounted on cardstock. The overall style is similar to the Producers Bank of Janesville $1 proof, and the 
same top vignette is used on both. The red tint covers the note with a micro-lettered ONE pattern, becoming deeper vermillion around the frame 
and toward the upper left counter, which has an octagonal color die. A farmer pours slops into a trough for the pigs in the vignette at top center.

Krause did not have this bank, 
which operated from 1854-1855 and failed; the notes were signed 
by two Papendick brothers, the namesake cashier and president. 
According to Krause, the bank finally liquidated in 1859 with $25 in 
specie left over. This fabulous ethnic title, perfect for Milwaukee, was 
printed from the engraved $1-$2-$3-$5 plate by Toppan, Carpenter, 
Casilear & Co., New-York & Phila. on India paper mounted on original 
cardstock. Under the arced title, a man feeds ears of corn to hogs. A 
curious, or hungry, horse leans its head over the fence. The left end 
shows a cameo profile of Washington. Virtus, depicted as a man, treads 
on Tyrrany at the base. This motif seems curious (it is an adaptation of 
the Virginia emblem), but it appears on two denominations and may 
have been reminiscent of the Wagnerian "Ring Cycle" to the bankers. 
To our knowledge, this is unique in private hands. The $2 proof graded 
PCGS Choice New 63 in the Newman Part VI sale realized $3,525. 
Noted as "HPC; Small Edge Tear at UL; Minor Adhesive Residue on 
Face" and "Mounted on Cardstock" as made.

In the central vignette, a farrier shoes a horse 
while another blacksmith observes; a man holding a whip, perhaps the 
owner, is seated on a log. An oval portrait of a veiled woman is at top 
left. On the right is a tall vignette of three allegorical females, looking 
like caryatids: they stand upon a base with THREE on a block below, 
and support a numeral "3" above. As we have noted, an exceedingly 
rare partner named bank and not in the Krause Collection. Noted as

& Co., New-York & Phila. A lively, and highly detailed logging vignette 
is slightly right of center. While one lumberjack rests on a stump, the 
other is shown with his axe ready to strike another blow to a massive 
tree. At upper left, Ceres supports a "5" counter. At lower right, a train 
rumbles toward the viewer. Noted as "Hole Punch Cancelled" and 
"Mounted on Cardstock" as made." There is some minor handling, 
seen with scrutiny, but this proof has a Gem appearance. This is one 
of the great Milwaukee Obsolete notes and the last proof of the title 
available from the Newman Collection.

A 
farmer taking a meal break while his horses munch on hay is depicted 
in the central vignette. The scene at lower left shows a farmer (perhaps 
the same man at a different time of day) with a sickle casually draped 
over his shoulder as he smokes his pipe; the horse is very interested 
in the bundle of hay the man holds. The base vignette shows ducks 
and ducklings. Chet Krause was fortunate to own the only issued note 
known to us, the $1 plated in Haxby, and a $5 bond specimen with 
protector from his purchase of the Del Bertschy Collection. Noted as

The first Bank 
of Milwaukee was from the Territorial period. The bank did not 
officially emit notes due to conflicts among internal officers, but it 
did prepare proofs and remainders from different series. The second 
Bank of Milwaukee, from the 1850s, issued notes from several sub¬ 
series of increasing capitalizations (from $50,000 to $300,000) and 
shortly thereafter became the National Exchange Bank of Milwaukee 
(Charter #1003, which issued Original Series to Small Size notes). 
Issued notes from the second bank are exceedingly rare and proofs 
are extremely rare. This Choice example is unique in private hands 
in this format. Engraved and printed by Toppan, Carpenter & Co., 
New York & Phila., from a $1-$1-$2-$5 sheet configuration, on India 
paper mounted on cardstock. This $2 is from an important series 
featuring the Santa Claus Type IV type on the $5 denomination that 
we sold in the Newman Part VI sale for $30,550 (graded PCGS Gem 
New 66PPQ).

On a hill at top center, a farmer enjoys a drink of 
ale with his meal as his dog looks up expectantly. A badger is depicted 
in the background. Minerva, representing America, is seated at the 
lower left resting her arm on a large "1." She holds a scroll and rests 
her foot on two books; an owl is at her feet. This is the only example in 
private hands to our knowledge, with the other proofs from the series 
held by the Wisconsin Historical Society.

This has 
an attractive layout and a rarely seen steamboat vignette style at the 
upper right. A charming young woman with long curls appears in an 
oval portrait with an agricultural frame at lower right. The elaborate "V" 
with hovering angel carrying trumpets and wreaths is at lower left. A 
sailor, farmer and mechanic are on the outside and a woman as Home 
Industry is inside. The base vignette shows a bull. This is the only $5 
proof of this type in private hands. The Krause Collection had a $5 
bond paper Specimen that sold for $2,645 in the first sale in September

Sailboats are shown navigating the windswept sea in 
the central vignette. A sailor, garments ruffled by the wind, appears at 
the helm in the lower right.

A classic vignette from the imprint shows the frantic scene where 
two boys attempt to harness a frightened horse next to a farm hand, 
who has been thrown or knocked to the ground.

A clipper ship is at sail in the lower right corner. The red "5" protector 
is at the top center between the vignette and comptroller's seal. The 
only other example of this type is the bond paper Specimen sold in the 
second Krause sale in March 2010 for $2,990. Noted as "Hole Punch 
Cancelled" and "Mounted on Cardstock" as made. This is a very sharp 
looking proof from a bank rarely encountered.

At the 
top, Commerce reclines at the shore holding a narrow spyglass. An 
elaborately framed oval portrait of a woman is below at the left. The 
only other example known is the Krause-Bookbinder-Wismer India 
paper proof that sold for $2,530 in September 2009.

At far left, a buckskin-clad hunter reloads his weapon 
after felling an elk. A red protector ONE is across bottom center. Proofs 
from the bank are rare; however, there was a complete sheet in the 
1990 American Banknote Company Archives auction at Christie's in 
1990.

The bankers 
supposedly moved to Princeton, Wisconsin in 1860 and closed this 
operation. The bank printed only $1-$2 sheets engraved by Wellstood, 
Hay & Whiting, New-York. This is a handsome India paper proof. An 
idyllic central vignette depicts a Native American family in a canoe 
with the father paddling and the mother holding her infant on her lap, 
snug in a papoose. Tepees are seen on the shore. At lower left, a young 
woman resting her pail on the fence as she steps through the gate 
seems to glance out at us. The base vignette shows a woman's portrait. 
A red protector TWO is across the bottom center. As usual, the plated 
proofs in Haxby and the Krause specialty book are from the Wisconsin 
Historical Society.

Proof. PCGS Very Choice New 64 Apparent. This is an extremely rare 
bank that failed, but also redeemed the entire circulation according 
to state records. The Newman Collection proofs include three 
denominations printed from the $1-$2-$3-$5 plate that are unique in 
private hands. Rawdon, Wright, Hatch, & Edson, New-York engraved 
the plate with their suite of gold dollar vignettes. The number of coins 
in each vignette corresponded with the denomination, thwarting note 
raisers. This is an India paper proof on original cardstock. A farmer 
clearing his land rests his foot and his axe on the stump of the large tree 
he has chopped down. A farmhouse and Conestoga wagon are in the 
background at right. In the foreground at left, the single reverse of an 
1857 gold dollar rests on another large stump. At far left, a tall vignette 
shows a weary hunter, his dog and a fallen rabbit outside of its burrow. 
A small Webster portrait is at the lower right. There are three known 
in private hands of the $1 denomination. Chet Krause had a $1 bond 
paper Specimen from this title that realized $1,495 in the September 
2009 sale. There is a Gem Proof $1 from the 52 Collection" Part I sale, 
now in a private collection. Noted as "HPC; UL Corner Reattached; 
Minor Adhesive Residue on Face" by grading and "Mounted on 
Cardstock as made. Some minor flaws, but overall this is attractive with 
its elegant style.

PCGS Choice New 63. The $5 proof from this gold dollar-vignetted 
series by Rawdon, Wright, Hatch, & Edson, New-York is unique in 
private hands. This imprint was absent from the 1990 American 
Banknote Company sale. Five figures and five gold dollars are seen 
at the top. Three obverses and two reverses are shown. The dates 
displayed are 1851 and 1852. The cherubs in the clouds above them 
hold symbols of Mechanic, Mercury (Commerce) and Ceres. A Native 
American princess to the left of the coins watches the frontiersman 
at the right gesture toward a passing train, an indication of progress. 
The Native American chief at the left end holds up a wampum belt, 
contrasting the monetary systems and representing peaceful trade. 
A small male portrait is at the lower right. There are no auction 
records for this denomination. This is a Choice example from the 
Newman proofs. Noted as "Hole Punch Cancelled" and "Mounted on 
Cardstock" as made. A lovely coin vignette proof from this extremely 
rare title.

15, 1856 WI-630 G4. Proof. PCGS Gem New 66PPQ. A rare and 
attractive $1-$2-$3-$5 series of Danforth, Wright & Co., New-York & 
Phila. proof on India paper. The bank converted to a National Bank 
title in 1865. The only issued example we have seen was a raised 
note; this is another bank that redeemed most of its circulation. This 
India paper proof is a dynamic Gem. A Native American bison hunter 
on horseback prepares to release his arrow. Mountains are seen in 
the background. In the settler family scene at lower left, the mother, 
son and family dog look on as a farmer holds his little daughter on 
his knees. The very intricate geometric features and dies on this note 
(and others on the series) use the Cyrus Durand patents. There are two 
sets of proofs in private hands in addition to these gorgeous Newman 
proofs now being introduced to the collecting community. The full 
proof sheet that originally came from the 1990 American Company 
Archives sale sold for $5,750 at the first Krause sale. There are also 
individual proofs on India paper that originally came from James 
Bookbinder-D.C. Wismer, and those all brought four-figure results in 
the Krause auctions, indicative of demand for elegant and very rare 
Wisconsin proofs. Noted as "Hole Punch Cancelled" as made. A 
beautiful Gem, and the most stylish denomination from the series.

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18739 Racine, Wl - City Bank of Racine $2 185_ WI-670 G4. Proof. 
PCGS Very Choice New 64 Apparent. There were several banks at this 
time in Racine, and they are all rare. This short-lived title left ample 
funds with the state comptroller to redeem notes, and no issued notes 
are known to us. The Newman Collection proofs, engraved and printed 
by Toppan, Carpenter, Casilear & Co., Phila. & New-York, expand the 
census of known notes from the title in private hands considerably. 
This is a deeply inked and bold India paper impression. The themes 
of hunting and agriculture are seen here. In the center, with prominent 
gun and knife, a hunter looks to the left end where a stag is seen at the 
bottom. Ceres with a sickle and sheaf of wheat is at the lower right. The 
Krause Collection had only one proof this series, also a $2, that was 
impaired and realized $1,840 in the September 2009 auction. Noted as 
"Hole Punch Cancelled" as made and with "Hinge Remnant on Back" 
that is not seen to the face. With wide margins and very handsome.

PCGS Gem New 66PPQ. A Superb Gem India paper proof from this 
beautifully engraved Toppan, Carpenter, Casilear & Co., Phila. & New- 
York series. This is the only example in private hands to our knowledge. 
At the bottom center is Eliot Preaching to the Indians. This vignette was 
originally engraved for New England notes, but the Native American 
motif would have appealed to frontier bankers and was used by a few 
Wisconsin banks. John Eliot preaches as he stands at the center of an 
attentive Indian group. At lower left, an oval portrait of a finely coiffed 
young woman; at lower right, a woman carrying sheaves of wheat. The 
denomination was not in the Krause Collection and this is appears to 
be the only example known in private hands. Noted as "Hole Punch 
Cancelled" as made. An important vignette type and Gem example.

Proof. PCGS Choice New 63. This Racine bank also redeemed their 
notes after closing, and no issued notes are known to us. The Wisconsin 
banking community was tight-knit in this period, and the strict banking 
laws requiring guaranteed circulation with funds administered by the 
state comptroller's office protected the public sector. Toppan, Carpenter 
& Co., New-York & Phila engraved the $1 A-$1 B-$2-$3 plate for this 
series, and interestingly, the two $1 positions have completely different 
vignette structures. The Newman Collection proofs, a complete series 
set, are all India paper proofs on original cardstock. On this "A" position 
proof, an active port scene, with smokestacks from a train, steamships 
and factories emitting black smoke, is at the lower left. Toward the 
right, beneath the arced WISCONSIN is the portrait of a little girl. The 
Krause collection contained only a $1 bond paper Specimen from this 
bank that sold for $1,265 in September 2009. Noted as "Hole Punch 
Cancelled" and "Mounted on Cardstock" as made. This has a Gem 
appearance with its well-balanced, broad margins.

G4. Proof. PCGS Very Choice New 64. This interesting series uses 
two different $1 designs and this is the "B" plate position. A bold 
India paper proof mounted on original card, engraved and printed by 
Toppan, Carpenter & Co., New-York & Phila. This has a very distinctive 
layout. The four vignettes show workers at different occupations. Left 
of center, a farmer holds hay while his horse nibbles; right of center, 
a smithy stands by his forge. At lower left, a woman milks a cow and 
at lower right, a sailor with a sextant is at the wharf. This is the only 
example in private hands we have researched. Noted as "Hole Punch 
Cancelled" and "Mounted on Cardstock" as made. The quartet of 
vignettes is impressively balanced and this proof appears conservatively 
certified.

Proof. PCGS New 62. The $2 India paper proof mounted on original 
cardstock from this series is apparently the only known example in 
private hands. This is another beautiful Toppan, Carpenter & Co. proof 
from the epic selection of Wisconsin Obsoletes. The wide vignette at 
the bottom center shows a train traveling west as another traverses a 
bridge in the background. At the left end, a woman holds a basket of 
flowers as she glances backwards toward the viewer. The denomination 
was not in the Krause collection in any format. The plate notes in the 
reference books, as is most often the case, are from the archived sheet 
in Madison's Wisconsin Historical Society library. Noted as "Hole 
Punch Cancelled" and "Mounted on Cardstock" as made. There is a 
foxing speck at the far left knocking down the grade a tad. Overall, this 
is an exceptional proof and likely irreplaceable.

Proof. PCGS Very Choice New 64. This is the highest denomination 
from the series and the only known example in private hands to our 
knowledge. Beautifully engraved and printed by Toppan, Carpenter & 
Co. on India paper mounted on original cardstock. The style is very 
distinctive, with an "X" formation composed of the three-portrait array, 
upper corner dies and the bottom center comptroller's seal. In contrast 
to the $1 denomination, the vignettes here show oval portraits of three 
finely dressed and diversely coiffed women. The woman at center 
has flowers elaborately adorning her hair and dress. At lower left is a 
more somberly dressed woman wearing earrings and at lower right, a 
frequently encountered woman with her hand at her chin. Advanced 
vignette researchers would consider the lower left portrait as custom 
to the bank; we are not familiar with it. Essentially, like so many of 
these magnificent Wisconsin proofs, a unique example now available 
to collectors. Noted as "Hole Punch Cancelled" and "Mounted on 
Cardstock" as made. This is a beautiful, balanced, and unique proof.

PCGS Very Choice New 64 Apparent. An elegant layout engraved and 
printed by Wellstood, Hanks, Hay & Whiting, New-York on India paper 
using a $1-$2-$3-$5 plate. The bank, organized in 1854, issued notes 
for ten years and became the First National Bank of Racine (Charter 
#457). This denomination is unique in private hands and, like all of 
the Newman Wisconsin proofs, a new opportunity for the collecting 
community. At lower left, a child is putting on a nightshirt. The vignette 
at right is an allegory in Americana style. A Mechanic seated at the 
shore, leans his arm on an anvil. He holds a mallet and a ruler, and a 
carpenter's square and compass are nearby. He seems unaware that 
standing Commerce with a caduceus, and Agriculture with a sickle, 
are behind him. The curving title featured on this series provides a 
lovely balance. The title was not in Ford's Wellstood proof archive from 
Wisconsin. We know of only one other note, besides the Newman 
Collection proofs, from the title and series. That was the issued $5 
note with protector sold in the Krause Part I sale in 2009. The $1 proof 
from this series, graded PCGS Choice New 63 sold for $3,290 in the 
Newman Part VI sale. Noted as "Hole Punch Cancelled" as made and 
with "Mounting Remnants on Back; Small Tears" by grading. These 
small flaws are barely noticed when compared to the deep printing 
clarity and lovely layout.

PCGS Choice About New 58. Another very elegant India paper proof 
engraved and printed by Wellstood, Hanks, Hay & Whiting, New-York. 
This is unique in private hands and is another exceptionally handsome 
proof from this distinctive imprint. At lower right, seated on the shore, 
Agriculture is between a sailor and a mechanic. In an oval at lower left, 
a sailor leaning on a capstan points to something unseen. The Gothic 
title curves across the center between the two oval "3" dies. Noted as 
"Hole Punch Cancelled" as made. There is minor handling only and 
India paper "chads" hang in three of the punch holes. An impressive 
proof type from one of the rarest Racine banks.

PCGS Choice About New 55. The highest denomination from this 
elegant India paper proof series engraved by Wellstood, Hanks, Hay & 
Whiting, New-York and the last available proof from the issue. This is 
also unique in private hands and has an interesting vignette structure. 
A mechanic, sailor and farmer hold up a FIVE counter using their left 
hands. While the mechanic and Farmer hold tools in their opposite 
hands, the sailor idly puts his right hand in his pocket, at the bottom, 
a train travels west, passing by cows in a watering hole. The title is at 
the top, partially stacked and on a "V/FIVE" element. This is the sole 
$5 proof available to collectors. The $5 issued note from the Krause 
collection realized $1,840 in September 2009. Noted as "Hole Punch 
Cancelled" as made. This has some handling, but the eye appeal is 
Gem with perfect margins and bold inking.

G2. Proof. PCGS Very Choice New 64. This is a very rare and 
interesting bank with three known series. This and the following $10 
proof are from the initial parent bank issue. The bank then moved to 
Chilton with $1 and $2 proofs observed, and then had a final series of 
bond paper notes from Sheboygan. This is an India paper proof printed 
from a $5-$10 plate engraved by Danforth, Wright & Co., New-York & 
Philad. This type has a very rare layout with five busy cherubs beneath 
the counters on each side. At the left, one cherub rests his hand on 
the globe, and another leans on an anvil. The leftmost two appear to 
be working the cord of a pulley. At the right, one cherub is engaged in 
drawing and another holds a rake aloft. Capital $50,000 is across the 
top. The blue machine serial number 74312 has been added. There 
are two sets of proofs known to us in collections. The two-subject 
proof sheet that originally came from the 1990 American Banknote 
Company Archives sale sold for $6,325 at the first Krause sale. There 
are also individual proofs on India paper that originally came from 
James Bookbinder-D.C. Wismer, and the $5 example realized $2,185 
in the same sale. Noted as "Hole Punch Cancelled" as made. One of 
the rarest Danforth, Wright & Co. banknote vignettes and immensely 
beautiful.

G4. Proof. PCGS Gem New 65PPQ. The second and highest 
denomination from this very rare India paper proof series engraved and 
printed by Danforth, Wright & Co. The layout is also quite impressive 
and this imprint is well known to serious collectors for its beautiful 
designs. The theme of progress is seen in the vignettes. At lower left, 
a train passes through a scenic area. At lower right, a Native American 
man holding a bow ponders the changing times represented by farming 
implements nearby and the log cabin in the distance. The design 
balances well with the lightly arced title at the top and the comptroller's 
seal underneath. The blue machine serial number 74312 was added. 
The individual $10 proof in the first Krause sale realized $1,495. Noted 
as "Hole Punch Cancelled" as made. This is a Gem example and a 
gorgeous proof.

18750 Sheboygan, Wl - German Bank $1 18__ WI-730 G2a. Proof. 
PCGS Choice New 63. This is an extremely rare ethnic titled bank from 
Sheboygan; we have seen only one issued note, a $2 denomination 
that was in the Krause Collection. The series of red protector proofs 
engraved and printed by Rawdon, Wright, Hatch & Edson, New-York 
from a $1-$2-$3-$5 plate are represented only in the Madison archive 
and here in the Newman Collection (the $5 denomination was sold 
in April 2015). Printed on India paper and mounted on original card 
stock. In the agriculturally themed vignettes, a milkmaid at top center 
places flowers on the bonnet she holds on her lap. Cows are at left, 
and a dog sits by her pail at the right. The farmer at lower left holds a 
scythe. A basket of food and a small container are nearby. At the top 
is an unusual red overprinted " $25,000," a feature that would allow 
the bank to reuse the main plate and need only to stamp the notes, 
avoiding a plate re-engraving if they expanded. A large red protector 
ONE is in the bottom center. The unique in private hands $5 proof in 
Newman Part VI, PCGS Superb Gem New 67PPQ, saw spirited bidding 
and sold for $5,405. Noted as "Hole Punch Cancelled" and "Mounted 
on Cardstock" as made. A very bold proof, and handsome with the red 
contrast. To our knowledge, this is the only $1 note of any kind from 
this bank available to collectors, and is equally as rare as that cited $5 
Newman Collection proof.

PCGS Very Choice New 64. This $2 German Bank is unique in private 
hands as a proof. Engraved and printed by Rawdon, Wright, Hatch 
& Edson, New-York. Printed on India paper and mounted on original 
cardstock. In the central vignette, a group of women with spools and 
shuttles are working at a textile mill. At lower right, a train passes 
through the countryside. A red overprinted Capital $25,000 is at the top 
as seen on other denominations. A red protector TWO is at the bottom 
center. Chet Krause had one note from the bank, an issued $2 note that 
realized $2,300 in the first auction sale in September 2009. Noted as 
"Hole Punch Cancelled" and "Mounted on Cardstock" as made. Wide 
margined and very bold. The deep printing nearly jumps off the bright 
white India paper and contrasts well with the red overprints.

PCGS Choice About New 58PPQ. The last available proof from this 
Sheboygan ethnic title and unique in private hands to our knowledge. 
This vibrant proof printed on India paper and mounted on original 
cardstock was engraved and printed by Rawdon, Wright, Hatch & 
Edson, New-York. Like the $2 denomination, it has a distinctive layout. 
Agriculture, Navigation and Commerce, and Industry are seated on 
the shore at right with various implements to identify them: scythe and 
cornucopia, sextant and caduceus, and mallet and gear. The left end 
has a band of lathe work. With a red overprinted Capital $25,000 as 
used on the other denominations. A neatly placed "Lazy 3" is left of 
center, only overlapping the comptroller's seal slightly. Noted as "Hole 
Punch Cancelled" and "Mounted on Cardstock" as made. There is 
petty handling, but this has the appearance of Superb Gem proof.

PCGS Superb Gem New 67PPQ. The Newman Collection proofs 
from the Bank of Superior are unique in private hands according to 
our research. The Krause Collection did not contain any issued notes 
or proofs from this title. A beautifully engraved $1-$2-$3-$5 plate 
was prepared at Toppan, Carpenter & Co., New-York & Phi la. to print 
these India paper proofs mounted on original card. All of the layouts 
are captivating. The lower left shows Native Americans from the 
American Plains at the hunt, just as one spears a buffalo: a frontier 
classic from this engraving imprint family. At lower right, four winged 
cherubs float with a large numeral "1." The only other proofs known 
are the plated examples in the Wisconsin Historical Society. Noted as 
"Hole Punch Cancelled" and "Mounted on Cardstock" as made. The 
inspiring condition, masterful engraving and unique status form a great 
combination.

PCGS Choice New 63. The $2 India paper mounted on original card 
proof from this bank also appears to be unique in private hands. Like 
all the proofs in this series, this superbly crafted Toppan, Carpenter 
& Co., New-York & Phila, example boasts a lovely layout. The busy 
port vignette, most recently encountered at the lower left of Racine's 
Commercial Bank $1 note, appears here at the center beneath the title. 
At the lower right is a picture of a young boy dressed as a sailor. Noted 
as "Hole Punch Cancelled" and "Mounted on Cardstock" as made. 
There are the faintest wisps of foxing, but bold and fresh appearing. An 
irreplaceable Wisconsin rarity.

PCGS Gem New 66PPQ. The $3 India paper mounted on original card 
proof from this bank appears to be unique in private hands like the 
others. A third gorgeous Toppan, Carpenter & Co., New-York & Phila. 
engraved layout. An adaptation of the Wisconsin state seal is used at 
the upper left. Here, the sailor appears on the right, and the miner has 
been replaced by a Native American. An eagle, rather than a badger, is 
at the top of the shield. The background images of vessels relate to the 
figures beside the shield: a canoe at left, and a clipper ship at right. A 
little girl's portrait is under the title. Noted as "Hole Punch Cancelled" 
and "Mounted on Cardstock" as made. A very important Wisconsin $3 
proof and another unique opportunity to obtain an Obsolete note type 
never before offered at public auction.

PCGS Gem New 66PPQ. The highest denomination of the series, 
engraved and printed by Toppan, Carpenter & Co., New-York & 
Phila. from the four-note plate. An India paper proof mounted on 
original cardstock, and a Gem. This last inspiring layout completes the 
quartet. At lower left is a Native American hunter on horseback. The 
windblown hair, fringe, mane and tail enhance the realism. The classic 
and desirable vignette seen on few banks, Dr. Kane in the Arctic , 
is at lower right. Dr. Elisha Kane in 1853 led the second expedition 
searching for Sir John Franklin, who disappeared with his crew and 
two ships while seeking the Northwest Passage. Kane's ice party is 
shown with their sled dogs and dinghy while their icebound ship 
Advance is behind. Noted as "Hole Punch Cancelled" and "Mounted 
on Cardstock" as made. This is absolutely stunning, and one of the 
finest "Dr. Kane" proofs we have ever encountered.

WI-820 G2. Proof. PCGS Very Choice New 64. The bank and series 
are extremely rare, with the Krause collection having only a damaged 
raised note to represent the title. This well-engraved $1-$1-$2-$3 plate 
was accomplished by Rawdon, Wright, Hatch & Edson, New-York. This 
"B" position India paper proof is mounted on its original cardstock. 
Slightly right of center, a Native American man holds out an ear of corn 
to the farmer seated on the opposite side of the shield. His arm breaks 
up the word AMITY; the word ENTERPRIZE [sic] is partially obscured 
by the farmer. The farmer at lower left sharpens his grain cradle. A 
blacksmith is at the lower right. The base vignette shows a bull. The 
$3 Treaty of Fort Stanwix vignetted proof and unique in private hands, 
graded PCGS New 62 Apparent sold for $4,700 at the Newman 
Part VI sale. Noted as "Hole Punch Cancelled" and "Mounted on 
Cardstock" as made. The deep inking is very distinctive and yields a 
bold impression. Once again, this is the first time one of these has been 
offered for sale.

WI-820 G6. Proof. PCGS Choice New 63 Apparent. The highest 
denomination from this handsome Rawdon, Wright, Hatch & Edson, 
New-York engraved series and unique in private hands to our 
knowledge. This is an India paper proof mounted on original cardstock. 
The train in the main vignette, unlike on the Milwaukee Bank $3, is 
unnamed. It travels past a Greek revival building, and a steamboat is 
seen in the far background.

After printing those 
proofs, it was altered for use by the Forest City Bank, Waukesha, as 
represented by the Newman Collection proofs and the archived proof 
sheet at the Wisconsin Historical Society. Printed on India paper and 
mounted on its original card. Farmers load hay from the wagon into the 
barn's loft in the center vignette. A large "1" growing vines is at the right 
end under a ONE counter. A red protector ONE is at the bottom center. 
In addition to the Newman Collection proofs, there are a few low- 
grade issued notes from the bank. The $2 proof from the series, PCGS 
Very Choice New 64, realized $3,995 at Newman Part VI. Noted as 
"Hole Punch Cancelled" and "Mounted on Cardstock" as made. This 
exhibits handsome Wellstood styling and excellent condition.

Engraved and printed 
by Wellstood, Hay & Whiting, New-York on India paper mounted to its 
original card. A fascinating proof from the re-engraved Milwaukee City 
Bank plate. In the boldly executed vignette at the center, the clipper 
ship under full sail is the most prominent of the boats on the harbor. 
At lower right, a sailor mans the helm. A red protector THREE is at the 
bottom center. This earlier style series proof is unique in private hands. 
The $3 issued note from the Krause Collection was a later note with 
an American Bank Note Company imprint. Noted as "Hole Punch 
Cancelled" and "Mounted on Cardstock" as made. With very minor 
handling and a Gem appearance.

This handsome series was printed by Rawdon, Wright, 
Hatch, & Edson, New-York from a $1-$1-$2-$3 sheet configuration. The 
$2 note from the series has a Type I Santa Claus vignette. This India 
paper proof, mounted on original cardstock, shows an especially boldly 
inked impression. With a brigantine at left and a lighthouse at right, 
Commerce sits at the shore in the vignette slightly right of top center. 
In an oval frame at lower left, a smartly dressed woman manages to 
display her fine jewelry while applying perfume behind her ear. The 
farmer at lower right holds a sickle and a newly cut sheaf of wheat. The 
$1 India paper proof plated in Haxby was from the British American 
Banknote Company Archives and sold last in the Krause March 2010 
auction for $3,450.

Beautifully crafted from the 
Rawdon, Wright, Hatch & Edson, New-York plates. This is a Superb Gem New 67PPQ proof on India paper mounted on original cardstock. This 
is the first offering of the immaculate Newman Collection example. In private hands, it joins one other proof and one bond paper Specimen with 
confirmed auction records. At the top, right of center, is the Roger H. Durand Type I Santa Claus vignette. Wrapped in furs, St. Nick is seated in 
his sleigh on the snow-covered rooftop as his eight reindeer take flight. According to Durand's research, the engraver might be Freeman Rawdon, 
George W. Hatch or James P. Major. At lower left is a seated allegorical female with a balance scale and commercial goods adjacent. The oval 
portrait at lower right portrays an almost saintly, Renaissance-style woman wearing a laurel wreath and veil. The other undisputed proof example 
is the Haxby plate note from the Krause Collection-British American Banknote Company Archive sold in September 2009 for $16,100. The Krause 
Collection duplicate was a bond paper Specimen that sold for $10,350 in March 2010. It first was auctioned in November 1994 for $11,000. 
The Roger H. Durand Santa Claus Collection example appears to be the same note, but affixed to a backing card, that we sold in the 2012

Another very sharp 
impression with bold contrast.

Gazaway Bugg Lamar and "The Mysterious Montgomerys" 


The first issue Montgomery notes, the most beautiful fiscal items created during the formation of the Confederate States of America, 
were printed by the National Bank Note Company in New York. The exact timeline of their creation and distribution is not fully 
recorded. There are missing facts due to the destruction of records and letters at a time when Southern sympathizers in New York were 
being scrutinized by Federal officials. But enough evidence has been gathered by researchers to present a plausible chronology. We 
know much more about the Montgomery notes, T1 to T4, than the proposed Montgomery series bonds contracted to be printed by the 
American Bank Note Company at the same time in New York. Those plates were seized by Federal government agents in New York, as 
reported in The New York Tribune , April 26, 1861. That primary source report opened up a study of the complex timeline and details 
of those proposed notes and bonds, and the possibility of another unknown series of Treasury Notes. The elaborate research is ably 
covered in the award-winning reference, J. Wayne Hilton's Collecting Confederate Currency: Hobby and/or Investment? Volume One: 
Criswell Types 1-4 "The Magnificent Montgomerys" (2012, author). 

The T1 to T4 Montgomery notes were engraved and printed in March, 1861 by the National Bank Note Company acting as a 
subcontractor to the American Bank Note Company, which received a larger order for coupon bonds, registered bonds and these 
Treasury Notes. The Montgomery notes were interest bearing, and technically bonds; they paid their interest and principal on demand 
from the written date issued to their redemption. The Montgomerys were meant for domestic use only and were prepared rapidly in 
order to get them into commercial channels. The other bonds included in the order were registered and coupon bonds that would be 
printed and sold primarily to European investors who had strong interests in Southern cotton and other agricultural goods. 

War was imminent, and Confederate Treasury Secretary Cristopher Gustavus Memminger ordered bonds and notes to be obtained 
from the best security printer in the world, the American Bank Note Company (the ABN). The well-connected financier Gazaway Bugg 
Lamar arranged to have the plates produced and notes printed by the ABN's subcontractor, the National Bank Note Company. Lamar 
was the president of the Bank of the Republic, New York City and the Bank of Commerce in Savannah. He signed notes for both banks, 
and his New York bank was the clearinghouse for his Savannah notes, which were brought to the North (netting him a small fee per 
dollar cleared.) He thus had the contacts to send the official Confederate agent on Memminger's behalf into the bank note company's 
offices, place the Confederacy's order, and pay for it. The four-subject plate pair (the main plate for the black inked printing and another 
for the added green tint) was prepared from stock vignettes, dies and cycloidal lathe work elements that were already on premises, 
without the need for custom engraving. The clycloidal repeating configurations on the notes were also used on Obsolete currency and 
on the United States of America Act of March 2, 1861 Two-Year Interest bearing note series, developed from the patents owned by 
Cyrus Durand, brother of artist Asher B. Durand. 


The National Bank Note Company printed 607 four-subject sheets for the Confederacy. The notes were delivered to Memminger on 
April 2, 1861 to commence issuing them from Montgomery and other official Assistant Treasury branch offices. There was a need for 
additional lower denomination $50 and $100, notes and Memminger immediately wrote Lamar to have printed a further 1,000 half¬ 
sheets with just the two lesser denominations. Some existing letters written in the brief interim refer to $50 and $100 notes that might be 
from a separate American Bank Note Company printed series, and those notes were seized and destroyed in the Federal confiscation in 
New York. However, it is a fact that the second printing of 1,000 $50 and $100 Montgomerys arrived May 3, 1861 for distribution. One 
sheet was retained as an archival sample and 999 each of the $50 and $100 (the Second Series) notes were issued. 

After the delivery of both orders, G.B. Lamar remained in New York City and was a person of interest to Federal authorities for his 
known role in the currency contract. He was under intense pressure as a Southern sympathizer, and Lamar's son Charles wrote 
Memminger asking him to cease sending letters to New York as "he [G.B. Lamar] is threatened daily by mobs" (Hilton, page 138). The 
American Bank Note Company surrendered the Confederate plates and anything printed from them to the authorities in late April. In 
May, following the death of his wife, Lamar returned to Savannah. The fate of Memminger's mentioned other Montgomerys seems 
shrouded in mystery at first. But G.B. Lamar, in a June 10, 1861 letter to Memminger, wrote a post script citing "Treasury Notes" printed 
by the "American Bank Note Company," indicating that the plates were defaced prior to seizure by the Federal marshals. Lamar notes at 
the end, "Both [Treasury Note plates] were to have been delivered in Montgomery to you by my Contract [as agent]." Does "both" refer 
to a main and tint plate? The mysterious notes are either unknown Montgomerys or transitional notes prior to the revised enactment that 
created the First Richmond notes (T5 and T6). 


Lamar, after returning to Savannah, was a key banker and business figure whose portrait appeared on some of his $100 Bank of 
Commerce notes. He was also involved heavily in shipping and was the president of a Union blockade-running company that issued 
share certificates that he signed. Lamar was a major cotton planter, and his property was destroyed during Sherman's Long March. After 
the War, Lamar signed the oath of allegiance in order to be compensated for his wartime losses. Only after the Supreme Court upheld 
that compensation did Lamar eventually collect $580,000 in 1874. Gazaway Bugg Lamar's role is fascinating in Southern financial 
history. From Southern planter, to New York and Savannah banker, Confederate currency procurer, and Union blockade runner, Lamar's 
handiwork is all ably represented by tangible artifacts. The "Magnificent Montgomerys" as coined by Wayne Hilton, are the most 
famous, beautiful and historic of all Confederate States of America currency.

The Confederate States 
T1 $1000 Montgomery Issue note is an iconic rarity in the American paper money canon. The Eric P. Newman example is an illustrious 
member of the Montgomery note quartet and boasts, along with his other denominations, the famous "Colonel" E.H.R Green collection 
pedigree. Its phenomenal vibrancy, sharp printing and complete margins, give a first impression of an Uncirculated note. More importantly, 
it is not cancelled in any manner at all. Of the 607 printed and issued, this is among the finest looking $1000 Montgomery notes known. 
The combination of remarkable appearance and stellar pedigree presents an exceptional offering. This very distinctive type has a seemingly 
simple layout, but reveals state-of-the-art engraving intricacies upon close examination. The richness of the National Bank Note Company 
engraved black printing is amplified by the green tinted cycloidal guilloche configurations created by Cyrus Durand's patented spiral lathe 
machines. The note is framed around in color, the tint patent date is the in the bottom left, and the imprint is in the bottom right. A repeating 
pattern of denominations, textual and numerical, is across the center. Titles, denomination, MONTGOMERY, and the interest statement "with 
interest at Ten Cents per day" are above the green-shaded signature block. The counters in the top corners are composed of 12 overlapping 
ovals, each with an outlined arcing ONE THOUSAND above 1000. The left counter has "M" in the center and the right, "1000." Portraits 
are below the counters in the side panels: John C. Calhoun is at left, and Andrew Jackson is at right. Hand dated except for the engraved 
"18" and lines for two signatures stacked. The signatures of Alexander B. Clitherall as register and E.C. Elmore as treasurer are very sharp. 
Plate letter A, and machine numeral 44. The plain back has the endorsement "New Orleans June 8th, 1861 / [signed] A. J. Guirot / Assis. 
Treas. CS" accomplished in elegant script. This note has exemplary paper integrity and originality and is very well margined all around. The 
serial number is interesting, and a few notes in the vicinity are known, including the 1908 Harmon Chambers Chapman sale example (#46). 
Among the finest uncancelled $1000 Montgomery notes, this is without a doubt high in the condition census. There are currently 138 $1000 
Montgomery notes recorded by Pierre Fricke on a census that likely commenced in the 1960s by Grover Criswell and continues to this day. 
Most are low grade, cancelled with holes or cut cancelled; they have often received repairs to improve their appearance. This example 
is far ahead of the majority of existing notes and is the finest uncancelled note to appear at public auction in recent memory. This note is 
superior to the PMG Very Fine 25 (with repairs, stains) serial number 15 Bowers collection note (ex: Gable via Chapman's May 27-29, 1914 
sale) sold by Stack's in September 2010 for $46,000. Conservatively estimated in relation to several other American numismatic icons. This is 
one of the most illustrious Newman Collection currency notes and is destined to become a centerpiece of the next cabinet it joins.

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Impressive T2 $500 Montgomery Note 

18767 Confederate States of America - T2 1861 $500 Montgomery Issue PF-1, Cr. 2. PCGS Very Fine 35PPQ. As with the $1000, only 
607 notes were printed, and approximately 135 to 140 exist today. This Newman-Green $500 Montgomery is another impressive example 
boasting tremendous eye appeal. Like the other notes from the series, this was an interest-bearing instrument paying "five cents per day," 
only up to "Twelve Months After Date." The $500 is arguably the most pleasing design, with inspired vignettes by the National Bank Note 
Company. At top center is the classic vignette, The Crossing ; attributed to James D. Smillie, but not verified. A train crosses a stone bridge 
in the background, while a man on horseback drives cattle down a hill to the stream. Another worker, standing in the water and holding 
a cattle prod, finishes rolling up his pant legs. The vignette appears on several Obsolete banknotes from the period. The full green tinting 
is different on this note, with micro-numerals on three sides of the frame and patent dates and imprint information along the bottom. Both 
ends have color micro-numeral ovals surrounding vignettes and dies. At the lower left in the tint is a dramatic depiction of Agriculture 
seated on a barrel. The upper corners show counters composed of overlapping rounded edge hexagons, with an outlined numeral at center 
and textual denomination arcing above. The left shows a "D" and the right shows a "500." The title begins at the inside edge of the left 
panel and crosses into the right panel. Hand dated except for the engraved "18" and lines for two signatures across, Alexander B. Clitherall 
as register and E.C. Elmore as treasurer. Plate letter A. Machine numeral 72. The endorsement on the back is similar to that on the T1 
previous: "New Orleans June 3rd, 1861 / [signed] A. J. Guirot / Assis. Treas. CS" accomplished in fine script. For many decades, collectors 
and scholars argued which Confederate type was the rarest. The current census records 137 notes in all grades. However, according 
to J. Wayne Hilton's detailed reference, he considers the T2 $500 as the rarest type based on auction appearances. With that in mind, 
perhaps the type has been underappreciated in recent decades. This is a gorgeous PPQ note. The color tinting and dark inked contrast are 
very attractive. The complete margins on all sides include three that are broad, with only the left close to the printed portion. This note 
apparently has never been publicly auctioned. However, it has been included on the Montgomery census, compiled by several scholars 
and dealers, for decades. Now, this impressive $500 Montgomery will become an esteemed member of a new auspicious collection.

The additional printing made a total of 1606 $100 Montgomery notes 
issued, with a greater percentage known from this second printing than the first. The eye appeal complements the $1000 and $500 from 
the "Colonel" Green set with vibrant color, deep printing and excellent margins. The interest-bearing note paid "interest at one cent 
per day." The National Bank Note Company engraving and color tinting work is superb. Artistically, it is on a par with the United States 
$100 "Spread Eagle" Legal Tender note issued the next year. A green frame is all around the note with the patent date at bottom left and 
imprint at bottom right. There is a horizontal guilloche band of cycloidal repeating denominations. At the upper left is a "C" protector. 
An energetic rendering of a railroad station is under the arced title. To the left of the train, workmen are on the loading dock with barrels, 
sacks and milk jugs. To the right of the train, passengers congregate on the platform. Stately Columbia, holding a crown of laurel leaves, 
is at the left. The fasces and one of her feet appear to protrude beyond the edge of the counter block below, casting shadows. The 
counter at upper right is composed of overlapping rounded edge hexagons with an outlined numeral at center, textual denomination 
arcing above and "100" outlined in the center. Hand dated except for the engraved "18" and lines for two signatures across, Alexander 
B. Clitherall as register and E.C. Elmore as treasurer. Plate letter A, Machine numeral 1141. The back pen endorsement that issued the 
note is dated "June 17, 1861." There are approximately 190 $100 Montgomery notes known in all grades ranging from well circulated to 
Choice New condition. This well-framed, pleasing example is an ideal representative from this historic series of American currency.

3, 1861 Richmond notes are another handsome series of intaglio engraved and printed notes. The $50 and $100 notes were printed from two- 
subject plates engraved by the Southern Bank Note Company, New-Orleans using the Rawdon, Wright, Hatch & Edson dies and tints from the 
former office. Like the $50 and $100 Montgomery notes, they paid interest. This is a striking engraved note using an additional green tint plate. 
Under the arced title at center, Industry holds a spool of thread and a shuttle as she rests her foot on two books. Agriculture, with her arm around 
Industry's shoulder, holds a caduceus. Justice, with scales and sword, is at the left. An oval portrait of Washington is at the right between two "50" 
counters. A green bottom center guilloche with micro-lettering has FIFTY across, and hexagonal "L" dies flank the denomination. Hand dated, 
numbered and signed by Tyler and Elmore. The back has a lightly penned paid endorsement. There were 5,798 notes issued. With its broad 
margins and vibrant color, this is one of the finest known examples. An exceptional T6 $50 representing this two-note series perfectly.

The Federal government seized the 
Montgomery plates in New York, and the demand for more paper money led to the printing of lithographed notes by Hoyer & Ludwig. These 
second series notes did not pay interest. The circulation increase made it impossible for the Register and the Treasurer to actually sign all the 
notes. This led to substitute officials or "for the" signers. The July 25, 1861 $100, printed on thin paper, is very scarce in high grades. But this is a 
beautifully framed, boldly impressed, nearly Gem note. At the center, the mythological mother and daughter Ceres and Proserpina fly through the 
air with agricultural tools and a brimming cornucopia. A framed oval portrait of Washington is at lower left. This is gorgeous type note and one of 
the finest looking examples we have encountered.

PCGS Very Fine 20 Apparent. The July 25, 1861 $20, like the other 
denominations in the series, did not pay interest. This was lithographed 
by Hoyer & Ludwig on thick paper. A double engraved "for Treas'r" 
is at the lower right, and this is a Fricke Rarity-10 variety. The added 
red round Trans-Mississippi stamp makes it more significant. These 
stampings, in red or black, were added to Confederate notes west of 
the Mississippi to revalidate them. Most were stamped at Huntsville, 
Texas and those notes were used in Arkansas, Texas, Indian Territory, 
and Louisiana. This note shows the standard design with a clipper ship 
at the center. The left end panel has "20" at the center in a shaded 
oval; the right end has upper and lower counters. This PF-2 is serial 
number 9169, plate B. Pleasant and bright from the face with a sharp, 
well-placed Trans-Mississippi stamp. Noted with "Edge Tears and Tape 
Repairs." On the back there is a long tear on the back patched with 
glassine and an antique penciled collector notation. A prize specialist 
note.

30. PCGS Very Fine 25 Apparent. This legendary Confederate note 
variety is offered at auction for the first time. This unique note was 
considered "non-collectible" by numerous specialists over the decades. 
Despite Phillip Chase's publication of the note, its whereabouts were 
unknown until Pierre Fricke used his archived photograph, with 
Newman Collection noted on the back, as the plate note. Lithographed 
by Hoyer & Ludwig, it shows the standard design with a clipper ship at 
the center. It is a second series note with the Ccc plate letter. According 
to Phillip Chase, one of the lithographic stones became smeared on 
the fourth position and removed from printing. The distinct variety has 
written "for Register" and "for Treas'r" in the signers' hand, Daloney 
and Tighe on this note, above the smeared portion that was shaved 
off. This fascinating variety has been the subject of discussion for 
decades and an old penciled notation on the back "not cat" indicates 
the note's recognition as a special rarity long ago. Noted are "Small 
Edge Splits, Tears, and Minor Damage" on a fairly bright note. An 
important opportunity for Confederate collectors to bid upon this 
unique example.

The July 25, 1861 $10 notes 
did not pay interest. They are another type lithographed by Hoyer &

shows seated Liberty at the top center with an eagle and a shield on 
which is the Confederate flag. Standing Commerce is at the lower left. 
Different dies are in three corners. The vignette adaptations, except for 
the addition of the Confederate flag, were taken directly from Rawdon, 
Wright, Hatch & Edson intaglio notes from before the War. There is 
a plate error at the upper left corner showing "Reoeivable" instead 
of "Receivable." This serial number 2077, the second finest known 
currently, is Rarity-13 in Fricke. Noted with "Small Rust Stains; Small 
Edge Tear at Top Right." Overall, a well-printed and pleasing note.

The thicker bond paper was being phased 
out by Hoyer & Ludwig which contributed to only a few remaining 
sheets being printed with A plate letters, but without engraved "for" at 
the right. The "for" is written in. This variety is unlisted in the traditional 
Criswell reference. The standard design for Type 10. At center, seated 
Liberty gestures toward the title as she gazes at the eagle beside her. 
She leans on a shield showing the Confederate flag. Commerce, with 
garments blowing in the breeze, is at lower left. She is shown with 
commercial goods and an anchor. Serial number 36101. This is a 
beautiful, vibrant note with complete margins all around. Noted is the 
penciled "11" at back upper right corner for pedigree purposes. This is 
another prize for the specialist.

This is an exceedingly rare and important Confederate bogus, or 
fantasy, note.

There are reportedly only two known examples, and this Newman 
Collection note adds to that elite number. This wood block engraving 
has T10 imitation vignettes, but adds red color TWENTY and "20" die 
protectors as seen on the Upham Female Riding Deer fantasy note 
(CTXX-1) types. The full Upham imprint is along the bottom edge. 
Noted with "Edge Tears and Minor Damage; Mounting Remnants on 
Back." Those flaws are minor compared with the bright eye appeal. 
Difficult to estimate, but clearly a dream note for the Confederate 
contemporary counterfeit specialist.

PCGS Very Fine 25 Apparent. This is an attractive example of the 
lowest denomination from the July 25, 1861 issue and is non-interest 
bearing. Only thick bond paper, prone to develop splits and nicks 
quickly, was used for this type. As the first $5 note issued by the 
Confederacy, it was immediately required for commerce, and high- 
grade notes from the approximately 73,000 printed are very rare. The 
attractive Hoyer & Ludwig lithographed design complements the Type 
10. The vignette under the arced CONFEDERATE is similar to that on 
the $5 denomination, with seated Liberty and an eagle. Instead of a 
shield showing the Confederate flag, a large "5" counter is in front of 
them, and shipping containers are around. At lower left, a sailor is 
shown at a wharf. As he leans on a capstan, he gestures toward Liberty. 
As discussed, the vignettes are adapted from Rawdon, Wright, Hatch 
& Edson engraved scenes. Difficult to obtain in this grade or finer. We 
recently sold a J. Wayne Hilton pedigreed note graded PCGS Very 
Fine 25 Apparent for $3,525 in our April 2015 CSNS Signature sale. 
Several auction records for similar notes in prior years have exceeded 
that. Noted with not readily seen "Small Edge and Internal Tears." Well 
framed and bright. A superior note boasting natural paper integrity, 
devoid of restorations and ideal for a quality complete type set.

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Vivid T12 Manouvrier Printed $5 Note 

18777 Confederate States of America - T12 1861 $5 PF-1, Cr. 48. PCGS Choice About New 55. The hand-dated July 25, 1861 $5 notes are a 
distinctive and rare Confederate series. They have a unique character compared to all other Confederate type notes. Printed by Jules Manouvrier 
in New Orleans on four-subject plates with blue backs, the first usage of that security device on a Confederate note. Manouvrier's contract for 
the notes from Memminger's office was due to expediency rather than choice. The Southern Bank Note Company, with its high-quality intaglio 
technology, was not cable of printing nearly 4,000 sheets of $5 notes quickly nor the $10 notes that are unknown today. Though catalogers 
over the years have discussed the disturbed shipment to Richmond of the finished notes, few have discussed the blue printed back's other use. 
Manouvrier printed a series of wartime lithographed notes for the Bank of Whitfeld, Georgia and reused the plate on the back of the $5 notes 
from that issuer. Manouvrier notes, like other elite Confederate types, often have fascinating lore. The four-note set of Manouvrier notes given 
to General Sherman as an official gift at his retirement in 1883 were procured by Raphael Thian. Over a century later, those four T12 notes 
were sold in 1987 at the Ball-Richmond auction cataloged by NASCA. Like this example, they fell in the known range of essentially new notes 
from serial number 1755-1785. The face design has no vignettes. The titles, location and payable are across, and the note was to be signed at 
the bottom by the Register and Treasurer. The top and bottom frames have outlined obligation text. There are two upper corner counters and a 
perpendicular FIVE inside the end panel. The blue printed back shows CONFEDERATE STATES/OF/AMERICA and a "V" counter in each corner. 
Plate \~\ and serial number 1777. The note never entered circulation, but exhibits handling on the center and right. The face has clear, even 
margins on all sides. The back is vibrant for the type, though just very slightly askew and close at the right. This is an essential Confederate single 
note type with a commendable pedigree and in top condition.

The Newman Collection T15 $50 note is an 
exceptional example and one of the finest known. This type and intaglio engraved series has been coveted by collectors due its extraordinary 
grace and rarity. The highest denomination $50 is extremely difficult to encounter in uncancelled high grades. Many of the T15 notes existing 
are hammer cut cancelled or have cut-out cancels on the bottom edge. This remarkable note has the eye appeal of a Gem Uncirculated piece, 
and it is a classic rarity. Engraved and printed by the Southern Bank Note Company, New-Orleans (the printer of $100-$50 T5-T6 notes) on thick 
bond paper with color threads. Most of the 14,860 issued were well used, cancelled or destroyed. The vignette dies are all from the classic 1850s 
Rawdon, Wright, Hatch & Edson catalog. Slightly left of center at the top, a train and the sidewheel steamer in the background travel west. At 
the lower left, Hope (though she is traditionally described in Confederate references as Ceres) gazes upward. She holds a cornucopia and leans 
on an anchor. A tall vignette of Justice under an arced FIFTY is at the right. The Gothic title is across, and the vermillion guilloche across bottom 
center is capped at each end with outlined hexagonal "L" dies. This is plate A, as all are, and serial number 421. The margins are complete all 
around the note and only get razor close at the far lower right. The paper integrity is remarkable, and minor handling is seen from the back only. 
The vermillion color is vibrant and contrasts with the excellent inking of the black printing. There are no serial number runs of uncancelled, About 
New notes known like Manouvriers. This is worthy of achieving a realization well in excess of perceived auction trends and published catalog 
values.

18779 Confederate States of America - T17 1861 $20 PF-2, Cr. UNL. PCGS Very Fine 30. The T17 $20 note was the first issued from the 
September 2, 1861-dated notes authorized by the Act of August 19, 1861. Lithographed by Hoyer & Ludwig, Richmond VA. The vignettes are 
adaptations from the Danforth, Wright & Co. engraved notes, a common practice by the printer. In a cartouche formed by the title, Ceres is 
flanked by Commerce, at left and Navigation, at right. Liberty, standing at the left, carries a capped liberty pole while also wearing the pileus. 
An especially ornate green tint crosses the note and "20" and TWENTY protectors are outlined within at the bottom. This is the wider tint, PF-2 
variety, that was unlisted in Criswell. The handwritten serial number is 3026. Although not a rare type, it is popular, and this example has superior 
eye appeal for the technical grade. Honest circulation and fold wear are seen more from the blank back. The vibrant green color brings out the 
excellent printing clarity and the note is widely framed on all sides, with the top and bottom remarkably broad. Another premium quality type 
note from this impressive Newman Collection set.

Confederate types, but its numerous varieties make it an interesting Hoyer & Ludwig series. There are many different counterfeit styles known, 
some well-made and close approximations. The inverted lower right "XX" counter, PF-5, Cr. 109, note is one of the major error varieties in the 
Confederate series.. The standard design, with a clipper ship at the top center and a sailor at the capstan at the lower left. The right end panel 
has a "20" die at top, obligation in the center, and "XX" at the bottom right, inverted on this variety. Plate DA, Serial number 15935. A beautiful 
example with a Rarity-10 rating by Fricke (less than 50 known). Most are low grade, but Pierre Fricke observes this is the second finest known. 
The finest, PCGS Choice About New 55, serial number 15936, was sold in our 2014 CSNS Signature Sale for $7,931. An old penciled collector 
notation is on the back right edge: "B109-R7-THI." Well margined on all sides and only modestly handled. This is a fascinating major variant in 
exceptional condition.

Like the T15 $50 Southern Bank Note 
Company engraved and printed note in the Newman Collection, this is a noteworthy uncancelled example. In this stellar condition, it is rarer 
than the T15 $50. Printed in New Orleans on a four-subject plate. Handsome dies from the Rawdon, Wright, Hatch, & Edson repertoire were 
used to create another classically beautiful type. Printed on thick bond paper with color threads. Like the T15 $50, 14,860 were issued and 
most known today are low grade or cut or hole cancelled notes. Navigation, with her accoutrements, is seated at top center; ships are at sail in 
the background. At lower left, Minerva is depicted holding her spear and an olive branch as she leans on the shield showing Medusa's head. 
At the lower right, a blacksmith stands at his anvil in front of the forge. A vermillion micro-lettered guilloche is across the bottom center. There 
are three outlined "20" dies, a larger oval one over the guilloche and two tilted dies flanking the vignette. The serial number is 2403. Another 
remarkable note, essentially as made and complementing the T15 $50 in this sale perfectly. The printing is deep black, and the rich vermillion 
protectors provide a stunning contrast.

Fascinating T23 $10 Printed from Adapted Savannah Plates 

18782 Confederate States of America - T23 1861 $10 PF-1, Cr. 153. PCGS Very Fine 25PPQ. The T23 $10 and T32 $5 notes from this 
enactment are fascinating. Leggett, Keatinge & Ball, Richmond Va. received plates from the Mechanics Savings Bank, Savannah, Georgia, 
originally engraved by Bald, Adams & Co., New-York/Bald, Cousland & Co., Philadelphia to re-engrave and adapt for these attractive and rare 
types. Printed on plain paper, this is a pleasing, uncancelled note with vibrant color. The vignette and counter structure are the same as on the 
Savannah plate with updated titles, obligations, and imprint. In the vignette at top center, two horses, with heads down and wearing blinders, pull 
a wagon through the town. The driver is seated upon a bale of cotton. A portrait of the Savannah's bank president John Elliott Ward (published in 
a 1917 article in The Numismatist ) is in the oval at lower left; at lower right, a farmer carries stalks of grain as a child crawls around behind him. 
An updated vermillion protector plate was created for the note with TEN across the bottom center and "X" counters flanking the vignette. Serial 
number 5073. A well-bodied note with bold vermillion color. The margins are mostly close, but only a very short length of the right end crosses 
the frame line. A portion of the note above shows at the upper right. This uncancelled note is in above average condition and very appealing.

18783 Confederate States of America - T24 1861 $10 PF-13, Cr. 166. PCGS Very Fine 35PPQ. The T24 $10 is a high quality Keatinge & Ball, 
Richmond, Va. imprint type printed on excellent paper from several sources. The watermarked "J. Whatman 1862" paper used for this note made 
it through the Union blockade from its English maker. The notes were printed on sheets of eight with the watermark appearing on one position, 
resulting in only 700 notes issued with the watermark. Statesman Robert Mercer Taliaferro Hunter, who sided with Virginia during the Civil War, 
is shown at lower left. Reverend Alfred L. Elwin as a child, adapted from a Durand & Company die from the 1830s is at the lower right. In the 
vermillion tint are the micro-lettered guilloche, small "X" counters and different upper corner dies. Plate K, serial number 22879. This note is now 
officially at the top of the condition census maintained by Pierre Fricke for the variety. The notes below it, averaging Very Good or so, usually 
have some type of flaw. This is fully margined, shows bold vibrancy and is wonderfully original. Rarely offered in any grade, this is a beautiful 
example.

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Well Printed and Vibrant T27 $10 "Eagle and Shield" Note - The Rarest Confederate Type 

18784 Confederate States of America - T27 1861 $10 PF-2, Cr. 228. PCGS Very Fine 20. The September 2, 1861-dated "Eagle and Shield" T27 
$10 note is another illustrious Confederate type note, forming an integral relationship with its sister "Indian Princess" T35 $5 note. Both of these 
rare types have been coveted by collectors for over a century. High-grade examples, uncancelled Very Good or better, are extremely difficult to 
find due to the weak paper used. The T27 $10 note is the rarest Confederate type, based on a recorded census of 118 examples at this time. That 
advanced census was created by Dr. Douglas B. Ball and Philip Chase, and is now continued by Pierre Fricke. Though many more T27 and T35 
notes were printed than Montgomerys, they circulated heavily in day-to-day transactions, explaining their greater rarity. The high-denomination 
Montgomery series notes paid interest, and they were often redeemed at treasury offices and saved. The Newman Collection T27 and T35 pair 
form a dynamic duo that complement each other with their vivid eye appeal, paper originality and strong printing. Lithographed at Hoyer & 
Ludwig in Richmond, the notes were produced late in the year and the quality control for both types was deficient. The T27 notes were printed 
from two different plates. The first 7,160 "Ab" plate T27 notes were printed alongside the "Ab" T35 $5 Indian Princess notes on an eight-subject 
plate. An additional 1,460 T27 notes were issued and printed from a new plate using positions "A9" to "A16," and this example was printed 
from that plate. The T27 plate numeral set is one of the greatest challenges in Confederate note collecting and has only been achieved a few 
times in over a century. The design is a handsome one with vignettes adapted from those used on pre-war Obsolete Currency. Liberty, seated at 
upper left, holds a capped pole and leans on a blank shield. She points out the obligation in a shield-shaped cartouche to the eagle beside her. 
A train with cargo and passengers is in the center at the far right. Three corners show identical "10" counters. Plate position A15, serial number 
48. The Newman example is one of the finest seen by us and appears to have been printed from an early state of the second printing (serial 
numbers 1-110). The paper integrity is superb for this type, and the surfaces especially clean. The margins are well above average, and touch the 
frame printing here and there. Viewing from the blank back, there are some hard folds, but the surfaces are perfectly clean, and the note is in a 
completely natural state with only light circulation. To our knowledge, this memorable example is offered publicly for the first time and likely in 
the condition census of the T27 notes. This is another exceptional opportunity to obtain a Confederate note classic rarity in exemplary condition.

Bank Note Company engraved color note series with adapted vignettes from the Rawdon, Wright, Hatch & Edson dies on hand at the New 
Orleans office. This is a popular type and it also has a very scarce black, round Trans-Mississippi Department ink stamping at the upper right. 
A group of five women is in the central vignette. Justice stands in the center behind a large "5." Commerce and Agriculture are seated at left, 
and Liberty and Industry are at the right. At the left end, between FIVE counters, Minerva is standing. At the right end, on a pedestal atop a "V" 
counter, is Sir Frances Chantrey's statue of George Washington, from Doric Hall at the Massachusetts State House. In vermillion, a FIVE protector 
is over the micro-lettered guilloche with large "5" counters flanking. Plate B, serial 9456. The black trans-Mississippi stamp is rare on this note, 
and it is beautifully printed. An attractive example of this scarcer stamped note. T31 $5 notes circulated extensively and are difficult to find in high 
grade. Noted with "Minor Rust Stains on Back." Well margined and with strong color for the grade. A desirable Trans-Mississippi note.

Exceptional Very Choice New 64PPQ T33 $5 Note 

18786 Confederate States of America - T33 1861 $5 PF-19, Cr. 257b. PCGS Very Choice New 64PPQ. Keatinge & Ball, Richmond printed 
two well-made $5 types on high quality paper obtained from several sources. The T33 is popular with collectors due to the green tint plate. 
There are many interesting varieties from the type and interesting watermarked papers utilized. The black inked portion is relatively simple, with 
an oval portrait of C.G. Memminger, Secretary of the Confederate Treasury at the center. At right, standing Minerva is shown holding her spear 
completely vertically as she leans on a "5" counter that is on a pedestal. That vignette was copied from the Rawdon, Wright, Hatch & Edson 
styles. The green tint is on the frame and left end panel with three dies and perpendicular FIVE DOLLARS. Flanking oval counters are at the 
top, and in the lower right "V" block, are color dies. A lighter green tint is across, and the note was printed on paper watermarked with FIVE 
(easily seen from the back). Plate O, serial number 18186. Less than 4,500 were issued of this variety and the average grade of known examples 
is probably Fine to Very Fine. This is an exceptional note for type and variety, and it is the top population T33 example graded by PCGS for all 
varieties. The color is very bold and contrasts beautifully with the sharp printing. Margins are complete, and close in only a few places. At the 
upper left is a sliver of the note above it on the sheet. This is another beauty to augment or create a superb Confederate note type set.

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An Exemplary "Indian Princess" Note 

18787 Confederate States of America - T35 1861 $5 PF-1, Cr. 271. PCGS Very Fine 25. Over the many decades that Eric P. Newman has 
actively collected and studied paper money, countless numismatic events and shows have been held. At those gatherings, perhaps the two most 
memorable paper money words uttered were "Indian Princess." This classic American currency note has maintained its lofty stature for well over 
a century. In 1883, John Haseltine declared in the sale featuring Harold's Newlin's Montgomery (or "first issue") notes that the "Indian Princess" 
was the rarest in the Confederate series. Like the "Grand Watermelon" in the Federal series, its deserving nickname and rarity make it a natural 
subject for all numismatists to discuss. A newly discovered note, or the auction appearance of one long held in a collection, has always attracted 
attention. Like its brother the T27 $10 "Eagle and Shield" type, the T35 $5 "Indian Princess" was printed in tandem on the same plate by Hoyer & 
Ludwig on weak, poor-wearing paper. However, unlike the T27 notes, there was no additional second printing. Only 7,160 notes were issued, all 
plate letter Ab, with approximately 140 known today in all grades. The majority of those are low grade, cancelled, damaged and often restored. 
Many are in institutional collections and not available for sale. The Newman Collection T35 $5 "Indian Princess" is an exemplary note that 
boldly proclaims its numismatic majesty as one of the finest known. The layout and plate were developed from the Bank of Charleston $5 plate 
originally engraved by Draper, Toppan, Longacre & Co. that was sent to Hoyer & Ludwig. They used the "Princess" at the right, and counters, but 
developed the rest of the plate using other elements. At the lower left, young men, one with a wary expression, transport bales of cotton. They are 
overseen by a smoking man with arms crossed wearing a wide-brimmed hat (George Tremmel published a study of plate diagnostics, including 
the hat). A Native American princess on a high point looks off into the distance. The titles and obligations are crowded into the right center with 
multiple arced flourishes over the block with white outlined FIVE DOLLARS and under the title. Below the princess and above the wharf scene 
are "5" dies. An additional obligation die with shield upon it is left of the titles. Plate Ab., serial number 3359. In the mentioned 140 or so notes 
that still exist, few might equal or exceed this note for technical grade or eye appeal. In our April 2015 CSNS Signature sale we were honored to 
sell a beautiful PCGS Fine 15 T35 from the J. Wayne Hilton Confederate Currency Collection for $39,950. It is logical for the value of T35 $5 notes 
to be exponentially more valuable in higher grades than Fine, with so few confirmed in this condition. This note is remarkably handsome from all 
perspectives. Well printed with excellent vignette clarity. The margins are broad on three sides. Only the right end is trimmed in just slightly into 
the black frame printing. Marvelous paper integrity is observed from both sides. Treasured for decades for its grace, history and rarity, this famous 
note is worthy of being the centerpiece of an exceptional Confederate type set or any cabinet of iconic numismatic Americana.

Rare Error Series Date T38 $2 Type 

18788 Confederate States of America - T38 1861 $2 PF-1, Cr. 286. PCGS Very Fine 25 Apparent. A Confederate type that is among the most 
interesting. Although this looks like a June 2, 1862 series $2 note, the first for the Confederacy, it is not. Blanton Duncan in Richmond, thinking 
it was part of the 1861 enactment, engraved the September 2, 1861 date on the initial plate and printed approximately 36,000 notes on a ten- 
subject plate before creating new plates with the proper date. A distinctive issue and not often seen in high grade. These early notes were needed 
for small change and circulated heavily. In the manner of the Virginia state seal with Virtus trampling Tyrrany, the central vignette represents the 
Confederacy attempting to vanquish the Union. The oval vignette in the upper left corner shows Judah P. Benjamin, the former U.S. Senator who 
later became a member of Jefferson Davis's cabinet. This is Benjamin's first appearance on Confederate currency. Plate position 1, serial number 
912. An attractive note with some minor flaws noted as "Small Repaired Edge Tear at LR; Small Rust Hole at Left." They are not readily observed 
due to the excellent, even margins and sharp printing. This example is well above average and appealing.

They are also important components of a well-rounded Confederate 
Contemporary Counterfeit collection. Printed on an onion-skin type of paper, different than any other Confederate note. The lower left imprint 
is Keatings [sic] & Ball, Columbus [sic], S.C. The design mimics the T46 $10 note style. The top center vignette has seated Commerce with shield 
(normal shading). R.M.T. Hunter is at the lower right. Three different style counters are in the other corners. The engraved date is September 2, 
1862, incorrect for the enactment, as seen on the T46. However, the T46 has no imprint. Red penned serial number 4289. Grading has noted a 
"Small Edge Nick at Bottom Right" which is just that, small. A bright note with considerable paper body and a perfect fit into any Confederate set.

Printed on thin onion-skin paper with the Keatings [sic] & Ball, Columbus [sic], 
S.C. imprint. The naturally wide margins make this appear to be printed from a single impression plate. This is much like the T46 design, with 
Agriculture seated at the top center. The rest of the layout is like the T47, with Hunter at the lower right and dies in the other corners. Signatures 
are engraved. This is rare and very collectible despite some condition detriments. Noted with "Holes; Tape Repairs; Edge Splits and Tears." These 
are always in demand for completion of traditional, standard type sets.

The dollar sign is incorporated into 
the perpendicular denomination at the left end. Wide margined on two sides. Noted with "Small Edge and Internal Tears." Recognized as Rarity-7 
(11-20 known) in the recently updated Douglas B. Ball-Hank Simmons, 2nd edition bond book. This is a great opportunity, for these seldom 
appear.

Auctioneer and Auction: 

1. This Auction is presented by Heritage Auctions, a d/b/a/ of Heritage Auctioneers & Galleries, Inc., 
or Heritage Auctions, Inc., or Heritage Numismatic Auctions, Inc., or Heritage Vintage Sports 
Auctions, Inc., or Currency Auctions of America, Inc., as identified with the applicable licensing 
information on the title page of the catalog or on the HA.com Internet site (the “Auctioneer”). The 
Auction is conducted under these Terms and Conditions of Auction and applicable state and local 
law. Announcements and corrections from the podium and those made through the Terms and 
Conditions of Auctions appearing on the Internet at HA.com supersede those in the printed catalog. 

Buyer’s Premium: 

2. All bids are subject to a Buyers Premium which is in addition to the placed successful bid: 

• Fifteen percent (15%) on Domain Names & Intellectual Property Auction lots; 

• Seventeen and one-half percent (17.5%) on Currency, US Coin, and World & Ancient Coin Auction lots, 
except for Gallery Auction lots as noted below;

12. If Auctioneer calls for a full increment, a bidder may request Auctioneer to accept a bid at half 
of the increment (“Cut Bid”) only once per lot. After offering a Cut Bid, bidders may continue 
to participate only at full increments. Off-increment bids may be accepted by the Auctioneer at 
Signature® Auctions and Grand Format Auctions.

Conducting the Auction:

17. Lots bearing bidding estimates shall open at Auctioneer’s discretion (generally 40%-60% of the low 
estimate). In the event that no bid meets or exceeds that opening amount, the lot shall pass as unsold. 

18. All items are to be purchased per lot as numerically indicated and no lots will be broken. Auctioneer 
reserves the right to withdraw, prior to the close, any lots from the Auction. 

19. Auctioneer reserves the right to rescind the sale in the event of nonpayment, breach of a warranty, 
disputed ownership, auctioneer’s clerical error or omission in exercising bids and reserves, or for 
any other reason and in Auctioneer’s sole discretion.

26. In the event that a Bidder’s payment is dishonored upon presentment(s), Bidder shall pay the 
maximum statutory processing fee set by applicable state law. If you attempt to pay via eCheck 
and your financial institution denies this transfer from your bank account, or the payment cannot 
be completed using the selected funding source, you agree to complete payment using your credit 
card on file. 

27. If any Auction invoice submitted by Auctioneer is not paid in full when due, the unpaid balance 
will bear interest at the highest rate permitted by law from the date of invoice until paid. Any invoice 
not paid when due will bear a three percent (3%) late fee on the invoice amount. If the Auctioneer 
refers any invoice to an attorney for collection, the buyer agrees to pay attorney’s fees, court costs, 
and other collection costs incurred by Auctioneer. If Auctioneer assigns collection to its in-house 
legal staff, such attorney’s time expended on the matter shall be compensated at a rate comparable 
to the hourly rate of independent attorneys. 

28. In the event a successful Bidder fails to pay any amounts due, Auctioneer reserves the right to sell 
the lot(s) securing the invoice to any underbidders in the Auction that the lot(s) appeared, or at 
subsequent private or public sale, or relist the lot(s) in a future auction conducted by Auctioneer. A 
defaulting Bidder agrees to pay for the reasonable costs of resale (including a 15% seller’s commission, 
if consigned to an auction conducted by Auctioneer). The defaulting Bidder is liable to pay any 
difference between his total original invoice for the lot(s), plus any applicable interest, and the net 
proceeds for the lot(s) if sold at private sale or the subsequent hammer price of the lot(s) less the 15% 
seller’s commissions, if sold at an Auctioneer’s auction.

32. Buyer is liable for shipping, handling, registration, and renewal fees, if any. Please refer to Auctioneers 
website HA.com/c/shipping.zx for the latest charges or call Auctioneer. Auctioneer is unable to combine 
purchases from other auctions or affiliates into one package for shipping purposes. Lots won will be 
shipped in a commercially reasonable time after payment in good funds for the merchandise and the 
shipping fees is received or credit extended, except when third-party shipment occurs.
